Sullivan’s Close Call With Death. 


' Sullivan went to his work yesterday and 
was inclined to look upon the affair of Friday 
night as a joke. It was 7 o’clock 
yesterday morning before he’ was able 
to go home after he had laid unconscious for 
several hours with two doctors working over 
him. Dr. Andrews, who attended Sullivan 
during his attack, said yesterday that the map 
has as close a call for his life as any one he 
ever saw. 

‘*When he was brought in here,” said the 
doctor, **he was to all appearances dead, I 
felt for a pulse, and found only a slight flut- 
tering. First I tried to administer heart stimu- 
lants through the stomach, but he could keep 
nothing down. His stomach was in bad shape. 
When I found that I could not reach the heart 
through the stomach I began giving hypoder- 
mie injections. Thesé I made as Jarge in 
quantity and gave as frequently as I dared. 
An examination of the heart showed theré was 
a marked regurgitation through the 
mitral valves, which is always a 
sign of danger. While I _ will not 
say that the man’s heart may not have been 
wrong before the sparring bout, yet I am cer- 
tain the exertion and the blows he received in- 
tensified it.

New York, March 10.—[Special.}—An in- 
spection of the surroundings of the Croton 
River at Brewster and Mount Kisco has re- 
vealed many evils. In both villages are spots 
that must inevitably poison the drinking water 
of this city. They are in territory supposed 
to have been purified by Commissioner Daly's 
men at a cost of $500,000.

For the first eight 
days of March thirty-six vessels arrived in New 
York with sugar from Cuba and West Indian 
ports and Brazil. The week’s imports was valued 
at $3.757,.402 at thethree ports, of which New 
York’s share was $1,970,298.

STRUCK BY A SENATOR 


AN IOWA EDITOR KNOOKED DOWN IN 
THE LEGISLATURE, 


The Lie Is Passed and the Newspaper Man 
Has a Blackened Eye and Aa Bloody 
Nose=Senators Interfere and Prevent 
Further ViolencemAnother Lively Tilt 
in a Committee Room Where a KRepub- 
Niean Forees a Democrat to Apologize= 
Reconsideration on Carpenter Bill. 

Drs Morves, Ia., March 10.—[{Special.]— 
One knockdown, another collision averted 
only through the intervention of friends, and 
several bitter debates are the record in the 
Senate today. It seems the discussion of the 
temperance question has put everybody’s 
temper on edge, and it takes but little to 
make trouble, This morning. 8S. H. Shoe- 
maker... editor of the Hampton Chronicle, 
came to the Capitol. and sought ad- 
mission to the Senate chamber. The 
doorkeeper asked him tosend in his card. 
He replied that he wanted to see Senator 
Biower, who represents his district, as he was 
‘*a traitor,’ and he intimated that he was go- 
ingiinto make it lively for Brower. Soon 
afterwards he was seated in the Senate, when 
as Brower passed him he extended his hand. 
Brower asked if he was Shoemaker of the 
Hampton Chronicle, and he replied he was. 
Brower declined to take his hand and said he 
wanted nothing todo with him, because he 
had misrepresented him in his paper. Brower 
then passed into one of the Sen- 
ate retiring-rooms® and Shoemaker fol- 
lowed him. He asked Senator Brower 
if he denied having made promises to some of 
the people of Franklin County that he would 
support prohibition. Brower responded that 
he 'had never made any such promises and 
any one who said he had wasaliar. Hot 
words followed and Brower repeated the 
statement after Shoemaker had said that 
some of his relatives said that Brower had 


made such a pledge. 
‘‘Then you are a liar, Mr. Brower,’’ ex- 


: claimed Shoemaker. 


Brower Knocks Down an Editor. 


The Chronicle man fell against the wall as 
the Senator’s right fist planted a vicious blow 
under his left eye. As he regained his feet he 
received another blow and the blood flew 
from his nose. At this point several Sendtors 
rushed in and separated the men, 

Just before the contest Senators Brower 

and Finn had a lively tilt ever the Carpenter 
bill and the Senator was not in: the best of hu- 
woes In talking of the matter afterwards he 
said: 
‘* This man Shoemaker has been misrepre- 
senting me in his paper and has been at the 
bottom of the efforts which have been made 
by some of the people in my district to hin- 
der my work here and break down whatever 
influence I may have. He asserted that I had 
pledged myself to maintain prohibition, 
while every one in my district knows I have 
said in all my speeches and in my paper that 
I was in favor of a change. As I stand before 
the Almighty I did not pledge myself to sup- 
port prohibition and those feilows know it.” 

Shoemaker publishes a statement in the 
afternoon papers in which he admits that he 
called Brower a liar, but says he did so only 
after the Senator had applied scurrilous epi- 
thets to those who said he was pledged to 
prohibition, and as some of those people re- 
ferred to were his own relatives he could not 
in honor stand it any longer. The force of 
the Senator’s blow blackened the newspaper 
man’s eye pretty badly. 

The other incident happened in one of the 
cloak rooms, and was the result of a tilt in 
one of the committee rooms between two Sen- 
ators, one a Republican and the other a Dem- 
ocrat, over a bill that the: Republicans had in- 
troduced, The latter told his opponent that 
he would meet hiin after the session. and then 
they both started ior the cloak room. 


Made the Democrat Apologize. 


Several other Senators who had heard of the 
trouble followed them, and after some per- 
suasion the Democratic Senator apologized.

Fight on Nuns in Pittsburg Schools Said 
to Attract Radical People. 

Pirrspure, Pa., March 10.—[Special.]—As 
a result of the introduction of nuns as teach- 
ers into the Thirty-fourth Ward public schools 
it is reported the American Protective Associ- 
ation is rapidly growing in membership.

CHEERS FOR M’GANN. 
UNION LABOR MEN INDOMSE THE 
OONGRESSMAN’S OOURSE. 


At the Same Time They Make Sharp 
Thrusts at Judge Jenkins=His Injanc- 
tion in the Northern Pacific Case 
Roundly Denounced=—L, W. Rogers and 
W. C, Pomerey Urge Laborers to Rebel 
to the Point of Fighting if Occasion 
Should Demand. 

Bricklayers’ Hall was crowded to the doors 
last night, the occasion being a call for a re- 
ception to the Hon. Lawrence E. McGann, 
Congressinan from the Second District. 
Representatives from every trade and labor 
organization in the city were present. The 
object of the meeting was eet forth in a series 
of resolutions read ‘before the meeting. Un- 
fortunately Mr. McGann, owing to his duties 
at the Capito!, was unable to be present. The 
mceting, however,did not lack enthusiasm. 
J.J. McGrath of the Trade and Labor Assem- 
bly presided. After the meeting was called to 
order Chairman McGrath announced that it 
was an indignation meeting to protest against 
the injunctions of the courts, to commend 
Congressman McGann for his resolutions re- 
grrding the investigation of Judge Jenkins’ 
action, and to give organized labor the op- 


, portunity of emphasizing its indorsement of 


the Congressional work of Mr. McGann, who 
had endeared himself to every. union man in 
the United States. 

‘If the injunction of Judge Jenkins is al- 
lowed to stand,”’ he said, * it will cut off the 
right arm of organized labor. The enemies 
of organized labor are aware of this fact, and 
they will do all in their power to sustain the 
action of Judge Jenkins. This Congressman 


McGann is endeavoring to prevept by hia 
present action in the House of Representa- 
tives, and he ought to have the support of 
every workingmun in the United States.’’ The 
following Was then read and adopted by a 
rising vote: 

WHEREAS, It has come to the knowledge of the 
public in general and to organized labor in par- 
ticular that the Hon. Lawrence E. McGann, a 
member of the House of Representatives, has at 
all times faithfully performed his duty to the Na- 
tion and to his constituents. 

Resolved, That this meeting of the union wage- 
workers of the City of Chicago and vicinity here- 
with extend to the said Hon. Lawrence E. Mc- 
Gann its unqualified approval and the assurance 
of its high esteem. 

Resolved, That the seals of our various organiza- 
tions be affixed upon this document and a copy of 
the same be delivered to the said Congressman 
McGann. 

The reading of the resolution was followed 
by cheers for Congressman McGann. Re- 
greta were expressed that he was not present. 


Judge Jenkins Condemned. 


After the applause had died away Chairman 
McGrath announced L. W. Rogers, editor of 
the Railway Times, who represented the rail- 
way union at the meeting, He said: 

We ought to look upon_ an injunction as a new 
weapon in the hands of the American plutocracy 
tor the subjugation of the American people. ihe 
events of the last few months show that the Fed- 
eral courts of the United States are a part of the 
monopoly which is putting the rights of man 
into the hands of his employer. 6 must pro- 
test against this at once. do not know what is 
meant by contempt of court nordo I intend any 
slighting allusion to the majesty of the law, but 
I do think that the recent action of the dis- 
tinguished jurist from the City of Beer should be 
condemned by every honest man in the United 
States. Where is this thing going to end? 

I woifid like to see a condition arrived at where 
there could be no army fierce enough, no jail 
strong enough, and no dungeon black enough to 
intimidate the workingman from fighting for his 
rights. Railways disobey the laws right along; 
they are avarchistic in all their tendencies; and 
the Judges in question are nothing but injunc- 
tion job holders. They are more contemptible 
than the most contemptible of ving beings. 
It is better to lose everything at once than to be 
~ down by the courts. Let us call them toa 

nalt. Let us draw the line and say: ‘“* We will . 
meet you in the open fields like men and make 
you fight, and we will die fighting.” Judge 
Jenkins said the otherday: “ You railway men 
can quit if you want to and goto Texas.” I say 
to Judge Jenkins that he and such as he must 
quit and if they don’t we will see them go toa 
hotter place than Texas. 

Mr.' Rodgers was frequently interrupted in 
his remarks by loud cheering, and when he 
had conciuded it was some time before Chair- 
man McGrath could introduce the next 
speaker, W.C. Pomeroy, Chairman of the 
Organization Committee of the Federation of 
Labor. After commending Congressman 
MeGann’s actions in demanding that the in- 
junction of Judge Jenkins be inquired into 
and set aside if possible, Mr. Pomeroy said: 

I denounce Judge Jenkins as a jurist who has 
been bought up to act as hedid. If I am in con- 
Ido not mean any- 
thing disrespectful to the law, but I want to ex- 
press my contempt for the man who while occu- 
pying a position as a public administrator of jus- 
tice performed a contemptible act in issuing his 
injunction, which I have no doubt was bought 
from him by the railway. If this thing is al- 
lowed to go on without a protest, if work- 
ing men do not wish to ass-rt their rights, 
it will not be lon before the same 
thing will be trie on all organized 
labor. Ina conversation with Mr. Stead just be- 
fore he left Chicago he said to me the most re- 
markable thing he hada discovered in America 
was the absolute indifference of the ple to 
their own liberties and welfare. I think he was 
right. We do not iook out for our liberties half 
enough; when organized labor comes together it 
meets, talks, and adjourns. Again, it meets, 
talks, and adjourns. That tells the whole story; 
it is time that we did something. 

Should Ficht if Necessary. . 

If necessary—God grant that it will not be 
necessary—we must get out our blunderbusses, 
we must take our pitchforks and staves and go 
out and fight. That wiil not be necessary, how- 
ever, if workingmen ass?rt their rights at the 
ballot. We ourselves are to blame for this con- 
dition of affairs. Wemust. take legal measures 
to stop this thing. We must be law-abiding citi- 
zens. We must elect more mefi like Lawrence E. 
McGann to Congress and then we shall secure 
our rights. 


Chairman McGrath then introduced .M. H. 
Madden, President of the State Federation of 
Labor, as the closing speaker. Mr. Madden’s 
effort while not as dramatic and lengthy as 
were those of his predecessor, urged the work- 
ingmen to exercise their privileges at the bal. 
lot-box. ‘** Vote for men,” he said, ** who will 
fight for justice; vote for men who will de- 
mand it; vote for men who will secure it; and 
the workingmen of the United States will be 
recognized as a body of law-abiding citizens, 
favoring that justice and freedom of speech 
and action be granted to all men,”’

WAIF OF THE NIAGARA FINDS FRIENDS. 


After Thirty-Seven Years Frank Willis’ 
Family Is Made Known to Him. 

Manitowoc, Wis., March 10.—[Special.]— 
After being in ignorance of his name, birth- 
place, and parentage for thirty-seven years, 
Frank Willis, the waif of the burning steamer 
Niagara, has learned who he is and will in a 
few days be reunited with the members of his 
family who survived the themorable dis- 
aster off Port Washington in September, 
1856. When, as a 2-year-old baby, Willis 
floated ashore ona plunk from the blazing 
vessel, and it became evident that those in 
whose charge he was had perished, every pos- 
sible effort was made to discover the relatives 
of the child. Letters were sent to 
Collingwood, the port from which the Niagara 
sailed, and to other cities without success. 
Then advertisements were inserted in many 
papers in the hope that he would be recog- 
nized by the name “‘ Franc Millette” engraved 
on the cross attached to the little one’s neck. 

All these efforts at identification failed, how- 
ever, and as Willis grew to manhood he be- 
came convinced that he would never know 
who he was or whence he came. Some time 
ago the story of remarkable escape of 
Frank Willis from death on the Niagara, w 
fully 150 persons perished by fire or water, 
was pubiished. Asa result Willis bas learned 
that his name is Franc Millette: that 
he was born at, Winooski, Chittenden Cuunty, 
Vt., thirty-nine years ago; that his father 
and mother and three brothers, he being the 
next youngest child, were lost on the Niagara; 
that he has an uncle and auntin Fond du 
Lac, Wis., a cousin in Grand Island, Neb., 
and other relatives at the place of his birth 
in New England. 

During the last two weeks he has received 
half a dozen letters, all containing informa- 
tion concerning his friends and his boyhood 
home, One came from Fond du Lac, the 
writer being Mrs. Peter Allard, who says she 
is his aunt. Monday Willis wili goto Fond 
du Lac and visit his aunt, and may decide to 
go to his birthplace in Vermont.

Did the government lose much m 
customs frauds during the Fair? This xner 
tion is discussed at considerable length, In 
the rulings of the department the Collector 
was given 2 ag and most arbitrary power 
in dealing with an exhibiter whom he had 
reason to suppose was attempting to take ad. 
vantage of the regulations in order to avoid 
paying the duties. Realizing that prompt 
measures at outset. would have a good 
moral effect in keeping others from attempt- 
ing to shirk paying duties, several seizures 
and arrests were made early in the Exposi- 
tion. Exhibiters quickly saw that were they 
80 disposed to cheat, the risks were too great, 
and the effect was to prevent further attempts 
to defraud the revenue. When it came to 
the confiscation of exhibit,

and imprisonment of the offender it was seen 
that from.a commercial view there was noth- 
ing to be made by fraud. 

n the opinion of the Collector the loss to 
the revenue has been so smal! as to be im- 
material and he believes the fines and penal.

That it has been 
worth all it cost, all the time, thought, and 
money invested in it is no longer a matter of rea- 
sonable doubt. 

The administration of customs in connection 
with it involved heavy responsibilities, ceaseless 
vigilance, and much weary labor. The customs 
officer stood between the foreign Commissioner 
or exhibiter on the onehand and the Exposition 
official and the public on the other, and it re- 

uired patience and tact to so discharge his trust 

t neither the interests. of the government, 
which he was bound to protect, nor the proper 
object of the Exposition, which he was expected 
to conserve, should suffer at his hands. f this 


shall have been accomptished to the satisfaction - 
‘of the department the credit should be given 


largely to the officers and men-who were selected 
for this duty, and in no small degree to the de- 
partment itself for the wisdom of its regulations 
and the generous confidence and prompt support 
at ail times accorded to its officers in the prompt 
discharge of their duties. 

Simple Regulations Followed. 


A branch office was opened at Jackson Park. 
A separate account was kept of the expenses 
of this branch office and of its receipts, but 
all money when actually collected was paid 
to the cashier at the main office and included 
in the total receipts of the port. The special 


regulations as finally adupted were exceeding-. 


ly simple, ali formalities and restrictions not 
absolutely necessary for the protection of the 


revenue having been omitted. The sworn 


consular invoice required of other importers 
was waived, sofar asthe exhibiter was con- 
cerned, and he was required simply to prepare 
a duplicate statement in the form of an 
invoice, showing marks and numbers of 
packages, descriptions of contents, and a 
declaration of the quantity and market value. 
This statement when signed by an exhibiter 
required no further verification, and one copy 
of it was required to be transmitted by mail 
to the Collector of Customs at Chicago. Ex- 
-perience has shown that these “ statements ”’ 
were quite irregular as to form and unreliable 
as to facts, and in many cases the copy that 
should have been sent to the Collector never 
arrived. 

‘* It would have been better, I think,’ the 
Collector remarked, *‘ to have required this 
statement or invoice to have been approved 
by a United States Consul as to form and 
completeness, not necessarily as to value nor 
under oath, and that one copy should have 
been mailed by the Consul to the Collector.” 

Considerable space is devoted to the trouble 
which arose over including variaqus articles 
undér one immediate transportation bond. 
By the rules of the Exposition and the Treas- 
ury regulations exhibits could be sold during 
the Exposition, but could not be removed un- 
til afterits ciose. In consequence there were 
many complications arising from including 
articles for sale among exhibits proper. It 
would have been better had every invoice 
from every exhibit come forward as a sep- 
arate entry. 

After the Exposition had been in progress 
for some time it was found that a strict en- 
forcement of the regulations requiring exhib- 
its which had been ** accepted’’ to remain. in 
the Exposition until its close would have ab- 
solutely ruined many exhibiters. They bad 
depended upon the sale of articles from their 
booths as their means of support during the 
Fair, and without it the temptation to 
sell clandestinely might have been too 
strong to resist. Aug. 23 the Secretary of 
the Treasury authorized the division of in- 
voices of packages, thus enabling the ex- 
hibiters totake outof their exhibits such 
articles as they wished to sell and deliver im- 
mediately. This entailed much labor and 
great responsibility on the customs officers. 
The complication it the accounts incident to 
the subdivision of the packages and the in- 
creased laborin the supervision thereaiter 
was cheerfully undertaken, as 1t was believed 
to be in the general interest of the Exposition 
as well as the government, and that it could 
be done without injury to the revenue. Re- 
sults seems to have justified the action taken. 


Liberal to Universities. 


Acting under the authority of the depart- 
ment letter of Oct. 20 the greatest liberality 
consistent with law was extended to repre- 
sentatives of museums, universities, schools, 
etc., in allowing them to add to their collec- 
tions from the treasures that were here as- 
sembled from all quarters of the globe, and 
the opportunity was availed of by institutions 
in all the principal cities of the country. _ 

The Collector speaks of the regulations 
which made the Worild’s Fair a vast bonded 
warehouse and yards, and states that in the 
main the pian has worked satisfactorily. All 
the* agreements of the Exhibition company, 
as the keeper of the bonded warehouse, had 
been carried out faithfully from the begin- 
ning of the work until the final withdrawal of 
the customs force at the close of the busi- 
ness. The policing of the grounds and the 
guarding of the property were without con- 
sultation, wholly assumed and exercised by 
the Exposition company and the governinent 
thus relieved from any question. of responsi- 
bility in case of injury to exhibits trom ex- 
posure or their loss by fire, theft, or other- 
wise, The government could recognize no 
responsibility where it exercised no control. 

The Collector dwells on the ruling by which 
the Exposition company was not required to 
give a bond as a government warehouse, and 
states that in his opinion it would have been 
better had the company been required to have 
done so. It would have given the Exposition 
a pecuniary interest in seeing that the treas- 
ury regulations were strictly complied with, 
that in time would have relieved the’ customs 
service of some embarrassment; and circum- 
stances might at any time easily have arisen 
that would have made such a bond a valuable 
protection to the revenue. In closing this 
part of his report Mr. Clark cheerfully ac- 
knowiedges courteous treatment from the sev- 
eral departments of the Exposition manage-

ELLERT’S SUPPORT OF THE WATSON 
ORDINANOE FATAL.

And still another of the Watsonite Alder- 
men has fallen by the wayside. Peter J. 
Ellert, who has represented the Sixteenth 
Ward for the last two years, and who voted to 
pass the Watson ordinance over the Mayor’s 
veto, appeared at the City Hall yesterday 
afternoon and announced that he vill not bea 
candidate for reélection. He found the op- 
position of the Mayor too strong for him. 
John J. Dahlman, an ex-Alderman, will be 
the Democratic nominee in the ward. Jobn 
Ichermann, a Polish ex-Lieutenant of Police, 
will be the Republican nominee. 

A better man than Ellert retires in the Fif- 
teenth, but retires voluntarily. James Red- 
dick, who has been an acceptable Alderman 
of the ward for two years, will not accept a 
nomination from the Republicans again. 
Joseph Lanmers will doubtless be his succes- 
sor. One Palich, a Polish real estate agent, 
is likely to be the Democratic candidate in 
the Fifteenth. 

John McKenna’s man Rankin does not 
make much headway in the Twenty-eighth 
Ward, where he is seeking the Republican 
nomination, and Ald. Ackerman, whose 
record is not by any means good, is likely to 
win at the Republican primaries. The Dem- 
ocrats are not likely to put forward a better 
man in this ward. They seem to be for an 
ex-Alderman named Lucas, who runs a saloon 
at Central Park. 

E. R. Brainerd refuses to take the Repub- 
lican nomination for Alderman in the First 
Ward, and it is likely that J. Irving Pearce 
of the Sherman House will be the candidate. 
He ought to win,as the Democrats are di- 
vided between Skakel and Coughlin. 

D. V. Purington having declined in the 
Second Ward the Republicans residiug in the 
east end are in favor of nominating 
John Summerfield, who formerly rep- 
resented the constituency most ac- 
ceptably.

ROUTE OF THE UNDERGROUND RAILROAD 


Exact Territory Not te Be Defined Until 
After Election, 

The articles of incorporation filed by the 
Chicago Central Subrailroad company de- 
scribe the térritory through which the pro 
posed tunnels of the road are to be driven. 
It comprises the business district for the main 
tunnels and the branches -to connect with the 
different elevated roads. The territory is 
described in the incorporation papers as 
commencing at a point south of the Chicago 
River between Lake Michigan on the east and 
the south branch of the Chi River on the 
west, running thence in a southerly direction 
by a circuitous route as far south as Polk 
street and thence to the place of beginning, 
by means of a suitable tunnel, which will en- 
able the company to construct a four track 
underground loop lie railroad, with a tirst 
branch connecting the main line with the 
Alley Elevated ruilroad at some con- 
venient point to be hereafter determined ; 
witha second branch connecting with the 
Lake Street Elevated railroad at a point to 
be hereafter determined; with a third branch 
connecting with the Metropolitan Elevated 
railroad, now being constructed, at a point to 
be hereafter determined; with a fourth 
branch connecting with the Chicago North 
Division Elevated railroad, hereafter to be 
constructed, ata point or ints to be here- 
after determined; all branches to be started 
within a radius of the points before men- 
tioned. . 

The plans of the ‘projected road were de. 
scribedin THe Trrpung yesterday. Marcus 
Pollasky, the promoter of the enterprise, says 
the actual route will be defined in the ordi- 
nance which the company will introduce in 
thé Council after consents of property-owners 
are obtained. The ordinance, he says, will 
not be handed in until after the election.

NEWS FROM ABROAD. 


TWO PLEETS OLEARED FOR ACTION 
AT RIO DE JANER1O, 


et — 


Peixoto’s Vessels, Headed by the Dyna- 
mite Cruiser Nictheroy, Enter the Bay 
at Brazil’s Capital and Take Up Posi- 
tions from Which They Can Destroy 
Fort Villegaignon and Then Attack the 
Rebel Fleet—United States Warship San 
Francisco Near the Line of Fire. 

(Copyright, 1894. by the Associated Press} 

Rio DE JANEIRO, March 10.—There now 
seetns to be a definite prospect of a naval 
battle and a. prompt ending to the rebellion 
so far as Rio de Janeiro is concerned. 

The dynamite cruiser Nictheroy. the tor. 
pedoboat Aurora, and the torpédoboat De- 
stroyer, backed up by three of the torpedo- 
boats brought over from Germany, passed 
the forts at the entrance of the harbor shortly 
before daylight this morning. When the sun 
rose the Peixoto fleet was seen to be at 
anchor between Port Sao Jao and 
the famous Sugar Loaf Fort. The govern- 
ment fleet is thus in a-small. inlet or bay at 
the entrance of the harbor and well protected 
by the guns of Fort Santa Cruz, as well as 
by the guns of the two forts already re. 
ferred to. 

The Nictheroy is expected to be able to 
throw its dynamite shells at Fort Villegaig- 
non, and, when Villegaignon has been si- 
lenced, it is expected the Nictheroy and its 
consorts will steam up to a sheltered position 
behind the island upon which the Villegaig.- 
non fortifications stand and will from there 
shell the rebel fleet while being protected 
from the fire of the heavy guns.of insur- 
gents’ ships. 

The Paranhyba, formerly the guardship at 
Pernambuco, and the cruiser ) Gert re are 
vutside the bay watching against 4 surprise 
upon the part of the Aquidaban or other 
rebel ships. : 

All the insurgent war vessels, as well as the 
government fleet, have cleared for gction and 
a battle now seems imminent. United 
States cruiser San Francisco, the flagship of 
Admiral Benham, has anchored in a most 
peculiar position near the small island on 
which Fort Lage stands. The San Francisco 
is thus gply a little way out of the line of 
fire, should the Nictheroy open upon 
Villegaignon. with its dynamite guns. On 
the other hand, no better position could have 
been chosen by the United States Admiral for 
judging the efficiency of the handling of the 
dynamite gun and for noting the effects of the 
shots. The other United States war vessels are 
just outside the harbor and may come inside 
when the action commences, 

The general opinion seems to be that the 
naval battle will commence tonight or tomor- 
row night. For some reason or other. the 
naval experts seem to have determined that 
- engagement must be fought at night 

ime. 

Buenos Ayres, March 10.—Advices from 
Porto Alegre, capital of Rio Grande do Sul, 
are to the effect that the insurgents there have 
received a severe blow through the defection 
from their standard of Gen. Salgado and 
1,000 soldiers.

SANTA FE AND SOUTHERN PAOIFIO 


ROADS AGREE TO A PEAOE. 


e 


Will at Once Put Back Missouri River- 
California ‘Prices and_Fren Confer on 
an Agreement Which Will Protect 
Them Against Other Lines=Union 
Pacific’s Cut May Lead to Demoraliza- 
tion of Missouri River Kates, witha 
Combination Against Offending Line. 


The passenger rate war between the South- 
ern Pacificand Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé railway company is virtually ended and 
rates between the Missouri River and Califor- 
nia points will be restored to the former tariff 
within a few days. Negotiations between the 
Santa Fé officials and Southern Pacific offi- 
cials have been conducted by telegraph, the 
former being in session at New York and the 
latter at San Francisco, | 

A conclusion was net reached until yester- 
day morning, when it was agreed to restore 
at once the condition of affairs that existed 
previous to the inauguration of the war be- 
tween the two companies. The officers of the 
two companies will then meet and consider 
the adoption of an offensive and defensive 
agreement on all transcontinental traffic. 

This is an arrangement long desired by the 
Southern Pacific people, it being their opin- 
ion that, together with the Santa Fé, they can 
dictate such terms on transcontinental pas- 
senger traffic as they may desire and deem 
best for their interests.

ance with the Southern Pacific that promises 


to benefit both roads. 
Will Affect Missouri River Rates, 


But while the rates between the Missouri 
River and California points will at once be re- 
stored to ante-bellum figures it is by no means 
certain that tariff rates from Chicago to Cali- 
fornia points will be restored.- The Union 
Pacific, it is charged, has been playing havoc 
with the transcontinental passenger rates. 
Even the cut $20 rate between the Missouri 
River and California points it has reduced 
to $18. The markets, both here and on the 
coast, it is claimed, are stocked with cheap 
Union Pacific tickets, It was rumored yes- 
terday that scalpers in this city were selling 
tickets over the Chicago and Northwestern 
and Union Pacific roads at $31 single trip, 
Chicago to San Francisca, and at $54 for the 
round trip. The scalpers, it is said, are ena- 
bled to make these low rates by the large 
commissions they receive from the Union Pa-

SAILORS WORK AT A DIZZY HEIGHT. 


Preparations Making to Remove the Board 
of Trade Tower Schooner. 

Sailors climbing the mast of a derrick at 
the top of the Board of Trade tower yester- 
day attracted hundreds of spectators on Jack- 
son and La Salle streets. The contractors 
-were engaged in the difficult task of taking 
down the big gilded schoover at the top of 
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TAKING DOWN THE 6HIP. 


the tower. The ship, which looks from the 
ground to be a toy affair, is of iron, over 
eleven feet long, and rests on the top of an 
iron mast six inches in diameter. 
cannot be removed from the top of the mast, 
but the two must be taken down together. A 
derrick has been erected about ten feet from 
the apex of the spire, and one arm was swung 
alongside the golden ship. Sailors then went 
up to fasten the ship and mast peta: | to the 
derrick. Three hundred feet from the side- 
wa.k the sailors climbed about fearle=s-y and 
succeeded in secure.y fastening the ropes; then 
they erawled down, and tomorrow morning 
the ship will be lowered and placed in the ex- 
change hall as a souvenir of the lost tower.

WILT FAVOR CHICAGO. 


NEW PUBLIO BUILDING I8 LIKELY TO 
BE OONOEDED. 


Gen. Black Thinks Congress Will Grant 
the Request of the Western Metropolis 
“Selection of a Site to Ficure Promi- 
nently in the Settlement of the Ques- 
tion—Investigators to. Start for Chicago 
Next Saturllay—Cleveland May Not Veto 
the Seigniorage Bill. 

. Wasuineroy, D. C,, March 10.—[Special.]— 


| “Chicago stands a good chance for gettmg a 


new public building,’’ remarked Gen. Black 
to Taz Trrseune representative, “and the 
only question about the matter grows out of 
the seeclectnion of a site. This subject will be 
the principal consideration of the subcotnmit- 
tee apnointed by Chairman Bankhead of the 
Committee on Public Buildings and Grounds. 
When they leave for Chicago next week Mr. 
Goldzier and myself will in all probability 
accompany them. One of the principal ob- 
jects of the visit of the subcommittee will be 
to settle whether or not the present strueture 


on the site, or an entirely new location 
be made on the Lake-Front. With ‘this 
end in view, the subcommittee will invite all 
persons or corporations favoring either of 
these propositions to be present or represent- 
ed at-the hearings, which will be conducted 
tor several days right on the ground, as they 
should be, 

** But above all things it should be borne in 
mind that the Committee on Public Buildings 
and Grounds favors giving Chicago what is 
asked by its Congtessmen and the Illinois 
deiegation irrespective of party affiliations. 
A new atid commodious building is needed 
for the transaction of current public business 
and it is upon that basis that the members of 
the subcommittee are going to pay Chicago a 
visit. A change has been neces- 
sitated in the composition of , tne 
subcommittee growing out of the 
inability of Congressman Stone of Pennsy!l- 
vania\to go to Chicago at this time. He was 
chosen\as one of the two Republicans on the 
subcommittee, Representative Mercer of Ne- 
braska being the other Republican. However, a 
good friena of Chicago will replace Mr. Stone 
in the person of Congressinan Sweet of Idaho, 
and Chairman Bankhead of the main commit- 
tee is going along too.”’ 

As agreed upon this afternoon the commit- 
tee comprises Messrs. Bankhead, Alabama; 
Bretz, Indiana ; Cadmus, New Jersey ; Mercer, 
Nebraska; and Sweet, Idaho, These gentle- 
men, accompanied by members of the Chi- 
cago delegation in Congress, will leave Wash- 
ington next Saturday, and will begin their in- 
vestigation bright and early the following 
Monday morning. 


BLAND’S BILL MAY NOT BE VETOED. 
. 
Grover May Let the Measure Become a 
Law Without His Signature. 
Wasuinotron, D.C., March 10.—[Special. }]— 
Now it is reported that President Cleveland is 
not so sure to veto the seigniorage bill when 
it reaches him, which will be within ten days. 
Senator Vilasin his speech against the bill 
threw out the hint that Secretary Carlisle was 
opposed to coining the seigniorage and it was 
supposed the Secretary represented the ad- 
ministration. The Senators know that Car- 
lisle may change his mind again over night 
and turn up as an enthusiastic supporter of 
the proposed vacuum legislation. The hint 
is now given that the President has cautioned 
some of the cuckoos not to be too positive in 
their talk of a veto, as he may let the bili! be- 
come a law without his signature. There isa 
double purpose in this course. It will elim- 
inate silver trom the political contest during 
the next campaign and aliow the tariff ques- 
tion to absorb a:i attention. It will be done 
in this way: There are 200,000,000 ounces 
of silver bullion in the Treasury vaults. The 
mints can coin but $2,500,000 of buliion 
per month, so that several years will elapse 
before the bullion can be coined. When an 
attempt is made to bring the question 
of free coinage up in =the cam- 
paign the anti-silver people will 
argue that the mints are turning out as many 
silver doliars as their capacity will permit. 
From this point cf view it will be said that 
there is no need for free coinage discussions 
until the mints have disposed of the bullion 
nowin the government’s hands. It is this 
argument that has caused the anti-silver men 
in the Senate to look with distrust on the 
seigniorage bill. Nevertheless, it is folly to 
think that free colnage can be kept out of the 
campaign, or even out of Congress, during 
the presént session. Bland’s committee will 
' report a free coinage measure in the House 
within a month after the se.gniorage bill be. 
comes a law. 


WILL NOT BUILD TO MILWAUKEE Now. 


The Illinois Central Road Decides Against 
the Extension=—For Bank Resumption. 
Mitwacker, Wis., March 10.—[Special.]— 

The Illinois Central railroad company is not 

prepared at present, owing tothe financial 

depression, to extend its lines from Chicago 

to.Milwaukee. Such was the substance of a 

letter read this afternoon before the Mer- 

chants’ Association. The letter was from 

Stuyvesant Fish, President of the Illinois 

Central company, and was in response to a 

letter from the Merchants’ Association in re. 

gard to addivionual railroad facilities from 

Milwaukee. Mr. Fish said that some time 

ago he visited Milwaukee and was satisfied 

that it would be profitable for another 
road to build here. At that time 
he would probably have recommended 

a line to Milwaukee but for the fact that it 

was understood that the Wisconsin Central 

road was coming in here. The Illinois Cen- 

tral may at some future time build to Mil. 

waukee, but business and the financial de- 

pression do not warrant it at present.

Russell and Owen McCusker, who had been 
employed by the firm for nearly a score of 
years as bookkeepers. The firm continued 
to a steady and increasing business of 
several hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars yearly and would still have been 
prosperous but for the interest Messrs. Morse 
and Smith took in the J. R. Morin company 
of Cedar Rapids, Ia. The latter concern has 
creameries and refrigerators in Ogdensburg 
and Winthrop, N. Y., as well as an extensive 
creamery business at Cedar Rapids. Messrs. 
Morse and Smith owned the majority of the 
stock and through their Boston house the 
finances of the Morin company have been 
handled. Last year the Morin company drew 
heavily on the resources of the Boston firm 
and rounded out the year with a loss of about 
$100,000. In helping along the vompany 
the Boston firm has borrowed from Bos- 
ton banks and other parties in this 
section of the country amounts aggregating 
some $75,000. In addition to this some 
$50,000 in the way of loans were negotiated 
in the West, making the total amount bor- 
rowed some $125,000. Certain notes held 
by some of the Boston banks were due, but 
upon Morse and Smith seeking an extension 
of their paper they were impressed by the 
bank people that the Morin company was a 
losing venture. At least the fact that the bor- 
rowed money was toaidthe Morin company 
was not viewed favorably by the banks which 
made demand for their money. Accordingly 
came the assignment stated.

Lord Rosebery’s first government has been 
marked by one of the most curious episodes in 
the histery of such transactions. Thursday 
last an authoritative announcement was pub- 
lished that Herbert Gardner had resigned the 
Ministry of Agriculture on the ground of ill- 
health and that Herbert Gladstone had been 
appointed to succeed him.

ONE WEEK ASPREMIER 


AOHIEVEMENTS OF LORD ROSEBERY 
IN SEVEN DAYS. 


Changes in the British Cabinet and What 
They, Seem to Portend from a Tory 
Point of View=—The New Prime Minis- 
ter'’s Popularity with the People His 
Greatest Element of StrengtheVain Ef- 
forts of Labouchere and Redmondites to 
Force Their Views on the Ministry. 

. [SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Lonpow, March 10.—[Copyright, 1894, by 
the New York Tribune Association.]—It was 
just a week ago today that Mr. Gladatone re- 
signed, that the Queen offered Lord Rosebery 
the post of Prime Minister, and that Lord 
Rosebery accepted the post and undertook the 
reconstruction of the Cabinet. Today his 
task is complete. The Cabinet remains as 
nearly as possible what it was under Mr. 
Gladstone. But the fewness of the changes is 
no measure of the difficulties of the opera- 
tion. 

Cabinet making is a delicate business in the 
best of times. It is most delicate of all when 
vpon the composition of a ministry depends 


“the consolidation of a loosely organized party, 


and when the retiring Prime Minister has left 
behind him a legacy of incomplete legisla- 
tion, a chaos of conflicting policies, an un- 
stable and narrow majority in the House of 
Commons, and a general belief that the ma- 
jority in the House is not supported by a ma- 
jority in the country. \ 
Such was the situation which Lord Rose- 
bery had to face. He had to face other em- 


. barrassments of a more personal kind. He 


was met on the threshold with the menace of 
acabalamong his colleagues and with an 
open mutiny among one section of the Rad- 
icals. Sir William Harcourt has behaved so 
honorably and with such generous loyalty that 
it is only fair to suppose that the use which 
the discontented made of his nime was unau- 
thorized. He had, however, undoubted claims 
upon the party and had the support of the ex- 
tremists, who proclaimed from the housetops 
that they would never beled nor suffer the 
party to be led bya Peer. This of itself was 
fatal to Sir William’s chances. No party 
would stand the dictation of an insignificant 
minority. There remained the question 
whether he would sink personal feelings and 
serve under Lord Rosebery. The two men 
are personal friends. But they are rivals and 
their political views are far apart. They rep- 
resent two hostile and irreconcilable and con- 
tinually conflicting conceptions of* govern- 
ment. Lord: Rosebery is at the head of the 
Imperialists; Sir William Harcourt is at the 
head of the Little Englanders, one of the few 
surviving Cobdenites, whose policy would ulti- 
mately reduce -England to a commercial ex. 


pression. 
They Sink All Differences. 


Both found it possible to serve under Mr. 
Gladstone. They now find it possible to 
unite again in a common task for common 
purposes. Sir William remains Chancellor of 
the Exchequer and becomes leader of the 
House of Commons. He is a capable Minister 
of Finance and a consummate parliamentary 
chief. They are great posts, even if not com- 
mensutate with an ambition justified by long 
and distinguished service. Moreover, he will, 
as leader of the Commons, have a free hand 
in many critical emergencies, and necessarily 
at all times a great degree of independence. 
The House of Commons cannot be led from 
outside. Sir William may think the Queen 
ought.to have sent for him, but he has a mind 
open to the value of facts and he reflected 
that she did in fact send for Lord Rosebery, 
that he had accepted her commission, that the 
country had approved her choice, and that it 
was a grave responsibility to prevent the 
forming of an administration under a leader 
to whom the Liberal party had joyfully in- 
trusted its fortunes. He accepted the posi- 
tion. 

When that was settled the worst was over. 
Lord Rosebery’s cabinet-making nevertheless 
lasted seven full days. It began Saturday, 
continued Sunday, a fact on which remarks 
might be madein Scotland, and consumed 
the remainder of the week. The important 
changes are those which his own promotion 
made necessary. He relinquishes the Foreign 
Office to Lord Kimberly, undoubtedly with 
regret. The Foreign Oftice work is dear to 
Lord Rosebery, and he is dear to the Foreign 
Office. Lord Kimberly has little experience 
of diplomucy, but a flexible mind and a 
power of mastering new duties. Lord Rose- 
bery retains a general supervision over for- 
eign affairs. 

Fowler’s Knowledge of Finance. 

Lord Kimberly is replaced at the India 
Office by Mr. Fowler of Wolverhampton, 
whose knowledge of India is, perhaps. con- 
siderably less than Lord Kimberly’s of the 
Foreign Office. But heisa_ hard-working 
Minister, with some of that familiarity with 
finance whichis much wanted at the mo- 
ment in an Indian Secretary of State. He 
had learned the work of the Local Govern- 
ment Board, which is complicated, and had 
piloted the parish councils bill through the 
House of Commons with as much success, 
perhaps, as was possible in the circumstances. 
To him succeeds George Shaw-Lefevre in the 
Presidency of that board, another painstak- 
ing.-man, with less force of character and less 
aptitude for House of Commons work than 
Mr. Fowler, albeit Mr. Gladstone once pro- 
nounced him an enlightened member of Par- 
liament. | 

Herbert Gladstone became First Com- 
missioner of Works instead of George Shaw- 
Lefevre, but without aseat in the Cabinet. 
He has «the primary advantage of being his 
father’s son, has done well in the administra- 
tive part of his work as Under-Secretary at 
the Home Office, has more talent than sound- 
ness of judgment or political sagacity, and 
will occupy an office where he cannot. possi- 
bly do much harm, 

Two other changes are to be mentioned. 
Lord Rosebery becomes not only First Lord 
of the Treasury, but Lord President of the 
Council, a place of precedence which Lord 
Kimberly hastorenounce. It is useful to 
the Prime Minister, who as Prime Minister 
has no social precedence whatever. Mr. 
Gladstone contented himself with the 
office of Lord Privy Seal, which 
has a value similar to that of Lord 


President, but less exalted, and he could not 


well hold this last because by custom it is 
conferred on a Peer. The new Lord Privy 
Seal is Lord Tweedmouth, better known as 
Edward Majoribanks, chief Liberal whip and 
probably the best executive officer any party 
ever had. ‘To him more than to any other, 
man belongs the credit of keeping the party 
together during all that long and difficult ses- 
sion which came to an end last Monday. To 
him belongs the credit of the discipline that 
was maintained, and of the majorities, which 
but for him would certainly on several crit- 
ical occasions have been turned into minori- 
ties. To him Lord Rosebery iooked for sim- 
ilar service in the coming session, where his 
energy, tact, suavity, diplomatic gifts, and 
universal popularityewould have been more 
necessary perhaps than ever. The sudden 
death of his father removed him to the House 
of Lords, and the services which he can no 
longer render are rewarded with the high dig- 
nity of Lord Privy Seal and a seat in the Cab- 


— Significance of Changes Not Made. 
This exhausts the list of Cabinet changes, 
but some of the changes which have not been 
made are extremely significant. Most signif- 
icant of all is John Morley’s decision to re- 
main Chief Secretary for Ireland. He was 
offered a’ great place, the Secretaryship of 
State for India. Few thought him well fitted 
for it. None doubted his title to.such high-

is a sacrifice. 
sacrifice, and knows that his presence in Dub- 
lin Castle is regarded by the Irish National- 
ists as a pledge that home rule is still an item 
of the policy of the Liberal party under its 
new leader. He said lately at Cork that he 
had nailed the green flag to the mast. He 
vindicates the sincerity of that rather rhetor- 
ical assurance. It is a piece of characteristic 
loyalty—the more loyal and the more charac- 
teristic—if it be true that his experience in 
Ireland has robbed him of some cherished il- 
lusions and chilled some ardent hopes. 

The remodeling of a government weakened 
by the departure of Mr. Gladstone is no light 
task, and I have but hinted at the perplexities, 
or some of them, which have beset Lord 
Rosebery during the week. But he has ac- 
complished at the same time a still more ex- 
traordinary exploit, something like a revolu- 
tion in public opinion. To quell a mutiny, 
to baffle intrigues, to conciliate a colleague 
with high claims to leadership, to adjust con- 
flicting claims to office, to meet with firmness 
a calamity like the exile of Mr. Marjoribanks 
from the House of Commons, to live down a 
bitter prejudice in the ranks based on the ac- 
cident of birth and enforced membership of 
the House of Lords, to keep hostile sections 
of the party together, to construct a strong 
government out of materials none too strong 
—these are the achievements of no ordinary 
man. 

But if signsof the times ‘may be trusted 
Lord Rosebery seems to have brought over to 
his side a great body of publié opinion, which 
held steadfastly aloof from Mr, Gladstone, and 
that is a far higher and more important achieve- 
ment. Itis a tribute to his energy of charac. 
ter, to his sincerity, and to the fact that he is 
in touch with the people. He was nominated 
by the acclamation of his own party. His 
nomination is ratified by those who are of no 
party. His reputation for political ability is 
largely due to his work at the Foreign Office, 
most of which is necessarily done in secret. 

Rosebery’s Fame as a Diplomat. 

Yet somehow it is known whether a Foreign 
Secretary succeeds or not, and Lord Rose- 
bery’s diplomatic fame spread far and wide. 
That would not of itself stamp him as the man 
for Prime Minister nor win him the confi- 
dence of the country he had to govern. What 
does win it is the known fact that his views 
and sympathies coincide on one point with 
the views and sympathies of the immense ma- 
jority of his fellow subjects, and on another 
with those of the multitudes who are a major- 
ity of the electorate. 

The ideas of the day in England run on two 
broad lines, imperialism. and social reform. 
Mr. Gladstone represented neither. Lord 
Rosebery represents both. The Manchester 
School is dead. It would be hard to namea 
publie man under 60 who could truly be 
called a Cobdenite. A higher type of states- 
manship went out with the Peelites, the last 
of whom disappeared from public life when 
Mr. Gladstone resigned. The mantle of Sir 
Robert Peel will never again cover a Prime 
Minister.. What Englishmen want is to keep 
the empire together and keep it an empire. 
The policy of any statesman whom they are 
to trust must look to thegreatness of England 
and provide for its defense—for its naval de- 
fense first of all, as dangerous notions had 
gone abroad that Mr. Gladstone was inert 
about naval defense, 

It is known that the dominant note in Lord 
Rosebery is the imperial note, Social reform 
comes next—not socialism, which is a very 
different matter. Lord Rosebery’s past is 
full of social pledges. He has the masses be- 
hind him, the laboring masees first of all, and 
he has won their faith without ever drawing a 
line between them and the classes, He must, 
I think, in the end find the basis and su 
of his general politics in the loyalty of the 
workingmen to him who is loyal to them. In 
that direction, if in any direction, lies the 
English hope of eseape from the present de- 
pendency of English policy so far as it is for 
reform upon Irish votes. The course he may 
follow on many issues, on points of the New- 
castle program and on the House of Lords, is 
important, but far less important than these 
two. The others are interesting and some of 
them stir deep passions, but imperialism and 
social reform are vital and they are perma- 
nent issues. 

Looking to the Future. 

Putting all these things together political 
observers have modified their opinions as to 
the near political future, The Opposition has 
modified its opinions. It was confident a 
fortnight ago, or even a week ago, of two 
things: That a dissolution was imminent and 
that when it came it would sweep the country. 
Now it is confident of neither. The coming 
week will be hardly less memorable than that 
which ends today. The Cabinet is formed; 
its policy is now to * announced, Lord 
Rosebery has summoned a meeting of his 
supporters in the House of Commons for 
Monday at the Foreign Office. It is remarked 
that the official notice signed by Mr. Ellis, tne 
new Liberal whip, runs in the joint names of 
the Prime Minister and Sir William Harcourt. 
Lord Rosebery will then lay his views before 
the party and anybody will be at liberty to 
comment on them. 

The Queen’s speech was settled at the first 
Cabinet council Wednesday, and its contents 
will be known at the ministerial and opposi- 
tion dinners this evening and to all the wurld 
through Monday morning’s newspapers. The 
Liberals, theretore, will have had time fo di- 
gest it before they assemble at the Foreign 
Office, but Lord Rosebery’s speech to his party 
is likely to travel far beyond the strict and 
formal paragraphs of the royal message. It 
is for him to decide how far he will go in 
framing a program for the session, but he un- 
doubtedly will be expected to lay down the 
broad principles on which his policy rests. It 
will be seen whether his gifts for leadership 
answer to the hopes of his party. 

They have stood the test of Cabinet-making 
in circumstances which led some political 
wiseacres to declare that no Cabinet could be 
formed. The test of measures and principles 
is ruder still. Half a dozen sections each 
with a pet measure clamor for precedence, 
and half of them at least threaten to desert 
the ministry if their claims to a front seat are 
not recognized. The Radicals will look for 
a large statement of principles. The coun- 
try will be alarmed if itis too large. These 
are buta few of the perils which encompass 
the néw leader and which he will have to face 
at the Foreign Office Monday. 

Lords to Debate the Reply. 

The same afternoon there will be a debate 
in the Lords on the address in reply to the 
Queen’s speech. Saturday Lord, Rosebery 
speaks at the Corn Exchange in Edinburg. 
It is plain therefore that he is not going to 
take refuge in silence. Instead of avoiding 
opportunities he invites them. The circum- 
stanced require courage as well as adroitness. 
The very enthusiasm he has aroused adds to 
his troubles. He must satisfy expectations. 

The Radical mutiny which Mr. Labouchere 
tried to head has collapsed and Mr. Labov- 
chere himself has had to announce that, 
though still hostile to what he calls a peer 
Premier, he shall not.wvote against him just 
yet. That means that the time is not propi- 
tious, but nobody doubts that Mr. Labouchere 
means mischief and will do his best to upset 
the coach when he sees a chance. Do not 
reckon him, however, among Lord Rosebery’s 
stumbling blocks. His opposition is worth 
more than the support of most men, 

The Irish members may hold the fate of 
‘he ministry in their hands so far as the 
House of Commons is concerned. It isa 
power which, if they are wise, they wiil be 
slow to exercise. Nothing would help Lord 
Rosebery more with the English constitu- 
encies than to be obliged to present himself 
before them as the victim of an impracticable 
and irreconcilable faction. It isan advan- 
tage which he may derive later, not, I think, 
from the Irish, but from extremists of another 
type.

with interest in the performers. ‘One cannot 
help feeling, however, that with American 
readers it is different: The almost 
exaggerated attention they have been 
paying to the drama at Westminster in 
the last decade is’ due so largely to 
their affectionate admiration of Gladstone 
that, with his name stricken from the bills, 
they may well feel disposed to yawn over the 
rest of the piece or ignore it altogether. This 
would be in some respects a pity, because 
there can beno doubt that the development of 
England toward democracy has entered upon 
a quite new and distinct era of activity, and 
that events of radical importance to ali civil- 
ization will. crowd upon each other now ata 
rate which Gladstone’s presence forbade. 

Rosebery and the little family group of 
men who so smartly and even brilliantly have 
seized upon the scepter which the old man 
was jockeyed into throwing down may or may 
not remain at the head of this new régime. 
That will depend upon their ‘ability tounder- 
stand whit it really means and keep well in 
the front on the path it 1s determined to fol- 
low. If they fail in this, nothing will happen 
except that they disappear under the wheels. 
The movement will go on just the same. 

This small knot of new leaders have nert to 
nothing to fear from organized antagonism 
by English Radicals. Ten days ago I wrote a 
dispatch describing the situation as it stood a 
few hours after Gladstone finally declared he 
was goingto resign. I wrote it ata table 
within sound of the voices of a score of Rad- 
ical members who were confident they could 
speak for thrice as many colleagues, all vying 
with each other in the passionate desire to 
show their resentment at a Peer having been 
forced upon them as Premier. To hear them 
talk you would have thought the Rosebery 
ministry could not survive the first day of the 
new session. 


Disappearance of the Dissenters, 


Today you would look for these bold gen- 
tlemen in vain. One may count on the fin- 
gers of the hand all that remain who dare ex- 
press an even qualified dissent. This species 
of time-serving timidity is not unknown to 
American politics, but our politicians are 
veritible maned lions compared with the par- 
liamentarians here. Maj. Jones of Wiscon- 
sin, who wasso long our Consul at Cardiff 
and now sits for the Carmarthen Boroughs, 
was among the original dissentients who would 
have continued fighting had he not been 
warned by order observers that he was at 
Westminster, not at Washington, and that the 
first thing he knew he would find himself a 
deserted corpse outside the breastworks. 


The tremendous concentration of patronage 


and party favor all bopes of advancement and 
even of legislative usefulness is in the hands 
Parliamentary committee (which is what 
the Cabinet strictly is) and naturally makes 
cowards of the rank and file. No one, except 
here and there a sport variety like La- 
bouchere, can afford to mutiny against it. 
Possibilities of an upset, as pointed out last 
week, come rather from the quarters known 
as the Celtic fringe. How to shape the next 
session so as to prevent either the Weish or 
the Irish party from a murderous revolt re- 
mains the crucial problem. - Negotiations 
with both are still going on and we shall see 
Monday in the Queen’s speech how the gov- 
ernment thinks it can best face the dilemma.

another Liberal leader whose divergence from 
Gladstone’s reverential attitude is more 
marked, Establishment 1s already exercised 
about the kind of Bishops he is likely to ap- 
point. For nearly twenty years Gladstone or 
Salisbury has been stacking the bench with 
ecclesiastics and High Church sympathies 
and scholastic old fogies. Salisbury’s selec- 
tions were considerably better than Glad- 
stone’s, but both were in quite the same 
fossilized spirit. It is taken for granted 
now that Rosebery will seize every opportu- 
nity to put in prelates of a different stamp— 
men of evangelical tendencies who are 
abreast of their time. There are a good 
many extremely old Bishops, but they now 
have an additional incentive setting them to- 
ward living just as long as they possibly can. 


How Rosebery May Help Ireland. 


Even as Rosebery is not likely to stand in 
the way of disestablishment, so in some ways 
he may be more helpful to Ireland than the 
Irish are aware of. For years I have been 
pointing out that Lord Dufferin 
was a factor in the Irish problem which 
was studiously keeping itself in the back- 
ground, but will someday_come swiftly to the 
front. I fancy we are now on the threshold 
of that day. Rosebery’s personal following 
contains as a conspicuously intimate figure 
young Munro Ferguson, whose big Fifeshire 
estates marched with the Premier’s and whose 
wife is Dufferin’s daughter. There are other 
close bonds of friendship and appreciation be- 
tween these two noblemen. 

Dufferin has for many years been a home 
ruler by conviction, and successive Tory min- 
istries have showered all sorts of offices on 
him to keep him from saying 80. Now he 
has got everything there is in the Ambassa- 
dorship to Paris and ~ B sgn: - bs 
Cinque ports both, it an opportu 
pr for ihe tocome forward under Rose- 
bery’s friendly auspices, disclose his 
real sentiments, and offer to take 
a leading part in the restoration 
of national institutions and life to his native 
land. I shall be surprised if Rosebery’s 
attitude toward home rule does not turn out 
to be colored by Dufferinism. It will then 
remain; of course, to discover what Dufferin- 
ism signifies in Irish matters and decide 
whether it is wanted or not. Upon

Dufferin being in the present game there can- 
not be much doubt. 

It isan interesting fact that just about the 
time Mr, Bayard, in an eloquent speech to 
the British Empire club, was pointing out 
how the old methods and spirit of diplomacy 
have died away, and the highest function of 
an Ambassador now is not to pursue the 
ailent paths of court intrigue, but to deliver 
openly and frankly a message straight from 
the heart of one nation to that of another, 
Dufferin was exemplifying the truth of this 
statement in Paris by an address to the Brit- 
ish Chamber of Commerce there. It was a 
speech of singular candor and breadth, in 
which all the tangled reiations of European 
powers were dwelt upon as freely and openly 
as a newspaper would feel at liberty to do. 
This is indeed a change with a vengeance 
from the traditions of Talleyrand and Metter- 
nich, which only yesterday ruled Old World 
diplomacy. It is worth noticing asa sign of 
the times. 

Likelihood of War Is Remote. 

Of course Ambassadors, like crowned heads, 
always predict peace, whatever they may 
think, but each succeeding week now lends 
fresh force to Dufferin’s declaration that the 
skies have not been clearer for years. There 
is no possiility of exaggerating the effect 
which the moral certainty of the Russo-Ger- 
man commercial treaty had on Europe, Ber- 
lin takes an excited interest in the accounts 
how the Czar, of his own initiative, asked to 
be invited to a ball at the German Embassy, 
and how, though his convalescence took him 
away shortly after midnight, the Czarina 
staid and danced till 3 o’clock in the morning. 
It has been a long timesince St. Petersburg 
saw their Majesties indulge in such an obvious 
and marked demonstration of favor. Natur- 
ally it suggests to every mind that all that 


ecstatic midwinter work of cementing the 
Franco-Russian alliance has been undone, 
Perhaps it has. but it is stilla fact that a cer- 
tain Russian squadron is cruising in the Med- 
iterranean, and it is still believed that when 
the ice breaks in the spring other war vessels 
from the Black Sea will calmly ignore treaty 
prohibitions and steam down to joinit. This 
much in the situation is new, and the question 
is how this novelty will arrange itself with the 
Russo-German friendship, and with the en- 
suing improved relations between Russia and 
England, Austria, and Italy.

label with the name of massacre. Asin each 
of these cases the lists have either arrived or 
are awaited of the English officers killed and 
wounded, there has been no attention paid to 
the more platonic exploit of British forces in 
Nicaragua. Nobody comments on it, and 1n- 
deed most English papers confuse it with the 
Zambesi affair, for the reason that one of the 
two British vessels engaged in the shindy with 
the Portuguese there is named Mosquito, and 
the able news editors here think the Mosquito 
coast is somehow relyted. 

Vacancies in the College of Cardinals, 


Two simultaneous deaths in the College of 
Cardinals reduces the body to fifty-nine, 
which is lower than usual. Probably it wit 
have tne effect of adding several names to the 
list of new Cardinals expected next month, 
Cardinal Thomas was a strong man in 
France, one of the three Cardinals who 
unreservedly accepted the republic, the others 
being Archbishops Meignan of Tours and 
Lecot of Bordeaux. All three were given the 
red hatin January of 1893, as a pledge of 
amity between the Vatican and the existing 
French régime. As matters stand France 
has only six Cardinals, one of whom is 
Desprez, 87 years old, and unable to go to 
Rome. So the nation will be at an unprece- 
dented disadvantage in the next conclave, 
unless additions are madeat once.

Director of the Canadian Experimenta! 


Prof. Saunders, General Director of the 
Canadian Government Experimental Farms, 
has just issued an important bulletin on the 
subject of tuberculosis. The history of the 
occurrence of this disease at the central ex- 
perimental farm, the investigations. which 
have been made regarding it, and the meas- 
ures taken for eradicating it confirm the re- 
liability of tubercyline asa ready method of 
diagnosing tuberculosis. It advocates the 
general use of this fluid for the detection of 
all cases of the disease, and if detection be 
followed by prompt isolation, disinfection, 
and disposal of affected animals, there would 
result a greater immunity from this danger- 
ous malady. The vossibility of this disease 
being communicated from animals to the hu- 
man family adds to the importance of the 
subject -from a sanitary standpoint. The 
bulletin describes the modes of attack of the 
disease, its development and spread, the mnan- 

ner in which tuberculine is prepared, and de- 
tailed information relating to the treatment 
of the central experimental farm herd.

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EFFECT OF STEELE MACKAYE’S DEATH. 


Stockholders of the Spectaterium Liable 
for Unpaid Subscriptions, 


Exactly what effect the death of Steele 
Mackaye will have on the Spectatorium litiga- 
tion is a question which has been put to a num- 
ber of the twenty-odd lawyers connected with 
the various suits. According to one of. these 
the question cannot be answered positively 
until it is known what action Mackaye’s exec- 
utors take, A question which interests all 
parties.to the litigation more than this is that 
which involves the stockholders’ liability. 
Strong efforts to establish this are beg made 
in suits now pending. It developed yesterday 
that the stockholders would set up as an off- 
set to any judgment fixed against them for 
unpaid sybscriptions to stock their holdings 
of bonds. This advice, it was said, had been 
given them by attorneys asa safe defense in 
case it became necessary. 

Aside from the numerous small suits 
brought against the Spectatorium and its 
stockholders the most important proceeding 
pending is the action of William Mavor. He 
was one of the contractors in the erection of 
the stately structure which Mackaye planned. 
The Columbian Celebration company, Mavor 
claimed, owed him $114,589. e filed sev- 
eral bills, the last. being a  cross-bill, 
which was filed Feb. 18, 1894. Mavor’s 
bills alleged the liability of the stock- 
holders... Allegations of the same kind 
were made in a bill filed by the Buda Foundry 
company. Demurrers were made to. the last 
bill of the same general characteras had been 
made to previous bills. The stockholders’ 
demurrer was sustained by Judge Windes 
when the case was tried last week. An ap- 
peal has been taken to the higher court. 

‘* Meantime,” said an attorney in the case 
esterday, ‘* the question of the steckholders’ 
iubility has not come squarely before the 

court. When it does, if the stockholders 
are declared to owe the company 
the difference between what their stock cost 
them and its par value, they will do one thing: 
they will lay down their bonds and invite the 
company to pay them the face of those bonds. 
The stockholders are also creditors of the 
company. But itisn’t likely that the ques- 
tion of liability will be settled soon. In the 
first place there are about twenty-five lawyers 
in the litigation.

HAUPTMANN IS SANGUINE 


Drama Is Coquetting with Literature 
in London, 


PLAYS THIS WEEK IN CHICAGO, 


The revival of Sudermann’s “ Heimath,” 
known in Englishas ‘‘ Magda,” at Hooley’s 
last week suggests a few words about the \ 
activity of the new school of dramatists in 
Germany. It is a_ school which, while 
it contains young wen of strong in- 
dividuality, takes its cue, if not 
its inspiration, from Henrik Ibsen. Paris has 
been more tolerant toward the new school 
(which is broadly termed the naturalistic) than 
was to be expected, the Free Theater being 
the medium through which the German plays 
were given an introduction. M. Zola, who 
was recently questioned about the new literary 
and dramatic movement, said: | 

My impression is that Ibsen and his followers 
have talent and sometimes even génius; but 
have written in a language different from ours, @ 
language whose character, I may say, is the very 
opposite of thatcof the French language. 4 
must not forget that we are Latins and that they 
are Scandinavians, Ibsen, like Tolstoi, his Rus- 
sian contemporary, is imbued with the human- 
itarian ideas of '48, the ideas of Fourier and 
Saint Simon. They were 20 years old at thas 
time and I was only 8. They had arrived at the 
age when impressions are most vivid, and they 
have preserved from that movement tendencies 
which they have develo and kept all th 
their entire labors, As a matter of . fact 
whole thing came from us. They are F 
ideas that have grown in their brains and have 
become enlarged through labor. But our 
humanity at the present time needs something 
more than charity and fatalism—justice, or some 
thing else. 

So Tolstoi, Ibsen, and their followers, Sun. 
dermann and Hauptmann in Germany. are 
offshoots of antiquated French ideas. There 
is something deliciously Parisian in this 
claim. That anything good or great could 
come from any source not’ Parisian would 
not be credited fora moment by any loyal 
Frenchman.

BIGGER THAN S0ME STATES. 
An English Syndicate Owns 3,000,000 
Acres of Pasture Land in Texas, 

Memphis Commercial: Few people ata 
distance in thinking of Western Texas under- 
stand that nearly the whole of it is at present 
fenced up in mammoth pastures, yet such is 
the case. Many of them are larger than or- 
dinary counties and sothe of them embrace 
large parts of three or four counties. Just 
west of Beicherville, Tex., come the Silver- 
stein, the Ikeard, and the Worsham pastures, 
This latter contains 50,000 acres and has one 
line of fence twenty-three miles long. 

Pastures of about this size continue in al- 
most unbroken succession until Armstrong 
County is reached. There is found what iis 
known as the Goodnight Ranch, the southern 
boundary of which isa little string of fence 
eighty-three miles long. Charlie Goodnight, 
as the owner is familiarly known, is consid- 
ered one of the richest men in the Panhandle, 
Mr. Goodnight lives in almost baronial style. 
His park contains deer, a drove of elk, and 
one of the few herds of buffalo to be tound in 
the United States. Another fair-sized holding 
of land is that of the Espinolla Cattle com- 
pany. 

This contains over 1,500,000 acres and 
takes in parts of Dickens, Crosby, and Emma 
Counties. If the land were in the form ofa 
square it would be about fifty miles each way. 
The Matterdere is smaller, but ‘still includes 
rather more than 1,000,000 acres. Theseare 
both owned by syndicates, with headquarters 
in London, and they are only two selected at 
random out of alarge number. They have 
had their bearing on State politics. If it were 
not for the Railroad Commissioners, the uni- 
form text book bill, and the alien landholder 
question Texas politics would not be worth 
shucks, 

The largest of these alien land holdings be. 
longs to what is called the capitol syndicate. 
A few years ago the oid capitol at Austin was 
burned down, and it was decided to build an- 
other on a magnificent seale. An English 
syndicate agreed to put it up, and in payment 
therefor they received 3,000,000 acres of pub- 
lic lands: Does the reader realize how big 
3,000,000 acres of landis? Imagine a slice 
of land twenty-four miles wide and extending 
across the State of Missouri at its northern 
border, Such a strip would include the whole 
northern tier of counties, and would be larger 
than severa! States of the Union. 

This would be about the extent of the capi- 
tol syndicate’s pasture. Few peopic have any 
idea that there is such a thing as a single pas- 
ture, in one body and within one fence, larger 
than some States in the Union, yet such is the 
fact. More than that, it is owned by a foreign 
syndicate. It takesin haif of Deaf Smith 
County and parts of several others. Another 
large pasture is that of the X. I. T. Cattle 
company. It begins with the Colorado line 
and extends several counties back this way. 

The Fort Worth and Denver railroad runs 
through it. Some idea of its size may be 
gathered from the fact that the regular night 
express train enters on the south side of the 
pasture at 11:05 and, after continuous run- 
ning, leaves it at 3:20 next morning. A past- 
ure which it takes an express train Ras hours 
and a quarter to cross would be considered 
large in some Countries,

BLACK BELT SCHOOL. 


‘COLORED YOUTHS WHO ARE TAUGHT 


AT QOALHOUN, ALABAMA, 


An Institution Which Has for Its Aim the 
Elevation and Education of the Freed- 
men and Their Children=The Scholars 
Range in Age from 5 to 35 Years, and 
They Show the Greatest Diligence and 
Application—Some of the Scenes About 
the Farm and House. 

In the “ Black Belt” of Alabama, within 
two years, a school for colored people has 
been estublished at Calhoun, Lowndes Coun- 
ty, twenty-seven miles suuthwest of Mont- 
gomery. That portion of the State is com- 
paratively uncivilized, and the colored people 
are extremely ignorant and destitute. No 
better field for philanthropic labors could be 
found, and the friends of the school are 
warmly interested in its progress. 

Already it has a plant worth $13,000, 1n- 
cluding a farm of 100 acres and nine build- 
ings. At the beginning of the second year— 
Oct. 9, 1893—300 students put their names 
on the entrance list, but the exceptionally 
poor crops made it impossible for fifty of 
them to attend, They are eager to learn. 
Many of the studenta walk six and eight miles 
to school every morning and home again at 
night, having barely enough food to keep 
them alive, as the combined efforts of all the 
members of a family are needed to earn a 

oor subsistence. When one drops out of the 

aboring ranks to attend school he suffers the 
consequences in diminished rations. 

The ages of scholars range from 4 or 5 to 
35 years. Many of the “ boys’’ are stalwart 
six-foot men of immense strength. One 
young woman wrote to her friend: 

They are mostly older than I am, and are per- 
fect giants. Oneof them is six feet seven, ‘but 
he is the tallest; his name is Ananias Tyson. 
Then there is William Harris, who has been 
working up in the Birmingham coal mines all 
summer, and isthe strongest person I ever saw. 
Hoe took a whole box of oranges and held it out 
at_arm’s length in one hand; and he and Cor- 
nélius Carr picked up the trunkof a large tree 
that had been cut down, and lifted it six inches 
from the ground, They take small trees and 
break them over their knees. 

How to Keep Them at Work. 


During the study hour after tea the young 
teachers keep order, one ata time alter. 
nately, and, though the scholars are tract- 
able and respectful, it is hard to keep them at 
work, They fallasleepin all sorts of posi- 
tions, with their heads on their arms and their 
mouths open, and often have to be sent out to 
run a few times around the building till they 
are fully awake. 

Eleven boys and five girls board on the 
school grounds under the direct care and con- 
trol of the school. By their work they cana 
earn enough to pay their board and tuition. 
The work done by each of these students costs 
the school $50 tor the school year of eight 
months. Each class has five hours a week 
in industrial training; the boys on the farm; 
the girls in sewing, laundry, and cooking 
classes. 

This industrial work is in charge of Hamp- 
ton graduates. For all work done Saturdays 
and out of school hours the students are paid 
at the rate of five cents an hour. All the 
work on the farm of 100 acres is done by the 
school boys, under the direction of the Hamp- 
ton graduate in charge. The boys.-are all 
under military discipline, a Hampton grad- 
uate acting as drillmaster. 

The night school is open four nights in the 
week for the older men and women and 
thirty-eight are earnestly making the. most of 
this opportunity. Each pupil pays an en- 
trance fee of $1. The kindergarten and pri- 
mary children pay each 25 cents a month; 
the older scholars 35 cents as a _ tuition 
fee. Theschool has no funds, It depends 
for its support entirely upon the generosity of 
those interested in the education of the negro. 
One friend has just expended $1,000 in 
thoroughly fitting out the farm with all neces- 
sary tools, fencing, and stock. As a Christ- 
mas gift another friend sent a stereopticon 
with Sides. which gave untold delight to the 
scholars, combined with an awakening and 
stimulating influence peculiarly fitted for be- 
nighted minds. 

Missionary Work of Teachers. 


The teachers do much missionary work in 
the cabins. ‘They find them unclean beyond 
description, and take with them squads of 
boys and girls who use the broom and scrub- 
bing brush with good effect and leave an im- 
pressive object lesson. Sometimes the walis 
are cleansed and papered by the young women 
with the Youth’s Companion. Roofs are re- 
paired by.tne young school carpenters; the 
sick are visited and relieved, and the poor col- 
ored people feel that they have interested 
friends. willing and able to help them. They 
need help for body and soul, 

There were seven murders in three weeks 
last summer, and the men split their wives’ 
heads open with axes. One woman thrashed 
her children with poles ‘* to her satisfaction.”’ 
She said ‘the men were ‘‘ awful sociai with 
the ax ’’ down there, ana she didn’t expect to 
live through the summer. 

The young women go to the cabins and 
make aprons for the women, who entertain 
them with thrilling stories ofthe slave days. 
Sometimes they give a chicken to express 
their gratitude. Gas woman dried a cock’s 
skin with the feathers on it and presented. it 
with the tail feathers toa young teacher for 
her hat. 

There is no church in the neighborhood but 
a Colored Baptist Church, bare as a barn. 
The teachers attend service there, and not 
long ago saw the presentation of a siiver 
communion service from a New York woman. 
Before that the church had used for this 
sacred purpose a “‘ black bottle, tin cup, and 
bag of crackers!’’ 

Two refined and cultivated women from 
the North—former teachers at Hampton— 
have charge of this school. Four young 
women from the North are their assistants. 
These women are giving their time and 
strength and utmost effort to make the new 
school successful. They seldom see a white 
face outside the school inclosure, although 
the white people of the neighborhood show 
some friendly interest. 

To carry the work on for one year $4,000 
must be raised. Sixteen scholarships of $50 
are needed for the sixteen students on the 
grounds. The Calhoun Colored School ia a 
corporation of eight trustees, who hold and 
control the property of the _ school, 
They are John Bigelow, New York;

FRANKLIN AS POSTMASTER - GENERAL. 


The Ledger in Which All the Accounts 
Were Kept in His Handwriting. 

Springfield (Mass.) Republican: The fol- 
lowing interesting historical facts were 
gathered by Mrs. J. C. Robinson, formerly 
Postihistress of Blandford, Mass., while visit- 
ing at thé home of Ginery Twitchell, formerly 
member of Congress from Massachusetts. 
They were taken from a book that’ wag a copy 
of the ledger and records of the first United 
States Postoffice Department in 1776, 
kept by Dr. Benjamin Franklin, the 
first Postmaster-General. This book was a 
fac-simile of the original manuscript, now on 

Treas- 
ury for the Postoffice Department of the 
United States. 

This ledger of 1776, containing 124 pages 
of ‘fiat cap’’ paper, was kept by Dr. Frank- 
lin; every word, figure, and mark being in his 
own handwriting. The accountsare kept in 
pounds, shilling, and pence; each State hav- 
ing its own currency. This interesting book 
was rescued from the flames when the Post- 
office Building was burned in 1836. It is 
prefaced with a concise history of the postal 
affairs of the country from 1753 to 1808, 
which is lithographed with the book. The 
account with the Springfield Post- 
office, Moses Church, Postmaster, is 
as follows: The quarter account, 
ending Jan. 5,1776, was £1 0s 4d. For 
the quarter ending April 5, "76, was £1 5s 
10d, making a totai of £2 6s 2d. The amount 
for the year was not far from £10. The ac- 
count with the Hartford postoffice com- 
menced Dec. 20, 1777, balanced June 5, 
1778, amounting to £46 18s 6d. The mail 
bag carried between Worcester and Boston 
was made of canvass, seven by twelve inches, 
and sealed with wax. All the account from 
Worcester was on March 10, 1777, an ac. 
Hazard Esgq., 
Senator. There was no account ot any office 
at Boston, but there were of Charlestown,

1,875 miles of postal routes. Gene 

Postoffice in,.the year 1790 was located in 
New York, and Samuel Osgood of Massa- 
chusetts was the first Postmaster-General 


under the Federal Government, His concep- - 


tion of the duties of his office was doubtless 
very humble, as he recommended “ that the 
Postmaster-General should not keep an office 
separate from the one in which the mail was 
opened and distributed, that he might, by his 
presence, prevent irregularities and rec- 
tify any mistakes that might occur.” 
In fact, he proposed to put the Post- 
master-General, his assistant, and their one 
clerk into the city postoffice to see that its 
mails were assorted and made up correctly. 
The salary of Mr. Osgood was $1,500 per 
annum. Timothy kermg of Massa- 
chusetts was appoisted by Washington Aug. 
12, 1791, at an increase of salary to $2,000. 
Joseph Habersham was the last Postmaster- 
General appointed by Washington. He was 
commissioned April 22. 1795, at a salary of 
$2,400 perannum,. The office was located in 
Philadelphia in the year 1796 and was estab- 
lished in Washington when the Federal Gov- 
ernment was removed there, In 1802 the 
United States ran its own stages between 
Philadelphia and New York, finding its own 
coaches, drivers, horses, etc., and cleared in 
three years over $11,000 by carrying passen-

THE RAM IN NAVAL WARFARE, 


Are Its Destructive Possibilities Overrated 
Where There Is Sea Room? 

New York Sun: An interesting discussion 
has been carried on in Great Britain upon the 
use of the ram in sea fighting, not only be- 
cause Mr. W. Laird Clowes, who read a paper 
on the subject before the Royal United Serv- 
ice Institution, isa member also of our own 
Naval Institute, but because, as a British au- 
thority lately said, American enterprise is 
taking the lead in this form of naval con- 
struction. 

In the Katahdin an example will be fur- 
nished vf a modern vessel built and equipped 
solely for use as a ram, and it is partly for 
this reason that the question as to what such 
vessels can accomplish has a timely interest 
here. In England the fate of the Victoria, 
which was sunk. by being accidentally 
rammed with the armored prow of the Cam- 
perdown, has given a like timeliness to the 
subject. 

The point of Mr. Clowes is that the possibil- 
ities of successful ramming are greatly over- 
rated by many naval authorities. He has-col- 
lected all the instances he can find, seventy- 
fourin number, of attempted ramming, in 
what may be called modern naval warfare. He 
begins -with the outbreak of our Civil War and 
comes down to the present time. Of these 
cases thirty-two were when the ship which 
was to be rammed was. under steam, with 
plenty of sea room, and the results then were 
five slightly damaged, one seriously damaged, 
and twenty-six not damaged at: all. Another 
thirty-two were under steam in narrow waters, 
and there nine were sunk outright, two others 
disabled, three seriously damaged, nine 
slightly damaged, and nine went scot free. In 
that) class, aecordingly, the. attempt at ram- 
ming showed marked results. Besides these, 
four were unmanageable when attucked by 
ramming, and only one was unhurt, while two 
were sunk and one seriously damaged. Fi- 
nelly, six were at anchor, and two of these 
were sunk and four slightly damaged. 

But there is another class of considerations. 
How did the ships fare that attempted the 
ramming? In fifty-six cases, including those, 
of course, in which there was no collision, 
there was no damage; in thirteen, slight dam- 
age; in three, serious damage; while one shiv 
was herself-sunk and another was so disabled 
that she ran ashore. Or, to put this part of 
the statistics more effectively, in the forty- 
two cases where there was actual damage 
done to one or both of the ships, the ramming 
ship did about as much injury to herself as to 
her opponent in seven cases, while in seven 
other cases she did herself the greater injury, 
thus making one-third of the total cases where 
she did not gain the advantage. In the other 
twenty-eight cases the ramming vessel was not 
injured and her opponent was. 

When Mr. Clowes comments on his statistics 
he finds that there is no case on record of suc- 
cessful ramming in modern, warfare where 
there was sea room. Of the thirty-two such 
instances in which it was attempted not one 
shows a vessel sunk and only one shows the 
infliction of serious damage. In narrow wa- 
ters ramming is much more successful; but 
there the chances of the injury of the attack- 
ing vessel must be considered. Again, he ob- 
serves that all these cited cases of resort to 
the ram occurred before the automobile tor- 
pedo had been developed into the effective 
weapon it is today, and most of them before 
the introduction of heavy breech-loading and 
light rapid-fire guns: 

‘* Will Captains be more willing or will they 
be less willing to use it now. when the nearer 
they approach-to the foe the more fatal will 
be the foe’s quick-tiring artillery, and when, 
atany range upto 800 yards, the effects of 
a torpedo are to be feared? And why should 
Captains attempts to employ the ram at all 
when a torpedo, which is far less easy to 
avoid, and the use of which involves little or 
no risk to the user, will do all that is neces- 
sary? It may be granted that, having first 
disabled his enemy by gun fire, a Captain 
may ram with a reasonable probability of 
success; but in doing so he not only risks 
damaging his own ship, encountering torpe- 
does, and bringing about needless loss of life, 
but adopts a course that leaves comparatively 
littie chance that the enemy, which by other 
action might be reduced and taken, will ever 
be added to the effective sea forces of his own 
country.”’ | 

Taking up again his fourteen cases of ves- 
sels sunk, excluding one of the attacking 
craft, out of seventy-four attempts at ram- 
ming, Mr. Clowes, after saying that ‘‘the ram, 
unintentionally employed, has, I am afraid, 
been much more fatal,’’ drew the conclu- 
sions, first, that to endeavor toeffectivel y ram 
a ship that has sea room and that is under 
control is hopeless, even if it be of greatly 
inferior speed; secondly, that a vessel that 
cannot be sacrificed ought never to be delib- 
erately employed as a ram; and, thirdly, that 
for ramming purposes a little ship is quite as 
good asa big one. But as to whether this last 
point suggests the building of ‘'a few fast 
small craft, intended for ramming only, and 
of no particular value,” he declined to give 
an opinion. 

Ih the discussion which followed the paper 
Admiral Nicholson said that, although rams 
were now supplied to almost all vessels, he 
thought that they ought to be used only asa 
last resort, and he doubted whether in action 
the ram would ever be satisfactory. He also 
would have rams strengthened, so as to be 
less dangerous to their vessels than now, or 
else separable from the rest of the ship; but 
other speakers were against removable rams, 
Admiral Hamilton was for no rams at all, 
but for a straight-up-and-down stem; yet, for 
safety, ramming, he thought, should be done, 
if at all, at maximum speed, as illustrated by 
the Arizona’s running into an iceberg at fif- 
teen knots. Mr. Arnold:Forster agreed that 
the ram should not beemployed prematurely, 
but was inclined to attach more importance 
to it than the lecturer did, especially as shown 
in special craft, like the Polyphennes. In- 
deed, he favored specially designed ramming 
ships, and he observed that many of the cases 
a by Mr. Clowes ate those of wooden 
ships. 

‘*‘The case of the Arizona was much in 
point. The ship went on steaming after the 
collision for several hundred miles. He re- 
membered, too, the case of the Northampton; 
the rammer escaped unhurt. The Grosser 
Kurfirst and other examples were also in 
favor of the ram. Ramming was no new 
thing, but was well known to the Romans 
and toour own seamen: and those of Venice 
in the middie ages. The damage to the 
Camperdown was done above the ram.”’ 

Mr. Clowes in reply observed that the latest 
French battleship, the Brennus, had no ram; 
that accidents showed that rams were more 
dangerous in peace than in war; that mere 
superiority in speed would not insure success 
to the attacking ship; that some countries. 
however, were building vessels expressly as 
rams. 

It is rather curious to recall that Command- 
er Rockwell of‘our own navy drew conclu- 
sions strongly in favor of the ram froin this 
game study of history or experience. And, on 
the whole, there is no reason to doubt that the 
Katahdin will fulfill all expectations as a val- 
uable appliance of harbor defense.

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‘ONE LOOK BACKWARD 


BISHOP OHENEY TO PREAOH AWN AN- 
NIVERSARY SERMON TODAY. 


—_—-————— 


He Will Review the Leading Events of a 
Pastorate of Thirty-four Years in the 
Christ Reformed Episcopal Church 
He Has Had but One Parish and It Has 
Had but One Rector~How the Congre- 
gation Was (Built,Up from Small Be- 


ginnings. 

A rector who has had only one church and 
the rector for the last thirty-four years of a 
church that never had any other rector, that 
is what the Rt.-Rev. Bishop Charles Edward 
Cheney, D. D., of Christ Reformed Episcopal 
Church can boast himself to be this morning. 
He preached his first sermon to his present 
charge Sunday morning, March 11, 1860. 
As March 11 will not come Sunday again for 
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THE RT.-REV. BISHOP CHARLES EB, CHENEY, 


a lifetime the Bishop will avail himself of the 
coincidence to deliver this morning a his- 
torical and commemorative sermon, of which 


he has given no previous notice, 

Bishop Cheney was born at Canandaigua, 
N. Y., Feb. 12, 1886, and is of English de- 
scent. An ancestor of his mother, named 
Baker, came over in the Mayflower. One of 
her ancestors was Chief Justice of Vermont, 
a United States Senator, and a friend of 
Thomas Jefferson; and another was an officer 
in the Revolutionary army and one of the 
Vermont Electors that voted for George 
Washington for President. The Lishop’s 
father was a physician, and practiced in 
Onandaga County, N. Y., for fifty years. His 
family came to Roxbury, Mass., from En- 
gland in 1635. 

The Bishop was prepared for college by an 
older brother, long since dead, who was at 
une time rector of ‘Trinity Episcopal Church 
in Rochester, N. ¥. He was graduated from 
Hobart College in Genevain 1857, and from 
the Episcopal! Theological%Seminary in Alex- 
andria, Va.. in 1859. . While a deacon he was 
assistant pastor for nine months of St. Luke’s 
Episcopal Church in Rochester. During that 
period he preached for Christ Church in Chi- 
cago and received a unanimous call to the 
rectorship. But as he was only a deacon 
and not eligible to the priesthood until he 
was 24 years old, the call was necessarily de- 
clined. Hethen bad charge fora timeof a 
little church in Havana, N. Y.,and while there 
the Chicago church renewed its call, with the 
stipulation that it would wait until the deacon 
could be madea priest. As the delay was 
only for two or three months, the call was ac- 
cepted. 

What the Young Rector Faced. 


There never was poorer prospect, apparent- 
ly, for making a Bishop and a cathedral than 
when the young rector settled in Chicago. 
The church was a $1,000 frame 
building on ‘Twenty-fourth street, be- 
tween Michigan and Indiana avenues, 
located on the rear thirty feet of the 
present church lot fronting on Michigan ave- 
nue. At that time all the cross streets in that 
part of the city had been given war names. 
Twenty-fourth street was known as Monterey 
street and Twenty-second street as Ringgold 
place. 

Geographically the parish was a part of 
Chicago, but it was separated from 
the city proper by ai vast vacant 
space belonging to Banker George 
Smith, some small portions of which are 
vacant yet. On the south there was such a vast 
expanse of prairie that a regular line of 
stages ran between Willett’s carriage shop at 
State and Twelfth streets and Hyde Park. 
The church was composed of only seven com- 
municants, and its congregation numbered 
only thirty. The church was built on leased 
land, and the society was so poor that the 
landiord, Thomas Whitcomb, of biessed 
memory, refused to collect the ground rent, 


CHRIST REFORMED EPISCOPAL CHURCH, 


The Bishop’s chief pulpit contemporaries at 
that time were the Rev. Dr. Z. M. Humphrey 
of the First Presbyterian Church, the Rev. 
Dr. R. W. Patterson of the Second Presby- 
terian Church, and the Rev. Dr. W. W. Everts 
of the First Baptist Church, 

The young rector tuok care to begin right 
by getting married within a month after his 
settlement. His bride was Miss Clara Emma 
Griswold, who had been his playmate in Can- 
andaigua and to whom he had been engaged 
most of her life. Her mother some years 
before had married Dr. Alexander Fisher and 
removed to Chicago and it was her presence 
in Chicago that reconciled him to a Carville 
church arda salary of $750. Mrs. Cheney 
—_ to be a woman of fine scholarship and 

iterary talent. She is the author of the 
** Child’s History of the Civil War.’’ and of a 
number of articles in Seribner’s, St. Nicholas, 
and the New England Magazine, 


Prosperity Blesses the Parish. 


For the last thirty-four years Bishop Che- 
ney and his charge have been blessed with 
marked prosperity. Soon after his settlement 
the present lot, with a frontage of 100 feet 
on Michigan avenue, was purchased for $35 
a foot, and it is now worth $1,000 a foot. 
The frame church was burned in 1864, and a 
stone church was erected in 1865. In 1868 
it received an addition of thirty feet in the 
rear, and in 1886 an addition of a tower and 
vestibule in front. In the meanwhile the 
membership of seven has increased to 700 
bona fide members, and not driftwood. By 
the great fire many of the members of the 
church were financially crippled. and yet the 
building was turned into a depot of supplies 
for refugees, and the members labored assid- 
uously for their relief. 

In the spring of 1869 the rector of Christ 
Church had a serious difference with his 
diocesan, the late Bishop Whitehouse, over 
questions of doctrine and ritual. This con- 
tinued until 1874, when not only this church 
but others seceded from the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, and organized the Re- 
formed Episcopal Church.: Bishop White- 
house attempted to retain the property for 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, and a long 
lawsuit, in which he was defeated, was 
brought to aclose in 1875. The secession 
carried off with it BishopCummins of the par- 
ent body, who ordained Bishops Cheney and 
Fallows, and in that way secured to the 
Bishops of the new church the regular apos- 
tolic succession. 

Bishop Cheney is one of the a 
figures in Chicago. Heisa man of dignifie 
bearing, of lofty principle and spotless tife, 
of a brilliant intellect and a ripe scholarship, 
and is a pulpit orator of unusual power and 
eloquence.

CHURCH AND CLERGY. 


$475,000,000. 


The Moody meetings at Richmond are to be 
beld in the Leigh Street Baptist Church, which, 
it is said, will accommodate about 7,000 persons. 


It is said that there are 800,000,000 on our 
earth to whom the name of Jesus Christ is un- 
known, and that 1,030,000,000 are not in any 
sense Christianized. 


According to Dr, H. H. Jessup there are 
now in the Ottoman Empire, including Syria and 
Egypt, 892 Protestant schools, with 43,027 pa- 
pils, of whom 20,000 are girls. 


The Presbyterian ministers of Baltimore 
are arranging for a series of lectures to be given 
in that city next month by professors in Prince- 
ton Seminary. The general theme of the lectures 
will be science and religion. 


The new pastor of a country church said to 
one of his deacons: ‘‘I find that Brother Lin- 
kum has very liberal religious views.” ‘ Yes,” 
replied the deacon, ‘* Brother Linkum is more 
liberal in his views than in his contributions.”’ 


The Rev. E. A. Watkins in a recent debate 
on spiritualism in Brooklyn declared that spirit- 
ualism is made up of the legs of mesmerism, the 
armsof psychology, and the body of clairvoy- 
ance, andi the oath is that it is the greatest hum- 
bug of the age. 

According to the official report, 139 mem- 
bers of the new German Parliament are Catho- 
lics, of whom 95 are members of the Catholic or 
Center party. Of the others several are Conserv- 
atives. 19 are Poles, 1 an anti-Semite, and 4, 
strangely enough, are Social Democrats. 


About 800 French cities have Protestant 
churches. There are over 1,000 Protestant min- 
isters in that country, and 5 Protestant Bible so- 
cieties, 19 home and 6 foreign missionary socie- 
ties, 44 orphan homes, 47 asylums, and 60 bospi- 
tals, all under the care of the various Protestant 
churches. 

The new Catholic church at Belmont, near 
Charlotte. N. C., which cost about $70,000, will 
be dedicated on the 11th of Avril, and Cardinal 
Gibbons 1s expected to be present. It is built 
upon ground which the Cardinal, when Bishop 
of North Carolina, bought for the use of the Ben- 
edictine fathers. 

The Lutheran mission at Muhlenberg, Li- 
heria, conducts a very useful industrial school. 
To the young people of the mission, as they 
marry, ten acres-of ground near the mission are 
allotted in each case, and they are helped to 
build homes, so that the mission is surrounded 
by quite a colony. 

The gamut of new theologieal speculations 
bas not been entirely run through, says the Inde- 
pendent. We have lately received the offer of an 
article for publication the purpose of which is 
to show that the Bible does not provide any place 
in heaven for women, but that God has provided 
for women a heaven separate from man’s. Next. 


Something a little unusual among Protest- 
ants wasthe holding lately of a “retreat’”’ in 
Westfield, N. J., by the ministers connected with 
the New Jersey Congregational Conference. Some 
twenty ministers were in attendance, and there 
was one public-evening meeting, the private 
meetings for spiritual instruction occupying the 
day. 

Pastor Kneipp, the Bavarian priest-doctor, 
who has been called to the Vatican to treat the 
Pope, bas hundreds of patients, mostly peasants, 
but also numbers of aristocrats and nobles from 
every part of Europe. It’s all the same to him, 
as he will take no pay for his services, the hon- 
orariums from wealthy patients going directly to 
benefit poor churches and various charities. 


Chile, politically and intellectually the most 
advanced of the South American republics, count- 
ing 2,720,000 inhabitants, of whom 500,000 are 
Indians, bas an extent onan to one and one-half 
times that of France. ere the United States 
Presbyterians have five stations, occupied by a 
dozen workers, and the South American Mission- 
ary Society has three stations, with eight mission- 
aries, 

The Rev. Mr. Roberts. pastor of the Method- 
ist church at Richland, Kas., has abandoned 
his congregation on account of the hard times. 
He surprised his congregation by announcing 
that he had preached his last sermon. He very 
frankly told his hearers that he took the step be- 
cause they had starved him out, He complain 
most bitterly because there are ,thirty marriage- 
able young men in Richland, from whom he has 
failed to receive a single fee during the last year.

MAKING MERCHANDISE OF “ RESPECTA- 
BILITY.” 3 

The people of Chicago are no longer dwed 
by the majesty of a name. They respect 
‘‘ prominent citizens” as long as they behave 
themselves, but when it becomes evident that 
these “leading citizens” are working exclu- 
sively for themselves, with no thought of the 
welfare of the community, the people have no 
more respect for them than for other money- 
grabbers, The people do not think a scheme 
any the more virtuous because they are its 
sponsors, or that it is safer to give franchises 
to them without an equivalent than to persons 
with iess prominence and no more greed. 

The other day the Mutual Gas ordinance 
passed the Council and was nearly passed over 
the Mayor’s veto. It was an infamous ordi- 
nance. It gave away valuable franchises 
without a shadow of compensation—except 
for most ef the Aldermen who voted for it. 
It was well understood that the intended bene- 
ficiary of that ordinance was the Mutual Fuel 
Gas company of Hyde Park. The Mayor’s 
veto, which met with the unanimous approval 
of the people, beat that steal. The Hyde 
Park company, changing its tactics, has de- 
cided to use the majesty of the names of 
‘reputable citizens” to get privileges which 
it set out by endeavoring to get in other and 
more devious ways. 

It was stated in the city papers this week 
that Messrs. H. N. Higinbotham, Jesse Spald- 
ing, and Joseph Leiter had called upon Mayor 
Hopkins to confer with him about getting an 
ordinance for the Hyde Park company. They 
are reported to have said that they would 
agree to furnish gas at a dollar a thousand 
net. Being asked by the Mayor if they would 
sell it at 90 cents, they refused emphatically 
to do go. 

If the members of that delegation think 
that they have but to ask and it will be given 
to them because they are ‘‘ prominent citi- 
zens” and belong to the “ better classes?’ 
they are much mistaken, The people of 
Chicago will not take off their hats to them 
and bow deferentially when they come for- 
ward as speculators in gas franchises. If 
‘* merchant princes’’ want to be treated with 
distinguished consideration they must not ap- 
pear as the champions of dubious measures. 
The vetoed ordinance which was for the 
benefit of the Hyde Park company was ad- 
mittedly a rank steal. Now Mr. Higinbotham 
appears in behalf of another ordinance for 
the same concern. It is not to be so bad as 
the first one, but it does not mean cheap gas. 
There will be money in it for the owners of 
the franchise but not for the people. Why 
then should the fact that Mr. Higinbotham is 
willing to throw the mantle of his respecta- 
bility around the Hyde Park company cause 
the people to give him what he asks for? The 
mantle is not big enough. This is the Mr. 
Higinbotham who made the World’s Fair. 
photograph contract. 

Is the Hyde Park company any more en- 
titled to a franchise because Mr. Joseph 
Leiter pleads in its behalf? He appeared be- 
fore the Mayor to helpa corporation, not the 
people. His family is largely interested in 
the South Side street railways and ether cor- 
porations which have looked out steadily for 
the interests of the stockholders but not of the 
citizens. If Mr. Leiter wants a franchise it is 
to benefit himself, not others. His uame has 
no weight whatever therefore. 

An ordinance which is in itself improper is 
not sanctified and sweetened because Mr. 
Jesse Spalding or Mr. John Mitchell asks for 
its passage and says it is “all right.”’ Neither 
of them can remove the taint of original sin 
from the ordinance which they are so desirous 
to have passed. Neither of them can be re- 
lied on to disinfect thoroughly any objection- 
able scheme with which he may be connected. 

There have been enough cant and drivel 
about ordinances being objectionable merely 
because some “ respectable citizens”’ did not 
come forward and vouch for them.. A _ bad 
gas ordinance is just as bad if every million- 
aire in Chicago asks for its passage. They 
cannot infuse their respectability into it, but 
they lose part of their respectability in making 
the effort. If ‘‘ prominent citizens’’ will come 
forward and ask for gas franchises and agree 
to furnish gas for 75 or 80 cents the people 
will give them what they want offhand, will 
thank them for their offer, and look on them 
as citizens worth having. But when the “ p. 
c.’’ shows too plainly that all he is thinking of 
is making money, and that to make it he will 
be the sponsor for any enterprise, no matter 
how dubious it may be, he will find that his 
name has no magic and that Chicagoans will 
not tumble over themselves to give him fran- 
chises. Ordinances must stand or fall on their 
merits. A bad egg cannot be made sweet 
merely by the indorsement of so-called “ re- 
spectable citizens.”’ 


WANTED: DECENT ALDERMEN. 

The City of Chicago has been cursed for a 
long time with worse and meaner Aldermen 
than any other municipality in the United 
States. It may be that they do not get as big 
bribes as those of New York, for there is 
much more wealth there, and franchises are 
of more value; but proportionately they steal 
more. They rob both great and small. 
Everything is fish that comes to their net. 
They will_collect thousands of dollars for a 
gas ordinance, hundreds from a man who 
wants to lay a switch track, and ten, or even 
five doliars from the applicant for a petty 
office. 

Men of this kind constitute the majority in 
the Council, and considering where they come 
from it is not surprising that they should be 
the plunderers they are, They have worked 
their way up from the slums. They have 
graduated from the rum-hole into the Coun- 
cil, They have done faithfully the dirty work 
of politicians until their services entitled 
them to Aldermanic nominations. They have 
gone into the Council solely for ‘‘ what there 
was in it,” and they have néver neglected a 
chance to earn a dishonest dollar. 

During the last two years the record of the 
Council has been a peculiarly bad one. The 
Aldermen have been selling franchises openly 
and shamelessly. The compressed air ordi- 
nance was followed by the Midland ordinance 
and that by the Mutual Gas ordinance. There 
is no longer a shadow of a pretense of respect 
for public opinion. 

Inu a few weeks thirty-four Aldermen are to 
be elected. Some of the outgoing ones have 
madegood records. Those of others are in- 
famous. Cannot the citizens, who ought to 
be indignant over repeated evidences of Al- 
dermanic misconduct, leave the rascals at 

home and send decent men to represent.them? 
Why should voters who are personally honest 
disgrace themselves by sending to the Coun- 
cil the offscourings of * ie wards? How is it 
that they can vote for men whom they would 
not trust with a cent of their own money and 
with whom they associate only under protest? 

The reform must begin with the voters. If 

they want scalawags to represent them they 


will have'them, They can continue, if they | 


choose, to be represented by. men who have 
no visible means of support instead of by 


, business-men, but in view of recent Alder. 


manic performances they ought to be ready 
for a change. 

The Republicans hold their primaries 
Wednesday. They have had their Aldermanic 
black sheep as well as the Democrats, though 
not as many of them, They must be dropped 
and reputable men putin nomination. The 
honor and the finances of the ‘city have suf- 
fered too long and too much from the dis- 
reputable creatures who have hada major- 
ity in the Council chamber, There must be 
a change, 


THE DETENTION HOSPITAL, 

Miss Julia C, Lathrop, a member of the 
State Board of Charities, has carefully in- 
spected the Cook County Detention Hospital, 
and Thursday last delivered an address at the 
Hull House on the subject. She took the radi- 
cal ground that the investigation set on foot 
recently ought not to be confined to asking 
if certain attendants have been guilty of any 
specific acts that are wrongful. She said: 
‘* The point is, we cannot have really good at- 
tendants so long as they secure their positions 
through political favoritism.’’ It would seem 
Clear that the physicians and attendants at 
such a place ovght to have a special training 
and adaptation for the work, but where posi- 
tions are dealt out asa matter of political favor 
it is impossible to secure good attendants 
and nurses. “It iseasy enough fora new 
County Board to censure the previous admin- 
istration, but that never will bring about a 
change, or such a change as amounts to a re- 
form.”’ 

The Detention Hospital is the institution 
through which half of all the insane patients 
in the State institutions must pass. Before 
trial each patient must remain there at least 
twenty-four hours, and possibly eight days. 
The treatment received at this particular time 
has a great deal to do with the chance for an 
uftimate cure. Many a patient’s prospects of 
recovery have béen destroyed ._ by the shock 
received when he entered the Detention 
Hospital and found himself among strangers, 
some of them boisterous, and perhaps 
strapped to their beds. The law re- 
quires that no restraint shall be applied to 
a patient except by order of a physician, and 
that every such case shall be entered on a 
restraint book. But the Physician in charge 
has too much to do to attend to this, so that 
‘the restraint is a matter largely left to the 
discrimination of attendants,”’ and it is used 7 
more at the Cook County institution than at. 
any other similar one. In some respects it is 
properly conducted. Itis keptclean. ‘** But 
in every aspect looking to the curative care 
of the patient it is a failure.’’ Itis too 
cramped and its treatment too crude to be of 
real benefit. It is uneconomical, because it 
is for the interest of the county to effect as 
many cures as possible, thus avoiding the cost 
of $140 per year for every patient sent to 
Kankakee. Dr. Bettman, who visited the 
hospital with Miss Lathrop, says there are 
plenty of attendants, but the quality is 
away below par. Among them is a cigar- 
maker, another drove a milk wagon. ‘In 
fact you will find them taken from every 
vocation except nurses.”’ 

These investigators agree in the opinion 
that the Warden of the County Hospital should 
be given the right to appoint the nurses for 
the Detention Hospital as he now has for the 
other institution, both being situated on the 
same platof ground, Then graduates from 
the Illinois Training School for Nurses might 
serve in the Detention as well as in the 
County Hospital, where a great improvement 
is acknowledged to have occurred since the 
change was made from ordinary attendants 
to trained nurses. The patients held as in- 
sane would bethen treated humanely and with 
a much better chance for speedy restoration 
to liberty than they would have under 
present arrangements, The medical staff 
ought to be increased. At present the physi- 
cian in charge has tolook after the sick in the 
jail, which takes a great deal of his time 
every day, whereas a physician shoulda be in 
attendance at the Detention Hospital all the 
time, prepared to prescribe for patients on 
arrival, The training school has men called 
**orderlies,’’ whc night take care of the male 
patients. It is probable that at the April 
meeting of the State Board of Charities these 
changes will be strongly recommended, espe- 
cially the appointment of trained female 
nurses. It should be so, for, in the language 
of Dr. Bettman, the way in which the Deten- 


' tion Hospital is conducted now ‘‘1s a disgrace 


to our civilization.’ *° 


SHE HATH DONE WHAT SHE COULD. 

There died in Boston the other day Mrs. 
Mary Hemenway, widow of a eapitalist, who 
left to her the bulk of his large fortune with a 
single precaution—namely: so to use her 
means as not to make two persons miserable 
in the effort to make one happy. She has 
carried out the wish of her husband, spent her 
days in making others happy, has been one of 
the most useful philanthropists of the time, 
and one of the few really great women of her 
day, and yet her name was scarcely known 
outside of Boston. This because she was not 
prominent in social functions, because no one 
outside of her own secretary knew the extent 
of her benefactions, and because with -rare 
modesty she kept her personality in the back- 
ground, , 

Now that the story of her life has been told 
its full richness ahd beneficence for the first 
time become apparent. She saved the Old 
South Meeting-House in Boston from demoli- 
tion and made it the center of educational 
activity in the study of American history 
through the agency of the Old South lectures, 
pamphlets, and*prize essays, so ably carried 
out by Prof. Edwin D. Mead, whom she had 
interested in her project. She was the patron- 
ess of the Journal of American Ethnology and 
Archeology conducted by Dr. Fewkes, the 
promoter of Prof. Hosmer’s important his- 
torical studies, and the patron of Frank Ham- 
ilton Cushing, the brilliant Zuni ethnologist. 
It was due to her that the investigations of 
ancient ruinsin Arizona, New Mexico, and 
Yucatan were made. She was the first to sug- 
gest to Prof. John Fiske that he should pursue 
historical studies, and when he urged his in- 
competency for the task she insisted he should 
undertake it, with what results the whole world 
now knows. She was the right arm of the 
late Gen. Armstrong in the establishment of 
the Hampton Institute and to her more than 
to any one else isdue the high rank it has 
taken. One of her latest works was the se- 
curing of a monument to the memory of the 
mother of Washington. She was greatly in- 
terested in the public schools and ‘it was 
through her influence that cooking and gym- 
nastic classes were organized and the “* Ling” 
or Swedish system of physical training intro- 
duced in the Boston public schools. Her 
beneficence also covered schools in the South, 
educational werk among the Indians, homes 
for orphans, and almost countless private 
acts of philanthropy which the world will 
never know. The Boston Herald, summing 
up her life, says: 

It is doubtful if any of the great benefactions 
created by persons of large wealth of late years, 
and whose praises have rung loudly in the 
world’s ears, have met with a success so great 
and so far-reaching in effect as the many and 
varied good deeds that came from the hand of 


Mrs. Hemenway.’ Never missing an opportunit 
to do good to an individual when it came in her 


way, her activities were notable for their effect 
upon the mass of her fellows. ‘Many thousands | 


are better and happier today, sounder in body 
and mind, more capable in head and hand, near- 
er the ideal of complete manhood and woman- 
hood, and many millions will be so in the future, 
bringing the race nearey the goal aimed at by our 
great lovers of their kind, because of what she 
has done. 


Mrs. Hemenway was blessed with great 
wealth ; at one time she was the largest prop- 
erty-holder in Boston, and yet she lived so 
unostentatiously and carried out her phil- 
anthropic schemes so quietly that few but 
the beneficiaries were aware of them, Her 
whole life was devoted to the promotion of 
the welfare of the people. She cared little 
for the public eye or the public ear, but “ the 
consciousness of power to do, the sense of 
influence exerted, was more gratifying to her 
in the quiet round of her activities than any 
tribute of praise or sounding of her name.” 
Wisely she carried out the request of her 
husband, for no one was made unhappy by 
any act of misapplied philanthropy on her 
part, while thousands upon thousands have en- 
joyed her beneficence. Truly this nobie 
woman ‘‘ hath done what she could.” 


THE PASSING OF THE FAIR. 

The most characteristic and abiding feature 
of the World’s Fair was also the one prob. 
ably least foreseen and certainly most un- 
precedented in the history of “great shows” 
—that is, the actual love and tenderness it 
awakened in the hearts of all beholders. There 
was something almost per sonal in the feeling, 
Again and again one went to Jackson Park 
with certain exhibits in mind and on duty 
bent; and again and again the days went by 
with the duty hastily performed or neglected 
altogether, while one lingered about the Per- 
istyle, or sauntered through the Court of 
Honor, or sat by the lake near the music stand 
at band concert hours, There was a nameless 
charm in the new experience; it will never re- 
turn, and happy they whodid stifle conscience 
in those days and surrender themselves whol- 
ly to the gracious influence of the hour and 
place. 

A wise foreigner, speaking of the Fair, said 
that poets evolve creations froin their imagina- 
tion which can be enjoyed by the imaginaton 
alone; but that here the great poets of science 
and art had created things which could be 
perceived by the senses and then dwelt upon 
by the imagination. The greatest service 
rendered »y the Fair was in its appeal to the 
imagination, and that service is not yet end- 
ed, Some of the things loved most are gone, 
there is shabbiness in spots, but the fires and 
other injuries have proved far less defacing 
than one would suppose, and enough still re- 
mains to rekindle all the old emotions. The 
whole was so much greater than the sum of 
all its parts that it could suffer even more 
loss and still retain its rare and peculiar 
charm. Indeed, one of a reflective and spec- 
ulative turn of mind will probably find a 
new element of interest. With the better op- 
portunity now offered for considering details 
as related to the general scheme he will fall 
to analyzing the sources of the familiar ef- 
fects. Abseat, he has mourned the Peristyle 
and fancied the Court of Honor as 
shorn of its chief _ glories; but 
standing in front of the Administration 
Building and looking eastward the scene, 
though different, seems almost more perfect 
than memory recalls it. Lagoon and lake, 


‘unspanned by bridges, blend into one, out of 


which rises the golden statue, like some new- 
born deity of modern mythology. One 
scarcely cares to call her “ The Republic”’ 
longer. A veritable Queen of the Sea she 
seems, sprung from the water and the sky 
which are now her only background. The 
obelisks at either side still stand as silent 
sentinels, the long linea of statues still look 
down from the tops of the great buildings, 
the MacMonnies fountain remains almost 
perfect, and, barring the mournful and 
blackened breach in the Agricultural Build- 
ing, there is nothing in this region to sadden 
the most sensitive beholder, 

The hand of the destroyer is far more 
visible in the northern end of the grounds, 
but this disturbs one less because of the less 
love borne to the State buildings.. These are 
mostly gone, or in process of going. But the 
Art Building, with its new coat of paint, looks 
better than it did in the last days of the 
Exposition, and the graceful figures that sup- 
port its porticos have been kindly spared 
from any blighting touch. 

In the Midway one feels almost as though | 
transported among veritable ruins of lost 
forms of civilization. The blue dome of the 
Moorish Palace has disappeared and its many- 
colored walls are crumbling; the Chinese 
Theater survives by a single doorway; the 
Street of Cairo is no more except for a single 
wall and the entrance portal, bearing thp 
legend, ‘* Admission, 15 cents.’’ The shouts 
of the revelers are stilled and the din of 
strange instruments is heard no more. The 
sense of lawlessness and abandon which per-~ 
vaded the place, infecting even the most se- 
date and surprising them by their own acts, 
has passed away and left no sign. 
™ Altogether, a stroll through Jackson Park 
and the Midway Plaisance during these first 
bright spring days, graciously granted to us by 
a month usually so churlish of such favors, is 
something to be remembered and cherished 
asa fitting sequence to the more brilliant 
days of the last summer. Many protest their 
aversion to such a visit, fearing the disillu- 
sionment to memory. But »there is no disil- 
lusionment; pathos there is, indeed, as if the 
same melody were rewritten in the minor 
mode, but to many this proves only an added 
charm, and they can say of the Fair, with but 
a slight change of Shakspeare’s words, that 
** nothing in its life became it like the leaving 
of it.’’ 


SMALLPOX AND SUN SPOTS. 

The Cook County Homeopathic Medical 
Society has given a quasi indorsement to the 
theory, advanced by one of its members, that 
there isa connection between smallpox and 
sun spots. The society has declared that 
times when vaccination takes severely and 
smallpox is prevalent seem to be coincident 


| with great atmospheric changes as observed 
in maximum magnetic disturbances, auroral 


displays, and sun spots, which occur about 
every eleven years. Therefore it resolves that 
extra precautionary measures should be en- 
forced by boards of health at the approach of 
these epidemic cycles, and that vaccination 
and revaccination should be repeated and 
made compulsory at least every eleven years. 

These convictions professediy are based 
upon experience of members for the last 
twenty-five years. As at most this quarter of 
a century could not include more than three 
periods of sun-spot maximum, and it is fair to 
presume that the majority of those who voted 
for the resolution have not had a medical 
practice extending through so long atime, the 
value of the conclusion is dubious, to say the 
least. It is philosophical to suppose that 
marked changes in the condition of the at- 
mosphere which surrounds us, and is taken 
in large quantities each day into the lungs of 
every living human being, tend to disturb the 
equilibrium of the vital forces, and thereby 
diminish their power to resist attacks of 
disease if they do not actually in- 
duce disease. But the idea _ that 
such changes of condition call into 
existence any particular virus or bacillus, 
such as now are known to cause smallpox or 
cholera, is unphilosophical and therefore ab- 
surd. At least such a theory ought not to be 
adopted other than as a result of a far wider 


range of observation than is claimed in thig | 


= 


| instance by the gentlemen who voted “ aye,” 

though it is fair to say that the member who 
introduced it professed to find corroboration 
for his opinions in facts gleaned from the his- 
tory of several centuries. 

One of the gentlemen interviewed in regard 
to the theory spoke of the atmospheric condi- 
tions which attended the cholera visitation in 
this city in 1866. Tus Trisunz reported 
that the first case of that year occurred July 
21, ‘the very day on which aheavy rainy sea- 
son set iny which in the succeeding two months 
gave us twenty anda half inches of rain, or 
more than four times the usual quantity of 
the period.” And it added, *‘ The earth was 
surcharged with moisture, while the dampness 
of the atmosphere, by debilitating the 
system, prepared. for the work of 
the destroyer by lessening the power 
of resistance.” But it is unfortunate for the 
theory that the sun-spot maximum did not 
occur till 1870, Subsequently it was shown 
that the occurrence of that maximum was ac- 
companied by a diminished rainfall in several 
places in the northern hemisphere, and it was 
suggested. by a Chicago man that the dark 
spots on the surface of the sun diminished his 
power to evaporate water to fall as rain on 
the earth. But a conelusion directly opposed 
to this was drawn from a study of the records 
of rainfall in India, leaving it to be inferred 
that the disturbance, if any, was one in the 
relative regularity of rainfall distribution. 

These facts may serve as indications of the 
difficulty of establishing the claim to any spe- 
cific connection between magnetic disturb- 
ances on the solar surface and conditions at 
any particular point on the surface of the 
earth. As there are no general outbreaks of 
disease occurring at intervals that may be 
correlated with those of sun-spot display, with 
the possibie exception of cholera, which dis- 
tinctly has been traced to pilgrimages in the 
Orient, it must be concluded that the warrant 
for this actiog by the Cook County homeo- 
paths is of aPory high degree of “ attenua- 
tion,’’ fully equal to any that was proposed by 
the iilustrious founder of their school of med- 
ical philosophy and treatment. It is “ too 
thin ” to be entitled to popular acceptation, 
and it cannot but be regarded as a pity that 
so respectable a body of practitioners should 
thus formally have committed themselves to 
faith in it. 


THE GREAT GLACIAL AGE. 

In the Fortnightly Review Alfred R. Wal- 
lace, F, R. S., tells of the ice age and its work, 
particularly as shown by the erratic blocks 
and moraines that were left behind when the 
ice sheets melted away under the rays of the 
sun. The theory of the ice age isa very re- 
cent one. In the last century eminent men 
took notice of the remarkable fact that in 
Scandinavia, Russia, Germany, and Switzer- 
land detached rocks or bowlders were found 
of a kind that did not exist in situ in that lo- 
cality, and often were discovered only some 
hundreds of milesaway. Water power was 
supposed to account for the removal, but soon 
it was found that water power alone was in- 
sufficient to account for the facts. 
In 1822 Venetz, ‘a Swiss engineer, 
urged that glaciers once _ stretched 
down the Rhone Valley as far as the Jura, and 
there deposited the blocks which it had puz- 
zled the diluvialists to explain. Charpentier 
and Agassiz followed, but not-until 1840, 
when the latter accompanied Buckland to 
Scotland, the Lake District, and Wales, dis- 
covering everywhere the same indications of 
the former presence of glaciers that are 
found abundantly in Switzerland, did any 
geologist conceive the possibility of a glacial 
epoch in the temperate portion of the north- 
ern hemisphere. Now none dispute it, though 
some of the most important and far-reaching 
deductions that have been made still are de- 
nied by writers who have a wide acquaintance 
with modern glaciers, 

Heaps of rock and other débris are deposited 
on the surface of a glacier from the precipices 
or mountain slopes that border it. These are 
carried down the valley by the moving ice and 
dropped where the ice melts. Hundreds of 
these heaps have been found, some of them 
forming steep mounds, and seeming from a 
little distance to block up the valley like an 
artificial earthwork. Their characteristic 
features are the composition of earth, stones, 
and gravel, with large fragments of rock ir- 
regularly scattered through them from top to 
bottom, and without any signs of the stratifi- 
cation that would be due to deposition by 
water. Where extensive glaciers have cov- 
ered large areas of nearly level ground 
the ** moraines”? form great sheets ex- 
tending for many miles, often concealing 
the original contours of the céuntry,. and then 
receive the general name of drift. Asa whole 
moraines are well distinguished from all ac- 
cumulations formed by water and it has not 
been shown that any other agency than 
glaciers is capable of forming them. In all 
recently glaciated countries they are to be 
found more or less frequently and thus afford 
an excellent first indication of the former ex- 
istence of glaciers. 

Smoothed and rounded rocks are perhaps 
the most general of all the indications of 
glacial action. Every glacier carries with it, 
imbedded in its unaer surface, numbers of 
rocks and stones, which, during the slow but 
unceasing motion over its bed, crush 
and grind down all rocky i projec- 
tions, producing in the end gently 
rounded or almost flat surfaces even 
on the hardest and toughest rocks. This ex- 
planation is not a theory only. The process 
has been observed in actual operation in the 
accessible portions of many glaciers. Rocks 
and stones are to be seen imbedded in the ice 
and actually scratching, grooving, and grind- 
ing the rock beneath in their slow but irre- 
sistible onward motion. The rocky islets in 
the Thousand Islands of the St. Lawrence are 
thus ice-ground, and ice-ground rocks usually 
show the direction in which the ice has moved, 
the» side opposed to the motion being more 
completely smoothed than the lee side, which 
often retains some of its original ruggedness 
‘because of having been partially protected by 
the ice overriding it and partly by the accu- 
mulation of its own débris, 

Many of the rubbed down rocks have been 
exposed to the action of the atmosphere since 
the ice left them, and thus have become more 
or less roughened or even disintegrated. But 


where the rocks were protected by a covering 


of drift or turf, and have been recently ex- 
posed, they often exhibit numerous parallel 
striz, varying from the finest seratches to 
deep furrows a foot or more in diameter, 
Perhaps none of the effects of ice so clearly 
demonstrate the action of glaciers as opposed 
to that of icebergs, owing to the general con- 
stancy in the direction of the striz and the 
long distance they may be traced upand down 
slopes, with a steadiness of motion and even- 
ness of cutting power that no floating mass 
could possibly exert, The most remark. 
able of these rock groovings are to be 
found in the northeastern portion of 
the United States. On Kelly’s Island, at the 
western end of Lake Erie, the groovings are 
plowed with deep, furrows, the symmetry, 
continuity, and peculiar fdrm of some of 
which are only intelligible on the supposition 
that they were cut by a single graving tool 
held with sufficient tenacity by the ice to exe- 
cute by a single movement a deep, sharply- 
defined groove. In the direction of the striz 
to the northeast from Kelly's Island there is 
no high ground for about four hundred miles, 


which fact is sufficient to cause doubt of the 


claim that ice cannot go up hill and can exert 
no grinding power on level ground. 

Stated in the language of Sir Henry 
Howorth, the observed phenomena “are con- 
sistent only with the fact that in the last geo- 
logical age there was an immense develop- 
ment of glaciers which occupied not only the 
high ranges of the Alps but the secondary 
ranges and lower heights of the continents of 
Europe and North America. This conclusion 
is apparently beyond the reach of cavil. 
The article quoted from does not state any 
probable limitation of time for the disappear- 
ance of the glaciers from this part of the 
United States, but the indications ate it was 
not very many thousand years ago. — 


It is believed thé city will not need to bor- 
row money on warrants to meet its obliga- 
tions and therefore will have no occasion to 
run counter to tne opinion furnished by Mr. 
Levy Mayer to his clients, the bankers, who 
hold the city funds at interest. The publica- 
tion of the opinion, however, shows a queer 
state of municipal affairs. At the time the 
Controller borrowed $100,000 from the 
banks to pay the January interest on certain 
municipal bonds the city had on deposit with 
those same bankers over $2,000,000. Under 
the peculiar system of bookkeeping which has 
prevailed in the Controller’s office Mr. Levy 
Mayer’s clients held on to the $2,000,000 
and paid interest at the rate of 2 per cent on 
it to the city, while the same bankers loaned 
to the city $100,000 for which they charged 
6 per cent interest. All this kind of business 
has been changed under Controller Acker- 
man, itis understood. The city can now 
meet its obligations as they arise without bor- 
rowing, and the bookkeeping has been so 
adjusted that the bankers cannot charge the 
city 6 per cent interest while the city itself 
gets but 2 per cent for its surplus funds. 
As to Mr. Mayer’s opinion of the legal 
aspect of the question—that is neither here 
nor there. There is no necessity for apply- 
ing it one way or the other. 


Tux ordinance for the elevation of the 
tracks of the Lake Shore and Rock Island 
railroad companies, as amended in commit- 
tee, will be reporied to the Council tomorrow 
evening and should be passed. Itis an hon- 
est compromise of a most difficult problem. 
The railroad companies can well afford to 
accept it, and if the work under it is carried 
out promptly by the railroads it will be a 
great public advantage. The committee 
acted wisely in making the first ordinance of 
the kind a moderate measure, since itis nec- 
essary to establish a precedent. It is believed 
the railroad companies will accept it and pro- 
ceed to work under it. If they do not the 
Mayor can make it quite interesting for 
them. Once this track elevation problem is 
solved on one trunk line there will not be 
much delay as to its solution along other 
trunk lines. There should be no unnecessary 
delay therefore in passing the ordinance, 
which is fair to the railroads while it amply 
protects the rights of thecity and of the prop- 
erty-owners.

If 
resoutces and income warrant the purchase of 
a home the result is increased business for the 
dealer, and this is practically all the dealer 
is doing now. Those, who intend rent- 
ing for another year refuse to make 
terms. They insist upon such a 
reduction that rental agents feel they are

NEW APARTMENT ‘BUILDING, 


Handsome $300,000 Structure Planned for 
the South Side. 


Plans for a handsome apartment house at 
the northwest cofmer of Twenty-second street 
and Indiana avenue have been prepared by 
Flanders & Zimmerman. It is the intention 
of the builders to put up a structure that will 
bein accordance with the dignity lent the 
block by the Lexington Hotel.

Officers and Men Should Be Separated. 

CHICAGO, March 5.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
I take the liberty of aadressing you on a subject 
which, I think, deserves more earnest and au- 
thoritative comment by the press than can be 
implied in the mere publication of a communica- 
tion on the subject. I have noticed a proposition 
to introduce in Congress an act tocompel reports 
from Governors of Soldiers’ Homes to the War 
Department. This is all very well, but there are 
subjects connected with those homes which, I 
believe, deserve much more serions attention. 
There is nota single home at the present time 
which can give shelter to a single disabled officer 
or soldier «f the late war.’ They 
all crowded beyond capacity, and can give 
no assurance of accommodation to any 
more in the nearfuture. But even when appli- 
cants get there a humiliation is attached which 
cannot but grate on the sensibilities of any 
proud-spirited officer who fought four years and 
in every battle threw himself into the deadly 
breach to win honorable rank. There is no mili- 
tary service in the world where the distinction 
between commissioned officers and enlisted men 


that of the United States, and yet when they 
enter a soldiers’ home they are all placed on a 
common level. There is no doubt that the ranks 
of the Union ar.ny contained a larger proportion 
of men of intelligence and refinement than any 
large army known to history hitherto, but it is 
equally true that.it also contained many whose 
ignorance, low ideas, and uncleanly habits ren- 
der them most undesirable companions, mess- 
mates, or bedfellows, and it is no false pride or 
may ons on the part of educated, intelligent, 
and brave commissioned officers that they find 
such companionship repulsive to gvery finer 
feeling. 

On the whole roll of pensioners there is not 
more than one out of a thousand, if solely de- 
pendent on a pension, who receives enough to 
save him \from a pauper’s grave, and if he seeks 
admittance to a home he finds himself éither 
crowded out, or if a commissioned officer and 
admitted he is crowded into undeserved humilia- 
tion within. That the present hom@ will either 
have to be enlarged or their number increased 
seems inevitable. Intaking this matter into con- 
sideration Congress will do well to recognize the 
justice and propriety of establishing a home in 
some sonavel location where the climate the 
year round will be tolerable for invalids and 
to which only commissioned officers shail be 
admitted. In _ doi this the government 
would be yielding only what is due tothe just 
sensibilities of refined and intelligent men to 
whom even sucha refuge would be only a last 
and painful resort. if in such a place they have 


and police the wards and grounds, they would 
feel that they wore doing it for their equals, and 
when they stood in ranks for roll-call, sat at the 
mess table, or retired to the dormitory, they 
would not have to lock-step with any ignorart, 
uncleanly, vermin-hunting, bounty-jumping 
“bum.” I know of some ex-officers who would 
gladly muster themselves out of existence today 
rather than entera soldiers’ home as at present 
conducted, but’that they wish to save the right 
of those who may surviye them tc the little pen- 
sion they draw. 

Another point I think worthy of consideration: 
There are thousands of pensioners receiving good 
salaries in the civil service of the government 
whose title to office is based prinenpenly on their 
disabilities. hile such remained in the service 
of the government they should have no pension. 
Their salary is abundant, and an additional pen- 
sion is superabundant, while others equally de- 
serving are compelled to depend solely on a pen- 
sion which leaves them only the high privilege 
of patrioticilly starving to death ETERAN, 


The Silver Controversy. 


Cricaao, March 5.—[{Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
In your reply to Mr. Harvey in Tae Trisune of 
this date you leave unchallenged, so far as I can 
make out, a statementof his which assumes, 
thoughi gue terms, the precise thing atissue in 
the discug@fon of the gold standard. This assump- 
tion has @t been met. so faras 1 know, in any 
reply to the silver men, and these men all honestly 
assume the same thing—that the insufficiency of 
gold “to furnish a normal supply of money ”’ 
makes an unsafe and unjust standard money. I 
copy Mr. Harvey's second point and italicise the 
words which show his position: 

** 2. Gold is not sufficient in quantity to furnish 
us anormal supply of money, and it is not a 
stable money. Per capita there is $2.5l.of gold 
in the world; a quantity admittedly too small. 
Since the work was taken off of silver and ali the 
work as mo thrown on gold—gold has en- 
hanced in vaiue, and has ceased to bea stable 
measurement of values.’’ 

Now, the fact is that “allthe work as money ”’ 
has not been thrown on gold. Let us say that we 
have 600 millions of gold, 600 millions of paper, 
and 600 millions of silver, including silver cer- 
tificates. The use of money is to effect exchanges. 
A vast bulk of exchanges are effected without 
money, and of course these must be deducted 
from the total of exchange before*‘a normal sup- 
ply of money” can be considered. Then if one- 
third of the exchanges requiring money are ef- 
fected in paper and another third in silver, only 
one-third remains to be effected by use of gold. 
In other words, it is grossly untrue that gold is 
now required to effect all exchanges. Mr. H. 
may test his own sense of the situation by asking 
himself whether the issue of 500 millions more 
Treasury notes would not, in his opinion, 
raise prices. I do not say that it 
would raise prices, but I am _ con- 
fident that he believes it would. I think that 
prices are measured by the total volume of money, 
including bank checks, in so far as they are 
measured by money atall. The whole matter of 
measurement is undergoing a revision in the 
winds of economists. ut asa standard gold is 
only required in redemption quantity, and that is 
a matter not of theory but of experience. As 
redemption money sold is practically not re- 
quired at all for exchange. It certainly is not 
under existing arrangements the same as ex- 
change money—the latter is several times larger 
in amount than the required amount of redemp- 
tion money. : ; P 

Permit me to suggest also that inflation pvices 
did not wholly disappear until about 1882 or 
1883, and comparisons of prices cannot safely be 
made for more than ten years back. A period 
from 1861 to 1882 must be treated apart. If 
you go back of 1861 you will find agricultural 
products nearly where they are now, as a whole, 
certainly not bigher. ; 

This reference to inflation (1861-1882) suggests 
a larger principle which, I think, the economists 
are beginning to recognize, and that is a general 
fall of prices, not at once, which is impossible, 
but gradually under reductions in the cost of 
production. One by éne articles produced at 
reduced cost fall in price, and each 
one as it falls presses upon the higher prices of 
other things. Diminished cost at length reaches 
all articles affected by such reductions. Now 
no one denies that a large number of things have 
come to be produced at lobe cost, and a general 
lower level may be reached without any relative 
decrease in money. Indeed, my own belief is that 
prices have fallen in spite of a great relative in- 
crease in the amount of exchange money, includ- 
ing checks. Each reduction in price level does 
not damage any one who is a producer. He pro- 
duces at less cost, his labor is as effective as be- 
jam ne the same yo es more of 

e things ay his debts with.

TESLA’S INTERESTING 


The Servian Electrician Able to Furnish 
Light Without Using Wires. 

Springfield Republican: It is not an ex- 
travagant statement to say that never before 
in the history of the world has there been a 
scientific discovery about which centered such 
magnificent dreams as are being built up on 
certain recently discovered electrical princi- 
ples. Among these the foremost place must 
be given to the astounding discoveries of the 
young Servian genius, Nikola Tesla, which are 
so novel and so extraordinary that the 
most imaginative of inventors are unable to 
foresee what form this development will take. 

Just as the experimenters were beginning to 
think that they knew all that could be learned 
about electricity and that further improve- 
ment must be in the line of more perfect me- 
chanical application Mr. Tesla shows us the 
electric. fluid under conditions in which it 
differs from ordinary electricity as much as 
light differs from heat. Acurrent of 2,000 
volts will killa man in thetwinkling of an 
eye, but this modern wizard lets currents 
pour through his hands with.a potential of 
200,000 volts, vibrating a million times a 
second and showering from himin dazzling 
streams of light.

Tesla says that he will soon be ableto wrap 
himself in a complete sheet of electric fire 
that will keep a man warm at the North Pole 
without harming him. Neither Merlin nor 
Michael Scott nor any of the wizards of old 
ever wrought a more potent miracle, even in 
fancy. The meaning of this is too far beyond 
us to be realized at present. We can no more 
grasp its significance than Franklin could dis- 
cern the electric motor in his captured thun- 
derbolt. 

Equally astounding and with more visible 
usefulness is Mr. Tesia’s discovery that cur- 
rents of such enormous potential and fre- 
quency can be transmitted without the use of 
wires» A room can be filled with electricity 
from copper plates in ceiling and floor, so that 
electric lamps will burn without any connect- 
ing wire as soon a@ they are brought in, In 
the same way intelligence and power may be 
transmitted without a circuit, doing away 
with the necessity for trolleys, storage bat- 
teries and subways.- When it is considered 
that such startling changes as this are already 
theoretically possible, it will be seen that in 
the inventions upon which we so complacently 
congratulate ourselves we have only timidly 
paddled along the shore of the great sea yet 
to be canlen

The State of Illinois has embarked in the 
manufacturing business. Its largest plant is 
in the Joliet prison. The work is done by 
convicts under the supervision of men of ex- 
perience in the various industries, and the 
machinery used is of the most improved 
character. The output is soid over all Amer- 
ica. Nothing goes into IJlinois markets and 
the factory does not interfere with the prod- 


uct of local labor. It’s an experiment, made 
absolutely necessary by the law of Illinois, 
which expressly forbids the contracting to 


rison authorities throughout the entité toun- 
try are watching eagerly the result of the 
Joliet project. The prison has been visited 
by the Wardens and Commissioners of the 
penitentiaries of many States. Some of 
them have spent*days in Joliet watch- 
ing with all eagerness the workings of the 
State’s manufacturing plant. 


Some years ago the people of the State in- 
dorsed a constitutional amendment prohibit- 
ing the contract system then in vogue. The 
labor convicts were and had for years been 
tontracted at so much per diem. The revenue

& separator on top of the boiler-house, 
whence it goes into the furnace for 
fuel. These engines also supply the harness 
shops with power from a_ ten horse-power 
motor and the knitters and loopers 
in the knitting shop. The cant-weaving 
machinery is run by ‘a_ five horse- 
power motor and in connection with 
thisa plowing machine is operated. A two 
horse-power motor is used in the broom fac- 
tory for cleaning broom corn and getting it 
ready for manufacture. In each. cell house 
are two large fans driven by six horse-power 
engines. By the use of these fans and modern 
appliances in ventilation the temperature in 
the cell houses has been equalized until at no 
time is there a variation of 10° between that 
of the lower tier of cells and.that of the up- 
per. The temperature is taken every hour 
during the night. The Commissioners and 
Warden are justly proud over this achieve- 
ment, because the temperature used to vary 
as much as 70° or 80° at times. A ten horse- 
power motor supplies an elevator in the War- 
den’s house with power for carrying crude 
and manufactured product to and from the 
female prison. Several other machines are on 
hand and ready to be put in opera- 
tion as soon’ as_ practicable, The 
loss of transmission of power has been reduced 
to a minimum and does not exceed 6 per cent. 
A voltage of 220 has been adopted as a 
standard because it insures absolute safety 
and no danger to persons coming in contact 
with the wires. The Commissioners were fear- 
ful a higher voltage might occasion accidental 
loss of life, or that some of the prisoners 
might use the “wires for purposes of. suicide. 
Warden Allen, who isan expért electrician, 
saysno harm can result from a voltage of 
220, and even the weakest person could with- 
stand the current. The belting in the power- 
house is all below the main floor, constructed 
with every regard for safety. Noshafting has 
been exposed on the main floor of the power- 
house. 

The boiler-house is 74x40 feet, of stone, 
with iron trusses, and absolutely fireproof.

Until the advent of the present administra- 
tion the boilers and other machinery used in 
making and distributing power were owned 
and operated by contractors doing business 
in the prison. The Commissioners were com- 
pelled to erect a power plant and this they 
have done. While they have not in all cases 
bought the cheapest boilers and other ma- 
chinery offered them the plant is pronounced 
by experts to be vne of the most modern 
and labor-saving in the whole United States. 
In fact visitors from manufacturing estab- 
lishments and other penal institutions have 
come to Joliet from all parts of the country 


lowed for many years. Once before the State 
made and sold goods at the prison, but the 
conditions were vastly different then. Farm- 
ets brought supplies to the prison and sold 
them, receiving boots and shoes, harness, etc., 
inreturn. This was disastrous and ruinous 
to local markets, and the contract system was 
adopted in its stead. 

Gov. Altgeld declared on coming into of- 
fice that the law must be obeyed literally 
and strictly, He thought the best, 
most humane plan, would be the 
Working of the .convicts on State 
accounton such industries as would least 
come into competition with home industries.

In the center of the fifteen-acre inclosure 
within the prison wals power and boiler 
houses have been erected. The. boiler-house 
is absolutely fireproof, and the power-house as 
neariy so as possible. The buildings are of 
stone‘and will last for years and years to 
come. The boilers and machinery consist in 
part of four 800 horse-power Campbell & 
Zell water tube boilers, a 1,500 horse-power 
Allis Corliss compound engine driving, by 
ropes the main counter shaft located in the 
basement of the power-house, from which are 
belted all the generators, dynamos, and elec- 
trical apparatus used for power and light in 
the institution. The power plant also com- 
prises three 120 horse-power generators made 
by the General Electrical company, to which 
a fourth will be added of a capacity the wants 
of the institution will demand.

The lighting apparatus for the institution 
embraces six fifteen-kilowatt Edison dyna-

This ma- 
chinery is operated by the large engine until 
9 p. m., when it is connected with smaller and 
less expensive operating power, consisting of 
a seventy-five horse-power Sturdevant marine 
high speed engine in direct connection with 
two fifteen-kilowatt dynamos, Edison make. 
These carry the arc and incandescentiights in 
the warden house, hospital, solitary, engine 
rooms and kitchens, evéry place in fact 
necessary to be lighted at night. 


The power is distributed by cable direct to

The entire institution is 
now heated by boilers, whereas in the old 
times stoves were largely employed. Warden 
Allen made a saving of $4,000 or $5,000 in 
requiring persons who furnished machinery, 
etc., to do the necessary engineering. A not- 
able saving has been accomplished in the 
matter of fuel; coal at $1.75 perton was 
formerly used, but the new grate bars 
use ~slack, which can be had at 
75 cents perton. Atonandahalf of slack 
produces as much steam as one ton of coal. 
Every particle of machinery r light in 
the | or cellhouses is under control of the 
engineer located in the power-house, who can, 
by the use of a switchboard, turn it on or off 
in an instant. Thesteam, water, and elec- 
trical pipes are inaan immense conduit under 
the ground. Thisisso large that employés 
can go all through it for purposes of repairs 
without digging it up or making excavations. 
The machinery, boilers, buildings, etc., in 
connection with the power plant have cost 
less than $100,000, 

The most improved chairmaking machinery 
is in use in the prison. The plant cost $45,- 
000, and the Commissioners laid in a stock 
of oak lumber, both green and dry, for man- 
ufacture. Forty-nine different styles of chairs 
are manufactured, with interchangeable backs 
and seats; dining-room, library, and office 
chairs, rockers, in short, any and all kinds of 
chairs, embossed and hand-carved, if need 
be,. are made here. The capacity of this 
industry is about fifty dozen per diem, 
and the product is sold many weeks 
in advance, Anexamination of the shipping 
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book shows that they go into every market in 
the United States outside of Illinois. The far 
South takes them and so do some cities on the 
Atiantic Ocean. A carioad went to the Pa- 
cific slope the other day. Thereis great com- 
petition among the chairmakers, because it is 
largely a penitentiary industry. They are 
now made in nearly every penal institution in 
this country. The Commissioners have no 
anxiety’‘about the future of this branch of 
their business; they do not find it necessary to 
search for custoiners. The trade hunts the peni- 
tentiary product. . The line made in the Joliet 
institution is. both “catchy” and popular. 
The manufacturing is done under the super- 
vision of experienced men who know the 
trade in the various sections of the country. 
Fifty men are engaged in making cane-seats, 
These men are incapable for any other work. 
Even consumptives and those who are con- 
valescent in the hospital prefer to make cane. 
seats rather than lie idle. Of course it is op- 
tional with them whether they work or not, 
but they prefer to busy themselves doing 
something. Some of them make three seats 
a day and others six, and all of them earn 
their keep, There isa good profit in chairs, 
more than in any other industry carried on in 
the prison. . 

The Commissioners and Warden Allen are 
greatly gratified with the results achieved in 
mak.ng harness and collars. Every kind of 
ness, from strap-work to that used in the 

st carriage outfit, is made in the Joliet 
ison. It.meets witb ready sale, and as an 
ence of this one of the traveling men of 

nstitution made a. six weeks’ trip in the 
South, beginning Oct. 15 #£=of tast 
year, and sold between $16,000 and 
$18,000 worth of goods. The sales are 
generally made to jobbers, men who can 
and generally do discount their own paper. 
Many of the first customers have renewed 
orders, as the goods give entire satisfac. 


tion. One hundred men are employed in thig 
branch of work. The harness sells extremely 
well, but the collars cannot be made fast 
enough to supply the demand. Many orders 
for cullars have been refused of late, because 
they cannot be filled. A line of goods suit- 
able for the West . now being made and will 
‘meet with ready sale. é ' 
industry msate with the highest expectations 
of the authorities and it will doubtless be en- 
larged. 

The knitting factory employs the labor of 
thirty-seven men. Sixteen women in the 


warden’s house toe and mend stockings, The 
machinery cost about $10,000, and is abso- 
lutely new with all the latest improvements, 
It was made by the Franz & zee Knitting. 
Machine company of Bucyrus, U., and com- 
prises twenty-seven knitters, seven loopers, 
with steam presses, spool winders, 
and crocheting machines. The needles 
are £0 arranged that they may 
be changed from coarse to fine work 
in accordance with the demands of customers. 
The Commissioners buy the yarn in the cheap- 
est market and sell .the product to the best 
advantage. One hundred and seventy-five 
dozen half hose and stockings are made in 
this department every working day. The de- 
mand for the product is excellent, and orders 
five and six months ahead are on file in the 
prison. Many other conditional orders are 
there and will be filled if possible. Many men 
make overtime on their task, and the Com- 
missioners say a good profit is realized on 
this work: The revenue from each convict’s 
labor is greater than under the contract sys- 


tem. 

The stone department, employing 116 men, 
is operated by the State. The work done is 
that of a general nature, embracing every- 
thing in lime and sand stone from sidewalks 
to court-houses. It is a general cutstone busi- 
ness and the men are in constant employ- 
ment. The product is contracted for some 
months in advance and more revenue is de- 
rived by the State than under the old contract 
system. All work is done on plan and speci- 
fication at a fixed price a foot. Stone is cut

consequential in value and the outfit any- 
thing but expensive. It employs men who in 
the main are classed as incapables and would 
not be accepted by contractors under the old 
system. They sort broum corn and make 
brooms of all classes from toy brooms to the 
regulation household affair. The output will 
average eighty dozen a day and it meets with 
a fair sale, considering the fact that brooms 
are largely made in workhouses, bridewells, 
penitentiaries, and some charitable institu- 
tions, 

Seventy-three men are employed in the 
State shop, which was formerly operated by a 
contractor. They take care of the repairs of 
the institution, making tools for drilling wells, 
sharpening the tools used in the prison and 
stone shop, and buildmg some new ma- 
chinery for chair and broom shops. Many of 
these men are practical! machinists, mechanics, 
and masons; they made the gratings for the 
new power and boiler house and assisted in 
slating and plastering the new buildings and 
in putting in newsteam piping. The convicts 
built the Conduit with little outside help. 

A great many men not charged to the ma- 
chine or State shops have been at work in the 
yard mening excavations, layimg pipes, assisting 
in the erection of Buildings and improvements. 
The Alton, Rock Island, and E., J. and E. 
roads have side tracks into the prison now 
where they connect with tracks. laid by the 
State. There never were any railroad tracks 
in the yard _before.. Now all coal, and sup- 
ples, and material are hauled right into the 
pane. thus saving teams. The lateral tracks 

ave not yet been laid, but will be in due 
course of time. A coal conveyer will be con- 
structed, and it will: take the coal from the 
railroad cars in the yard up over the roof of 
the boiler-house and deposit it at the furnace 
doors for use.

She writes over a pseudonym and yet 
allows her portrait to be published, and evea 
denies her name, but permits descriptions of 
herself to be printed. It is most astonishing 
how much space is given to the writings 
and personality of this young woman by the 
various journals of this country and England. 
Every few weeks some one comes along who 
knows mbdre about her than the person Who 
last wrote, and this goes on from week to 
week. The latest concerning her was printed 
ina recent number of To-Day, Jerome K, 
Jerome’s *“‘ weekly magazine.”’ From that 
journal we learn that, although her name is 
not Sarah Grand, she insists upon being 
called Sarah Grand even in the bosom of her 
family. She is of English parentage, but 
was born in Ireland, where her father held a 
government position. At the age of 16 she 
married an officer in thearmy,a widower 
with two small sons. She went with him to 
Japam and krocked about the Orient a bit; 
then she returned to England, and took to 
writing. She had a *‘message’”’ to deliver 
and she began its delivery in ‘“‘Ideala” and 
continued it in “* The Heavenly Twins.” , The 
latter has gained for heran enormous num. 
ber of readers. She believes it is every 
woman’s duty to advance the *“*higher educa- 
tion of man,”’ and that higher education, ac- 
cording to the gospel of Mme. Grand, means 
moral purity. She sings the changes on ‘ thig 
subject every time she puts her pen to paper, 
and as she eeems to be in earnest, and as she 
has converted a ‘vast number of people to her 
views, she may do a great missionary work, 
If she does all that she hopes to do she cer- 
tainly should be canonized, for she will have 
purified the world and made it a much pleas. 
anter place to live in. 

Volume of “ Long” Short Stories. 

Since the publication of ‘‘ The Heavenly 
Twins ’’ Mme. Grand has written a number 
of “ long *’ short stories, if I may be pardoned 
the seeming bull, which have been collected 
into a volume under the title “Our Manik: 
fold Naturé,”’ and will be published dutmg 
the week by D. Appleton & Co. Even in these 
bits of fiction Mme. Grand touches upon het 
favorite theme, but she does not pound it inte 
the reader as she does in her nore important 
books. Of the stories in this book ** Eugenia” 
is, in my opinion, the best. It is agood story,. 
indeed, with that touch of humor in it that 
runs so gayly through the serious book that 
made her reputation. The story, as are all in 
the book, is written in the first person. The 
woman who writes it is studying cértain 
phases of life and in the line of her studies 
visits (in the company of her brother) the re- 
gion behind the scenes of a variety theater: 

I remember that we were wedged in a crowd of 
theatrical characters variously and even fantas- 
tically attired as if for a fancy dress ball, and 
that the clatter of tongues was bewildering, 
Rank odors of a variety of scents saluted one’s 
afflicted nostrils on all sides.

Among the counts made by Wendell 
Phillips &gainst sfAtuary in Boston, speaking 
as an abolitionist; while the raacors en- 
gendered by the slave question, unappeased 
as yet by the Civil War, were still rampant, 
was the absence from monuments to heroes 
of that struggle of any figures of the blacks, 
those freedmen for whom, after all is said, the 
‘war was fought. 

This charge does not apply to the works of 
the sculptor, John Quincy A. Ward. For the 
Beecher monument in front of the City Hall 
in Brooklyn he hasa negress laying flowers 
at the feet of the abolitionist orator and 
preacher. In 1862 he already had finished a 
statuette, ‘The Freedman or Negro Slave,”’ 
which, however, has. never been published, 
although it, perhaps, is the strongest work the 
sculptor ever has made. 

The reason why no notice has been taken of 
this small bronze is ptobably the same that 
prevented the appearance of the. negro on 
monuments and caused that neglect 4of the 
black man ae an artistic adjunct which 
Phillips deplored from his point of view 
as a critic and an abolitionist. 
Americans are not anxious to irritate the 
losers in the Civil War, and they do not love 
the black man for himself. It is one thing to

Haa Mr, Ward studied in Eurone he would 
have belonged to:the classical rather than the 
‘* free”? camp, those two main divisions of 
the sculptors in which pretty much-all can be 
ranged gave eccentrics like .Auguste Rodin. 
His leaning is toward the repose of the class- 
ical, and when he tries for more action—as in 
his seated Horace Greeley at the TJribune of- 
ficees in New York—the results are not of the 
best. The Garfield monument shows his 
avoidance of sensationalism. The great trag- 
edy of Garfield’s death is not touched in the 
suburdinate figures. A French or Italian 
realist would have shown the President 
stricken by the assassin; a foreign sculptor of 
the more imaginative school would have sug- 
gested the tragedy by some less direct, less 
obvious method. 

Mr. Ward naturally is averse to such 
thoughts. He represents the cheery, active, 
thoughtful American, who meets the ills of 
life with a quaint story, and with a laugh that 
reveals a philosophy of optimism. His Pil- 
grim in Central Park is no sour sectarian in a 
steeple hat, ready to murder Indians and 
covetous of Dutchmen’s land, but just a plain 
young fellow, who will use his gun on deer 
and turkey. His Freedman statuette avoids 
the misery of the slave. The man is a fine 
creature, unmarked by the lash, and showing 
neither revenge nor terror in his face, His 
broken fetters lie there as a sign of the justice 
given him by a Nation forced at last to repair 
a crime, 

Emotion isa thing which Americans learn 
early to suppress. Hence, when regiments re- 
turned from the Civil War they were coldly 
received in many towns, not from lack of 
feeling, but from the habit of repressing signs 
of feeling. So American audiences.are dread- 
ed by actors and opera-singers, because they 
are hard to move from an apparent indiffer- 
ence. Mr. Ward reflects this side of the 
American. as _— the national optimism. 
His monuments Jlo not strike the eye from 
afar and make one curious, Neither do 
they move one deeply when examined and 
weighed. But they have in the highest degree 
the “‘liveable’’ quality, as it is called—the 
quality of. being pleasant to live with. One 
becomes used to seeing them without having 
had any special shock of admiration ; and rarely 
does one become tired of them, For the most 
part they wear well; they are so manly, cheer- 
ful, and unpretentious. In the long run we 
get more pleasure than we are apt to acknowl- 
edge from their unworried naivete, from a 
certain robust commonplace,and they possess 
their massive masculinity. : 

Although a veteran among sculptors it is 
quite certain that J. Q. A. Ward has never yet 
obtained the chance to do the best that.is in 
him, unhampered by monument committee 
anda cast-iron subject. «dis masterpiece is 
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open atall itshould be placed in some re- 
tired nook surrounded by trees -and shrubs, 
there the poet might suitably be lodged. At 
present the statue seems out of place in the 
wide mall where people pass to 
and fro in erowds and where no 
comfortable benches are placed for 
an observer to sit and examine the statue un- 
disturbed. In this respect one of Mr. Ward’s 
least interesting pieves, the Seventh Regiment 
monument in Central Park, is far better 
equipped. The somewhat copper-plate youth 
in uniform might better stand on the mall, 
where few people linger, while the Shaks- 
peare would be charmingly placed on that 
hillside and in the pretty nook, so inappro- 
priate toa militia man. Standing as he does, 
book in hand, in meditation far from the 
crowd, he should have green, bleached wails 
and copses all about him, 

Ward’s Shakspeare is not the actor and 
stage manager, but the riper man retired to 
Stratford-on-Avon, revolving the greatest 
problems of the world and causing them to 
shine out from his matchless romances. 

Though Ward never has studied his art in 
Europe, he has no narrow views in that re- 
gard. He first visited Europe in- 1872, pass- 
ing € month or a week in the great capitals of 
Italy, France, Bavaria, Saxony, and Russia, 
Visiting the once famous Ditisseldorf and other 
art centers of greater or less renown. Since 
then he has made another trip, but always 
with the purpose of seeing what has been done 
in art rather than putting himself in an alien 
art atmosphere. He was President of the 
National Academy for one-year, 1872-3. 

Esseritially a home artist, Mr. Ward has 
decorated the squares, parks, and streets of 
New York and so struck out from the com- 
mercial capital to fairly distant towns and 
cities. In New York, besides the Shake. 
speare, Indian Hunter, and Seventh Regiment 
figures, he has produced the colossal Washing. 
ton on the Subtreasury steps in Wall street, 
the Greeley seated portrait at the Tribune 
offices, the Pilgrim figure in Central Park, 
the Dodge statue at Broadway and Thirty- 
fourth street, and the bust of the Engineer 
Holle in Washington Square. The latest 
statue is that of Roscoe Conkling in Madison 
Square.

No one who knows what the burden of 
laundry work means inasmall family will 
expect a™‘spandy-clean”: fablecloth every 
morning. If the cloth ig slaken, folded in 
the creases, and put away carefully after each 
meal it will look fresh for several days. Nap- 
kins laid at the places of the children and be- 
fore the carver save spots and cover them as 
well. Mats under the hot dishes preserve the 
cloth from black rings. There is no reason 
why the table-cover should ever look really 
soiled, : 

Economical -housewives who have dining 
tables with tolerably good tops often discard 


the large cloth that spreads the whole table 


for the smaller junch napkins or cloths that 
may be laid on ‘‘ cater-cornered,”’ concealing 
and protecting the center of the table, and 
leaving the sides bare. Mats or doilies are 
then placed under individual plates. These 
lunch napkins soil less quickly than the full- 
sized tablecloths and are more easily laun- 
dered. P 
About Breakfast China, 

Breakfast china need not be expensive to be 
pretty. No longer is there any excuse for 
forcing people to take their coffee from cups 
so thick that. they fancy they are drinking it 
over the edge of astone wall. Strong stone 
china, which is yet quite thin and is prettily 
decorated, may be purchased for a small sum, 
and -it is a pleasant fashion which suggests 
that every member of a family should 
have his especial tea or coffee cup. 

Have the table laid. with certain precise- 
ness. Many people will sympathize with that 
woman who said whimsically that her food 
would not go down straight when the dishes 
were put on crooked, Place dishes, plates, 
knives, forks, spoons, cups, and saucers with 
regularity that is yet not stiffness. The vase 
of flowers or dish of fruit should be the cen- 
ter of the table, the coffee equipage will take 
up one end of the board and the carver’s 
place usually fills the other end. Give cruet, 
salt-cellars, butter, and bread plates their ap- 
propriate positions in the marshaling of the 
other accessories. zs 

Bestow thought upon the menu of your 
breakfast and seek vanety. The best cooked 
oatmeal may pall upon the taste after awhile 
and an irregular sequenee of cereals is usuaily 
acceptable. Wheatlet, wheatena, Rex wheat, 
mush,. cerealine, hominy, granules, rice—

But the.cereal course, while itds the princi- 
pal part of the “breakfast to some peo- 
ple, is a_ trifle to others. Perhaps 
there is no ordinary prosaic topic upon 
which people diffey more widely than on 
breakfast. ‘lo one itis the best meal of the 
day, to which he comes with a hearty appe- 
tite; to another—and that other .is usually a 
woman—it is a daily penance to be endured, 
lest by foregoing it she should secure a head- 
ache later, and consumed on the principle 
that actuated Nicholas re or gg when, at 
Dotheboys Hall, he distended his stomach 
with a bowl of porridge—not that he wanted 
it then, but for fear he might need it later, 
when he could not get it. 


Selecting the Bill of Fare. 


Having recognized this divergence of opin- 
ion on the breakfast question, it will easily 
be seen how difficult it is to formulate any 
principles that may guide one in the selection 
of a bill of fare. In some homes heavy meat 
breakfasts are popular, but they are not the 
most digestible. The stomach should not 
have levied upon it so early in the day 
the task of assimilating too much solid 
food. Fish or eggs in some one of their pro- 
tean combinations will make the best choice, 
Hot breads for those who like it,. cold bread 
or toast for those who cherish due respect and 
consideration for their gastric organs, po- 
tatoes, possibly, fried, stewed, or baked, tea, 
coffee, ax chocolate—from these may a choice 
be made.

Dishes for Luncheon. 


If I have seemed to dwell at undue length 
on the breakfast it is because 1 have found 
it, in many.homes, to be the meal to which 
least attention is granted. Yet what other 
needs so much? 

The question of luncheon, for instance, de. 
mands much less thought Few are the 
homes where the men of the family return 
for this meal; and, although the same neat. 
ness and daintiness prescribed for the break. 
fast table should reign Here, it is usually a 
time at which to ispose 
those “left-overs” which, if. fj 
prepared, may be even more savory 
than dishes . made . of fresh materiais, 
If there are children in the family this should 
be their chief meai; where they have the 
medt, vegetables, and sweets they must be 
denied in the evening. This necessity fir 
making the luncheon a nursery meal decides 
the usual menu in many homes, where the 
mother relinquishes her own preferences for 
‘made dishes”? and meekly partakes of her 
chop or steak,’ potatoes and bread; or ricg 
pudding with the juvenile contingent. 

The table, at luncheon, may be spread as 
for breakfast, and at this time the small 
cloths are quite en regle. Tea or cocoa ig the 
beverage usually served at this meal, but the 
housekeeper need have no fear of commiting 
a breach of conventions at luncheon, for it ig 
conducted pretty much according to the indi. 
vidual taste. Everything may be put on the 
table at once, and people may wait upon 
themselves and upon one another with all the 
freedom they choose, 

At dinner it is quite another affair, If ever 
there is to bea state and ceremony in the 
household it should be at this meal, The 
cloth should be plain white, and if any color 
should be introduced ia the napery it may be 
in the centerpiece. Nothing ee On the 
table besides the necessary china, glass, and 
silver, except the flowers in the middie 
of the table and the small dishes of 
jelly, pickles, radishes, or bon-bons. The 
soup may be served by either host or hostéss 
into hot soup plates, and the fish or meat, or 
both, should come in reguiar- courses, Ata 
family dinner the carving may be done on the 
table, and there are still houses in which the 
dishes of vegetables also dre placed on the 
table instead of being passed by the servants, 
Of course this is not at all de rigueur at a din. 
but itis a great convenience in 
those establishments where but one servant ig 
kept and is practically unavoidable where the 
mistress does her own work, 


Serving the Salad, 


When salad is served it is a separate 
accompanied by crackers and cheese. It is 
after this and before the dessert that the 
crumbs should be brushed from the cloth and 
everything removed except the few articles 
that are required for the course of sweets, 
The fruit is placed on the table with the coffee, 
or this last may be served in the drawing. 
room. é 

It will readily be understood that these di- 
rections apply to simple home dinners. This 
paper is not designed to give instructions for 
the conduct of a dinner party at which every- 
thing must be managed ina precise fashion, 
The task of even serving a simple meal in 
courses is not light ina family where only 
one or no servant is employed, but even in- 
sufficient service does not excuse a_carel 
ness at table that frequently degenerates 
confusion, 

A few words may not come amiss for the 
benefit of those people who dine in the middle 
of the day, and have tea in the evening. 
hoon dinner may be conducted on the same 
lines as that served in the evening, though it 
usually lacks the air of pleasant ceremony 
which marks the repast eaten when the end 
of the day’s toil is reached, and people have 
the time and inclination to enjoy their leisure. 

Still there are few pleasanter meals than a 
well conducted tea or supper. The table 
should be laid as for breakfast or lunch, and 
there should always be provided at least one 
savory dish that will tempt the appetite. Who 
has not seen and contemned at country board- 
ing-houses the stereotyped chipped beef, dry 
and hard; the salt cod, cut in stri 
strips; the plates of cookies or cake, 
cold bread, the herb-like tea, that make up 
the staple supper? The housewife will find it 
little troubie to vary this by saiads, by cheese 
dishes, by eggs, toast, hot biscuit or rolls, 
cocoa or chocolate. Always at this, as at 
every other meal, must due attention be paid 
to the niceties of finger bowls, doilies, chang- 
ing of plates, and the other apparent triffes 
whose omission or observance makes all the 
difference between a well and an il! appointed 
table, Curisting Ternunge HERRIce.

‘Log Angeles to the Pacific Ocean a sewer | 
that in length and peculiar features is 
unique among the sewer systems of the 
world. It is nota huge clay pipe imbedded 
$#madeep cut, as is often exposed in city 
streets, but is made of brick and cement con- 
duits and continuous wooden barrel pipe, ex- 
tending in siphons three miles long up hill 
and down; with tunnels that burrow through 
opposing hills, and finally piercing the sand 
dunes that line the seacoast, projects ‘an 
iron tube 600 feet out upon the bed of 
the ocean.

In 1892 twenty-year 5 _ cent 
bonds for $395,000 were issued. Contracts 
were let and work begun in February, 1893. 
The construction has cost $375,000, leaving 
asurplus of $20,000. A charge is to be 
made to farmers for sewage and the income, 
it is expected, will pay the interest on these 
bonds.

FARMERS LOSE WITH 60-CENT WHEAT. 


George F. Gould Gives an Interesting Ar- 
gument and a Table. 

MaTrToon, Ill., March 6,—[{Editor of The Trib 
une. |—Will you please be so kind as to publish 
the following statement of the cost of an “acre 
of wheat”’ and what it costs to produce a bushel 
on land worth $50 an acre, allowing the average 
bushel to an acre to be twelve? \The acreage 
yield for fifteen years from 1876 to 1893 was 
11.75 bushels, but to be easy to figure and under- 
stand, even for Senator Peffer and the editor who 
thecrizes without figures and say wheat can be 
produced for 85 cents and 22 cents a bushel, we 
will call it even twelve bushels to the acre. The 
editor had some little excuse for his statement 
March 5, for he had a hard nut to crack to an- 
swer the questions pe by W.H. Harvey. The 
primary value of all property is its exchange 
value, ete. But Senator Peffer had no excuse for 
his statement. without producing an itemized 
statement to the public, as he isa public man 
and should not guess at values of farm pro:- 
ucts unless he is sure. Perhaps he knows 
and can give the figures to the public. If ao it 


] would prove one of the greatest blessings the 


farmer ever enjoyed. The writer hasbeen a 
wheat raiser ap asain shipper for nearly forty 
ears. He has made grain culture and the hand- 
Pag of grain a study, but must confess he can- 
not possibly put figures together “ in facts ”’ and 
bring out any such results as reported by the 
editor or Senator. In making a statement we 
will commence by calling an acre of land $50. 
Now, the interest on that amount for one year at 
7 per cent is $8.50, or, if a man rented same, it 
would cost him the same or more, as the land- 
lord would require someting more than interest 
to pay his taxes and other expenses. In this 
statement no “provision has been made for the 
wear and tear of machinery, harness, oil, etc.

IS A KENTUCKY RUIN. 


ALL THAT REMAINS OF THE OABIN 
WHERE LINOOLN WAS BORN. 


Recent Purchase of the Old Homestead In 
La Rue County by Maj. S. P. Gross 
Brings the Almost-Forgotten Farm Into 
Prominence Again—It Is Sixty Miles 
South west from Louisville Near Hodgen- 
villeSarrounded by a Weather- Beaten 
Rail Fence—Uncle Sam May Buy It. 

Louisvituz, Ky., March 7.—[Special Cor- 

respondence.|—It once seemed that, like 
Homer and Columbus, Abraham Lincoln 
would have several localities contending for 
the honor of his birth. The mutter was not 
long allowed to remain in doubt, however, 
and biographers are able to point to the exact 
spot where the martyr President tirst saw the 
light. The recent purchase vf this place, in 
La Rue County, Ky., bya man who hasin 
view the establishment of a resért of national 
interest, like Mount Vernon and the Hermit- 
age, has drawn fresh attention to the back- 
woods settlemen which gave to the world so 
great and unique a character. 


The purchaser of the property is Maj. S. P. » 


Gross, the genius who presided over the des- 
tinies of the restauraut in the Kentucky 
Building at the World’s Fair. 

Nearly sixty miles southwest from Louis- 
ville on the C. O. and S. W. railway is the 
little Town of Hodgensville. It takes four 
hours to run down there from this city. 
Hodgensville is distinctly countrified. It is 
visited rarely by any persons from the great 
world beyond, except drummers. Now and 
then ,a stray tourist makes a pilgrimage 
to the remarkable but little known 
farm, three miles to the southward, 
where the futher of Lincoln settled eighty- 
five years ago. From Hodgensville only a 
country road leads out to the old homestead, 
and the visitor finds himself under the neces- 
sity of hiring a livery rig to reach it. The 
country exhibits nothing remarkable in its 
characteristics, and the soil seems generally 
to be of a poor clay formation. Much of the 
available land has been cleared and fenced 
for farming purposes and some fine places are 
seen. 

When one looks at the surroundings no 
wonder is felt that Lincoln should have ex-

The Lincoln homestead was a few years ago 
the property of Richard Cradle, from whose 
heirs Maj. Gross bought it. Though originally 
laid off for 100 acres, it is really 110 acres 
in extent. As in’ the case of many other 
rudely surveyed tracts in Kentucky a close 
measurement shows it contains a larger 
piece of territory than was intended. Most 
of the land has been cleared and is sur- 
rounded by a weather-worn rail fence. Of the 
old single-room log hut in which the Presi-

dent was born there remains only a heap of 
stones where the rough chimney stood. All 
else has disappeared, though the decayed 
stump of what is ‘said to have been 
a pear tree ig seén neat by. A few hundred 
yards to the southwest there now standsa 
substantial farmhouse, which manifestly be. 
longs to a later era. The place has been in 
the hands of farm tenants for several years 
and shows signs of neglect. Weeds have 
grown up around the yard and wild shrubbery 
in the fence corners. The house itself was 
vacant when visited. A more unpromising 
place for the birth of a great man was prob- 
ably never seen, and the original dwelling 
was certainly scarcely better than the dreary 
fourteen feet square hut at Elizabethtown, in 
which Thomas Lincoln, the President’s father, 
first settled upon his marriage with Nancy 
Hanks in 1806. 

Only one living person recollects Lincoln 
in the days of his childhood spent in La Rue 
County. This is an aged farmer who still re- 
sides in that locality. His name is Austin 
Gollaher. For decades: past he has been the 
single surviving eye witness of occurrences in 
those early days of the future President’s ca- 
reer. Mr. Gollaher takes pleasure in recount- 
ing how on one occasion when he was 9 years 
of age and Lincoin but 7 he fished the latter 
out of Knob Creek, a considerable stream of 
the locality. The future President had fallen 
in while the boys were crossing the stream on

a foot-log and was in imminent danger of 
drowning. 

Although not communicative on the subject 
of his early life, Lincoln, it seems, always re- 
tained a tenderness for his birthplace, On 
one occasion in 1864 J. H. Rodman, the 
father of D. M. Rodman, an attorney of this 
city, went to Washington as one of the Com- 
missioners from La Rue County to expostu- 
late against a fresh conscription, La Rue hav. 
ing already furnished more than its quota of 
men to the Union army, On hearing the 
circumstances Lincoln at once signed the 
order granting the relief asked for. In the 
same conversation he told Mr. Rodman he 
was born in Hardin County, a portion of 
which, including the Lincoln homestead, in 
1843, was erected into La: Rue. 

Another puint of almost as great interest as 
the President’s birthplace is the farm to 
which Thomas Lincoln moved when his son 
was but 4 years old, It is but a few miles dis.

After several wild ** break- 
downs,’' the tempting glebe is passed around 
for refreshments. Corn liquor, of course, is 
a necessary adjunct. 

These beings make noattempt at regular 
work. They eke out their existence in the 
winter by selling kindling wood in town, and 
durjng the summer the most energetic pick 
an@ sell blackberries and huckleberries, which 
grow in profusion there. Some of them own 


donkeys and these, attached to the little two-. 


wheeled, nondescript vehicles, are familiar 
sights along the public highways leading to 
Milledgeville. 

One thing is certain however squalid and 
wretched these unfortunate mortals may be 
there is always on hand a bountiful supply of 
children, and they follow fast in the footsteps 
of their fathers. Numerous efforts at differ- 
ent times have been made to better the condi- 
tion of the clay-eaters. Preachers of every 
denomination have tried their skill at turning 
them from the error of their way. but to all 
appearances they have wasted their ammuni- 
tion. They are barbarians still, and they die 
as they have lived, in the midst of the deepest 
— and misery, unwept, unmourned, un- 
oved,

The Arizona Indian Village is a typical In- 
dian affair. The queer little huts that look 
like beehives were built i the Indians them- 
selves out of straw broug , 
from Arizona. They parch and grind their 
own corn by rubbing it. between two stones, 
and their simple fare is gotten ready with the 
aid of a fire in the open. Strange, gaunt cacti 
grow around the camp, one of which is, it ap- 
pears, the largest ever transplanted. It 
measures no less than thirty-two feet. 
The Indians talk only among them- 
selves. They have woven _ fences 
around their huts. They have constitutional 
walks around the grounds of the Fair two or 
three times daily, and as Indians march in 
strict Indian file it is a novel but healthy 
advertisement. Among them are Yakie, 
Yumas, and Papagoes, all of whom are ignor- 
ant of the English language. Although they 
are untutored and apparently somewhat wild, 
it is interesting to watch them make pottery 
and baskets. They turn out artistic work 
with the erudest of tools. Their carved walk- 
ing sticks are neat. The science of gastron- 
omy is also one that pleases them, and their 
different foods, notably their pinole food 
(parched corn in milk and water), their 
cubierto (preserved cactus fruit), are worthy

yell and quarrel the more interesting and at- 


tractive they appear to become. 

- So far, however, the most successful con- 
cession and the most novel one is the Forty- 
nine Mining Camp. Californians one and all 
visit the strange camp, and Easterners and 
Europeans can realize what they have read so 
often about the gold discoveries of years gone 
bywhen they gaze upon John W. Mackay’s 
old cabin, or upon those of Senator George

It is all wotked 
quietly, and although open to all customers it 
is not conducted on the plan of an ordi- 
nary gambling house, and those who wish to 
pass by without bemmg tempted by the presid- 
ing goddess are;at liberty to do so un- 
molested. Perhaps the mést interesting ob- 
jects of the camp are theold forty-niners 
themselves, with ‘*‘ Papa Peake”’ at their head. 
This worthy old gentleman runs a little 
restawant of his -own, and his bill of fare 
contains but one item, beans baked in. the 
ground, which dish is having quite a phenom- 
enal success when it is remembered that San 
Franciscans boast, and rightly so, of having 
the best restaurants in the world. There is, 
of eourse, a dancing hall where Spanish 
evtige and Mexican dances are given in the 
regular old style. As there is a bar in almost 
every hut and cabin in the place things get 
pretty.lively in the forty-nine camp about 10 
o'clock at night. No hour for closing.- has 
as yet been advertised, and when one 
has spent a few minutes in the hospitable 
inclosure he will never deny the fact that the 
_old forty-niners with their tales of by-gone 
times and the pretty senoritas who dance the 
fandango and the tarantella do all in their 
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of being sampled. 

Great care seems to have been exercised all 
over the fair with the restaurants and other 
places where eatables and drinkables are 
ou sale. Of course there are no end of coffee 
kiosks. The Californian is liberal when he 
crosses the threshold of a restaurant, and in 
San Francisco, where nobody is supposed to 
remain less than an hour at table, the caterers 
vie with one’ another for excellence. The 
banquets given on the Midwinter Fair grounds 
are up to the standard of those of any large 
city of the world. The Midwinter Fair will 
go down to posterity as having had, among 
other remarkable exhibits, a great culinary 
display. 


ROSA BONHEUR AT HOME, 


A Visit to Her Hiding-Place and Work- 
shop at By. 

In the little village of By. a quarter of an 
hour’s drive through the woods from the rail- 
way station at Moret, Rosa Bonheur has 
buried herself for years, forgetful of afd flee- 
ing from the world, devoting herself entirely 


to her work. 

Jules Claretie, in the Courier des Etats 
Unis, gives an account of a recent visit to the 
nook in which she has thus secluded herself. 

‘* By,” he says, “‘is a village of one, long 
treet, lined with s mall houses, among which, 
distinguished by a greater degree of elegance 
than the rest, rises the mansion of brick and 
stone, substantial but unpretentious, of the 
artist.

“King of the Schnorrers” the Title of a 
Story Which Has Already Attracted 
Attention and Has Dramatic Possibili- 
tiesPrincipal Character Would Afford 
an @pportunity to the Flamboyant 
Style of Henry Irving—Other Striking 
Sketches, e 

‘The King of ‘the Schnorrers,’’ by Isaac 
Zangwill, which has been expected with in- 
terest on both sides of the Atlantie, is not the 
title of a novel, but of the longest of a series 
of short stories dealing principally with Jew- 
ish life in London. (Macmillan & Co.) The 
author is favorably known to the readers of 
periodical literature; he has written ** Chil- 
dren of the Ghetto,”’ etc., and is quickly mak- 
ing a name for himself, He has an incisive 
style and his chief quality is a certain sharp- 
ness of humor. In depicting his fellow- 

Israelites he is on a higher plane than such 

writers as the author of *‘ Dr. Philips ”’ jand 

similar vulgar satirists. Mr. Zangwill is a 

scholar and a man of breeding, who immedi- 

ately wins one’s respect by the fact that he 
sympathizes with the highest aspirations of 
his race. 

Of the twelve or fifteen sketches in this vol- 

ume the one which most powerfully impressed

No further extract is needed to show the 
quality of Isaac Zangwill, who is destined to 
be better known in the field of English 
fiction. Anidea may be given, however, of 
the principal story which lends the book 
its title. ‘* Schnorrer”’’ is a beggar, and the 
Jewish ‘ Schnorrer” is as unique among 
beggars as Israel among nations. The scene 
of the present tale is Lonflon, and the time 
chosen the eighteenth century—a_ period 
when, as the author says in the first chapter, 
“Lord George Gordon becaine a Jew, 
and was suspected of insanity; when, 
out. of respect for the prophecies, 
England denied its Jews every civic right 
except that of paying taxes; when the Gentle- 
man’s Magazine had ill words for the infidel 
alien; when Jewish marriages were invalid 
and bequests for Hebrew colleges void; when 
a prophet prophesying Primrose day would 
have been set in the stocks, though Pitt in- 
clined his private ear to Benjamin Goldsmid’s 
views on the foreign loans—in thode days Mr. 
Isaac Zangwil! opens in the court-gard of the 
Great Synagogue the story which he calls 
* King of Schnorrers.”’ 

Awaiting the exit of the congregation in the 
court-yard was a crowd of schnorrers, or beg- 

ars. (In the eighteenth century London 

ews were very rich or very poor. ) 

This motley crew had tangled beadds and lon 
hair that fell in curls, though not the curls of 
the period; but the gaberdines of the German 
Grhettos had been in many cases exchanged for 
the knee-breeches and many-buttoned jacket of 
the Londoner. In the motley crowd towered the 
hero of this tale, “a tall, black-bearded tur- 
baned personage. a glance at whom showed him 
to be of thetrue tribe. None but a echnorrér 
would wear a home-made turban, issue of a biack 
cap crossed with a white kerchief: none but a 
schnorrer would uabutton the first nine buttons

rving has subtle and varied kinds of comedy 
which gleamed from cock-plumed Mephis- 
topheles in his costume of graduated red; 
from the gray, senile Louis cackling over 
some scheme of treachery; froin the 
swaggering, besotted Dubosc, or from 
bert Macaire. Robert Macaire is the 
impersonation one was  feeli for with 
which to compare the creation that has just 
come from the pen of Isaac Zangwill. The 
hero of the present tale bears a strong resein- 
blance to the ragged, gallant, dashing pick- 
pocket which Frederick Lemaitre made im- 
mortal on the French stage—a figure which 
may be seen nowadays on our comic opera 
boards, asin the receat production of * Er- 
minie,’”’ Like the Parisian chevalier d’indus- 
trie, the King of the Schnorrers has ir him a 
basis of genuine breeding; he is of high de- 
scent; he comes of the blood of the Sephardi, 
which is as much as if an_ En. 
glishman should boast that he came 
of _ * the blood of the ©“ Howards.”’ 
This regal and patriarchal mendicant differs 
from the French gentleman-rogue in the im- 
portant particular that there is no taint of 
criminality in him; on the contrary, he quotes 
the Talmud and construes it to the letter— 
too literally as his friends tind out—and he 
symbolizes the power of caste which is greater 
the nearer one approaches the Orient. Caste 
exists everywhere; it is greater in Asia than 
in Europe; greater in Eurepe than in Amer- 
ica; greater in New York than in Chicago; 
but there is caste everywhere, even in the 
lowest grades of our own slums, as one may 
learn from an interesting article in the cur- 
rent Century. The King of the Schrorrers is 
not only the head of the Jewish 
mendicants, but he is more—he 
is the Don Quixote of beggardom. 
His name is Manasseh Bueno Barzillai Azeve- 
do da Costa—a name which is alone sufficient 
to overwhelm the contrasting figure in the 
story, who isa rich Cockney 
to technically designate. this opposing per- 
sonage, Joseph Grobstock. This new Don 
Quixote has his Sancho just as Macaire has 
his low comedy companion familiarly known 
on the American boards as *‘Caddy.”’ Lhe 
satellite in this instance is a ridiculous little 
Pole named Yankeleben Yitzchok. The lu- 
dicrous effect is thus obtained of dignity and 
impudence. | 

Every nation amuses itself with some type 
of shrewd idleness which feasts on the cfe- 
dulity and ignorance of the industrious crowd. 
The lazy fox is admired among men asamong 
animals. The ne’er-do-well who lives by his 
wits, who laughs and grows fat while his sober 
brethren are at toil, this type is in every liter- 
ature; and one is not surprised that he should 
exist among the thrifty Jews. The Americans 
have him in many shapes. The poetical and 
sentimental phase of him is incarnated in 
Rip Van Winkie—Rip, whom the old people

against the. amiable rascal. 

Descend to farce and you will find the same 

type—broadened and exaggerated, but essen- 

tially the same—in Old Hoss, the hero of ‘*A 

Parlor Match.’’ That farce lasts year after 

year, and people wonder why. Because it 

contains an immortal type of humor and hu- 

manity—a type though it is in the crude ore. 
But this is a digression. 

And whatis the outline of the story called 
**The King of Schnorrers’’? One does not 
propose to furnisha synopsis, as one did in 
the dramatic sketch ‘‘A Tragi-Comedy of 
Creeds,’’ because the interestin that piece 
centered in the situation, while in this the in- 
terest arises principally from the contrast 
of characters, though the incidents 
are broadly humorous and human. 
One was pleased with ‘‘A Tragi-Comedy of 
Creeds’”’ for its modernness of spirit; it could 
not have been written in its strain of human 
sympathy in any former age of the world. 
Qn the other hand, one admires “King of 
Schnorrers’’ for nearly an opposite reason, 
because it is marked by an art which has in 
itsomething of the sturdy humor of Boccaccio 
and something of the sympathy of Cervantes, 

In one of his latest volumes of stories Mr. 
Jerome K, Jerome wrote a preface in order to 
distinctly inform his readers that certain of 
his sketches were intended to be taken seri- 
ously. Having written certain affecting 
things without properly labeling them, sever- 
al of his dense countrymen (at least so he as- 
serts) wrote tocomplain that they were not 
as amusing as usual. Mr. Zangwill has no 
reason to fear that his stories may be mis- 
construed, though he modestly observes in 
his preface: ** Of these shorter stories it may 
be said that they are both tragic and comic, 
and I will not usurp the critics’ prerogative 
by determining which is which.”’ t.0.M

Since they have been brought under 
military influences the officers of the 
school Bay the boys have de- 
veloped a marked Christian manliness 
of character. Prof. 9. C. Gtrauer, who is 
absorbed in the work of the Boys’ Brigade, 
says the great problem of how to hold a boy 
to Sunday-school work when he gets to be 
over 14 years old has been solved. The dis- 
cipline of the Tenth Company is perhaps as 
rigid as that of any like command in the bri- 
gade. Atevery drill the company is inspect- 
ed on West Point lines. There is a sharp cor- 
rection of any delinquent. whose face and 
hands are not clean or whose hair, clothes, 
and shoes are not brushed. The general ap- 
pearance of the boys shows the good results 
arising from this close scrutiny by their offi- 
cers. At the end of every six 
it is the custom of Capt. Grauer 
to give a valuable medal, to the’ boy 
who stands highest in the following points: 
Attendance at drill, Sunday-school, and 
church ; personal neatness in drill hall and

companies are officered by boys,a fact that 
makes the. excellent discipline maintained 
still the more remarkable. One of the first 
of these private companies to be organized 
was the Sheridan Guards, which was recruited 
nearly four years ago by Edward S. Walton 
from among the boys living in the immediate 
neighborhood of the McCormick Theological 
Seminary, upon the grounds of which the 
guards have done the greater part of their 
drilling. The organization is not connected 
with any church or Sunday-school, and it al- 
ways has been self-supporting. The uniform 
is gray and in model is like that of the United 
States army. The arms used are thirty-two- 
caliber cadet rifles with detachable bayonets. 
The company has a stand of colors which was 
given to it by the people ae near the semi- 
nary grounds. The guards have given two 
successful entertainments, and have taken 
part in two street parades, one of which was 
at the time of the dedication of the World’s 
Fair buiidings. Capt. Walton has succeeded 
in making a thoroughly military-looking or- 
ganization out of his command of thirty boys, 
and has brought the company to a state of 
proficiency in the manual and in marching 
that makes it compare rather more than fa- 
vorably with some of the companies of the 
Boys’ Brigade. Capt. Walton and his First 
Lieutenant, Wallace Kotz, are both among the 
younger members of the First Regiment Illi- 
nois National Guard. The other officers of 
the Sheridan Guards are:

The Fullerton Cadets is the name of a bat- 
talion organization of two companies, the 
original enlistments for which were made in 
the Sunday-school of the Fullerton Avenue 
Presbyterian Church in August, 1891. A.S. 
Maltmann, at that time superintendent of the 
school, originated the idea and placed the 
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work in charge of Alexander Caird, who still 
remains at the head of the battalion, The 
command at its organization was wn as 
the Fullerton Avenue Cadet Corps and was 
composed entirely of boys belonging to the 
Sunday-school of the Presbyterian church, 
but since then a change of name has been 
made to the “Fullerton Cadets,’ and boys 
from neighboring Sunday schuols are eligible. 
At the North Chicago Sunday school field day 
exercises in 1892 the Fullerton Cadets se- 
cured the first prize in competitive drill, a 
handsomely mounted American flag. The 
cadets marched in the civil parade preceding 
the dedication exercises of the World’s: Fair 
buildings. Beginning with a membership of 
twenty boys the cadets have on their rolls to- 
day sixty names. Five-sixths of the members 
are fully armed and equipped, money for this 
purpose having been raised by means of 
efitertainments arranged by the corps. At 
the present time the battalion is having a 
series of prize drills for three medals, one of 
which was presented bya member of the 
church. The battalion formation consists of 
two companies and adrum corps. The offi- 
cers are: 

Alexander Caird, Major; Fred L. Roach, Adju- 
tant; W. McC. Foster, Quartermaster; A. L. 
Simpson and H.;N. Hosick, Captains; G. M.

There is on the West Side of Chicagoa 
eadet regiment, or more properly a_ bat- 
talion, consisting of five companies of boys 
banded together and forming what the mem- 
bers call the First Regiment of Chicago 
cadets. This is a wholly private military 
organization self-organized, equipped, and 
maintained. The cadets have hed a battalion 
organization for nearly a year and to know 
that the boys have received lasting benefit 
physically and morally one needs but to go to 
the Second Regiment Armory any Saturday 
night at 8 o’clock and there witness one of 
the command’sdrills. The primary objects in 
organizing the companies composing the 
battalion as given by one of the officers were: 
‘To increase the quantity and better the 
quality of the patriotism of the youths of this 
great city; second, to teach and encourage 
the members to be better citizens; third, to 
build up the physique of the members}; fourth, 
to better their morals; fifth, to fulfill the 
wish of the boys of today to be soldiers.’’ The 
officer commanding the battalion is Col. G. 
H. Place, No. 1151 West Adams street. He 
has for his Adjutant First Lieut. W. B. Lath. 
rop, No. 1286 Jackson boulevard. 

Ex-President Harrison wrote recently’ an 
aiticie on the organization and drill of school 
boys as cadets. The article was prompted by 
the widely extended movement for such or- 
ganization. Edward Berwick, in an article 
touching upon the same subject, laments the 
recent rapid development of the American 
military spirit. Whether one agrees with or 
differs from Mr. Berwick’s feelings, he states 
one thing that may be 2 em ry as the real 
reason for the recent revival of interest in all 
things pertaining to the military. “ Like 
other agues,’’ he says, “‘that shake the body 
politic, militarism is intermittent. After our 
civil war a chill setin. Now again a rising 
temperature bespeaks a strong accession to 
the military fever.”

Demand for Mexican Dollars=No Large 
Mint in China. 

San Francisco Chronicle: Shipments of 
Mexican dollars to China go by every outgo- 
ing steamer. The silver bullion in bars and 
bricks sent out is usually considerable. The 
Peru took for Hongkong banks yesterday 
$142,000 in Mexican dollars, $151,000 
worth of bar silyer, and $1,395 in gold coin 
and 4,600 Peruvian soles. Silveris the prin- 
cipal circulating medium in China, as it is in 
Japan, India, and other Oriental countries. 
By the Peru there was also $39,000 in bar 
silver to Japanese bunks in Yokohama and 
Tokio. The totalshipment by the steamer 
was $338,059. 

Nearly every steamer sailing from here to 
the Orient takes from $200,000 to $400,000 
in specie. The shipments are gradual, but 
steady. The demand for Mexican dollars in 
China is steady and increasing. 

Japan has a mint for the coining of yens, or 
dollars, and smaller denominations, but 
China mints nothing higher than a 20-cent 
piece. The lower Celestial coinage is 10 
cents and 5 cents silver and “cash.” It 
takes from 1,000 to 1,020 of the cash, which 
is brass, to make one Mexican dollar. 

The Japanese circulate as a coin of general 
use a bronze and copper piece called a *‘ sen,”’ 
This isa medium of exchange. Its relative 
value is about 120 to 130 for a yen, or Jap- 
anese dollar. There arethe silver 50-cent 
pieces of Hongkong,a British coin, a Chi- 
nese silver 25-cent piece, a silver 10-cent 
piece, and a brass “‘ cash’ piece. The “1 sen” 
coin is Japanese and of bronze and copper. 

There isno mintin China of any proportions. 
The greatest demand in that country is fora 
circulating medium of small denomination. 
The lower class of Chinese prefer the “ cash.”’ 
One hundred pieces of it are looked upon as a 
good deal of money. The superabundance of 
‘**cash’’only equals a 10-cent piece. 

E. A. Shepard, the broker, in speaking of 
the exportation of Mexicandollars and silver 
bullion to China, said yesterday: ‘** The Chi- 
nese are a superstitious people, and.are afraid 
of each other in their dealings. The Mexican 
dollar has become so general and so well 
known in China that it would take a long 
time to replace it as a circulating medium. 
Smaller denominations of coins of general 
circulation are now produced in China. It is 
quite probable that in time China will mint 
her own dollar coins, The fineness of the 
Mexican silver, which is 900, is the same as 
the American coins, made of the white metal.”’ 

It was reported some time ago that Lai 
Hung Chang, the Chinese diplomat and schol- 
ar, had succeeded in having money appro- 
priated fora mint to be erected at Canton.

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HIS GENTLER NATURE 


LIGHT ON THE GENIAL SIDE OF GEN. 
SHERIDAN'S OHARAOTER 


Kind Words and Deeds That Endeared 

| Him to His Subordinates=Charges of 
Profanity and Drunkenness Refuted by 
an Officer Who Was Closely Associated 
With Him for Several Years=Chrisgmas 
Gifts to the Orphaned Children of a 
Confederate Officer. 

So many things have been said and written 
of our great cavalryman that were based on 
camp rumor only, and so many inaccurate 
and even unjust estimates made of his habits 
and character from absolutely untrue reports, 
that I have thought it would be not unwise, 
anda only simple justice, to set down some 
facts regarding him that came under my ob- 

_gervation during a term of nearly sixteen 
years of almost continuous service upon his 
personal staff. I first saw the General in the 
spring of 1864 at or near Chestertield Sta- 
tion, Va., after his return from his raid on 

Richmond. The next day I was ordered to 

report to him for duty, and from that time 

‘forward, with the exception of a short term of 
ice with the Ninth United States Cavalry 

n the fall of 1866, I served constantly with 

m until the summer of 1881, barring about 
six months in 1867, when I was in hospital 
at Fort Wallace, Kansas, from wounds re- 
ceived in the Indian campaign cf that year, 
and again for eighteen months in the years 
1875 and 1876, when I was abroad on duty. 

Notwithstanding the various assertions re- 
garding his *‘terrible oaths,’ Sheridan was 
not in any sense of the word an habitual 
swearer. In fact, I can only recalla few oc- 

 casions, certainly not more than a dozen in 
all my length of service with him, when I 
heard him use an oath, and I have been with 
him at times when his temper was sorely 
tried by military, political, and personal mat- 

’ ters that would -have tested that of a saint, to 
say nothing of that of a cavalryman. When 

- things went particularly wrong, or he was un- 
usually annoyed, he hada way of nervously 
pulling down one corner of his mustache and 
biting the end of it, especiaHy if he were on 

- horseback or sitting at his desk; and some- 
times he would rise and pace the room to and 
fro in a quick, energetic way that boded no 

_ good to his opponent. But, ail the same, he 
rarely anathematized either persons or facts 
in the matter under discussion. 

He once said to me while discussing the ac- 
tion of troops under certain conditions: 
** Sometimes when a line breaks suddenly un- 
der fire, if you are promptly at hand before 
the men become panic-stricken, you may pos- 
sibly drive them back into line again with ‘a 
few round oaths, but rarely. Once a line is 
broken, if you have no supports or natural de- 
fenses to fall back upon and are in tne open, 
the only way is to get the men back out of 
range before trying to reform them.”’ 

Quiet and Contained. 

Usually his manner was quiet and con- 
tained. He spoke in a low but distinct tone of 
voice, was exceedingly courteous to all with 
whom he came in contact, and was anything 
but the typical rough rider so many people 
seem to haveimagined him. I think that two 
popular magazine articles written at the close 
of the War of the Rebellion, one entitled 
* With Sheridan in the Shenandoah” and 
the other “‘ Personal Recollections of Sheri- 
dan,”’ both compiled principally from camp 
rumor and worked up by men who, asa 
matter of fact, scarcely knew him personally, 

were largely responsible for this opinion. 

He felt really hurt at one of the articles. I 
wrote at his dictation and he signed and sent 
a protest to one of the publishers against his 
being held up as one who habitually rounded 
his periods with oaths. If my memory serves 
me he wrote something in this fashion: 
‘While I may at times in the field, under 
great excitement, have used profane words, I 
am certainly unwilling to be put upon record 
as an habitually profane person.”’ The pub- 
lishers courteously acknowledged the receipt of 
his letter and expressed their great regret that 
the article in questién misrepresented him. 

Now that t am striving to correct some 
mistaken impressions concerning him I Wish 
to speak of another one—the general belief 
that he used liquor to excess. While like 
many officers of the old frontier army of ante- 
bellum days he was accustomed to a daily use 
of liquor, nevertheless he was in fact a light 

drinker, and a drink for him meant about two 
Cathy ph of liquor of any kind—rarely 
more. He almost never drank alone, but would 
wait until some friend happened in-before 
touching the decanter. At table a glass or two 
ofsherry and one of claret, and now and then, 
when entertai friends, a glass or two of 
champagne in addition, was about the extent. 
In ordinary life he frequently confined him- 
self to sherry or claret. In all my sixteen 
years of service with him I never saw him at 
any time, orin any place, or undé@r any cir- 
cumstances, in the slightest degree under the 
influence of liquor. 

Once when 
to Washington and we were stopping at Will- 
ard’s Hotel I remember that Gen. Grant 
called to see and consult with him one Sun- 
day morning. Gen. Sheridan rang and or- 
dered up a bottle of whisky and some cigars. 
They came and the bottle was being opened 

just as I left the room forchurch. As I 

reached the foot of the stairs I met an enter- 

i correspondent of a well-known New 

ork daily newspaper, then bitterly in the 
opposition. To his inquiry as to whether Gen. 

rant was with Gen. Sheridan I replied in the 
affirmative, and to his second question, as to 
whether the bellboy who had just taken up the 
bottle and cigars had gone to Gen. Sheridan’s 
room, my reply was ** Yes.”’ 

On my return from church I found Gen. 
Grant still there, but just about leaving. To 

. Sheridan’s question, ** Won’t you have a 

drink before going?’ he replied, ‘* No, but 

I'll take a fresh cigar.”’ 

After he had left the room I corked the bot- 
tle and placed it on the mantel and noticed 
that only two drinks had been taken from it; 
but the next day’s New York paper in ques- 
tion bristled with the head lines, *‘ Sunday 
Orgies at Willard’s. Grant Reels Home from 
a Drinking Bout with Sheridan,” the corre- 
spondent having drawn heavily on his imagi- 
nation for his facts and made his point 


thereby. . 
A Chicago Incident. . 
While stationed in Chicago a friend said to 
me: ‘* How Mrs. Blank hates Sheridan. You 
should have heard her pitch into him yester- 
day. It seems she saw him drunk in his yard 
_ @n Michigan avenue the day before, and the 

did not spare him, I can assure you.” 
'. “That could not possibly have been so,”’ 
‘Was my ney “* for the General is now some- 
where in Rocky Mountains on his annual 
trip, and has not been in the city for more 
than a month post.”’ 

‘* But Mrs. Blank says she saw him.”’ 

“* No matter what she says. Her statement 
is not true, for the General does not get 
drunk, and, furthermore, he has not been east 
of the Mississippi for the last four weeks,” 
was my rejoinder. 

My friend looked astonist.ed and I was in- 
dignant. Twoor three days later, however, 
the og eee Bora unraveled. For many years 
Gen. Sheridan’s cook and housekeeper was a 
most ble colored woman, Mary Law- 
rence. Her husband, Robert, was formeriy 
the General’s butler, but having suffered a 
slight stroke of se 9 had been relegated 

@s helper to kitchen, and a 
rey man had taken his * piace. 

) rt was a light mulatto, with a 
drooping mustache and was about the same 
height as the General. Naturally he fell heir 
to many of the Generai’s partially worn civil- 
fan suits. In those days the General wore a 

| hatin thesummer. It was made for 
im after a pattern he picked up in the South- 
west somewhere. Of course rt was pre- 
sented with his old summer hats also, and 
* €onsequently the General and himself were 

the only persons who wore that queer-sha 

ow, two ordinary drinks of whis-

I merely write of 
these two cases to show how easily erroneous 
reports regarding prominent men are some- 
times given currency. 

Gen. Sheridan’s bronzed face and _— 
color gave him the look of a person who 
might bea heavy drinker, but his high color 
was partially owing to the fact that his pulse 
was abnormally im. One of the attending 
surgeons at his Headquarters told me that 
when he first felt his pulse he was greatly 
puzzled until he ascertained. the true  condi- 
tion of things. It seems that the pulse aver- 
aged from fifteen to twenty beats faster than 
that of the ordinary man. The General en- 
hee good living and highly-seasoned food. 

o that and his sedentary habits during the 
ast few years of his life I attribute _ his in- 
creasing weight as he approached middle age. 

Belonged to the Old School. 

In some little things he had the quaint ways 
of one of the old school. For instance, I was 
for several years a member of his household. 
I am not and never have been a smoker and 
yet I cannot recall a time when, as he fre- 
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quently did, he passed his cigars to his even- 
ing callers that he ever omitted to offer them 
tome. Once I said to him: ‘* You know 
that I never smoke. Why trouble yourself to 
pass me the cigars?”’ 

“True,” said he, ‘*but you might change 
your mind.”’ | 

On one occasion at an army reunion an old 
friend, who had served with the General dur- 
ing the war, said to me: 

**How the*old man’ enjoys this 
See his eyes shine. He feels his oats.’ 
For reply. I pointed to the glasses standing 
around the General’s plate. 

* Well, I'll be blanked,’”’ was the response. 
“He hasn’t touched anything but sherry.” 

It was a fact—all of his other wine giasses 
were just as filled by the waiters. Nota drop 
had been taken from them. Ihave seen him 
do this at public banquets a number of times. 
He would not turn his glasses down for fear it 
might dampen good fellowship, but permit 
the servants to fill them without interruption 
and then let them stand untouched. I have 
sumetimes thought that his reputation as a 
drinking man arose from his invariable cus- 
tom during his bachelor days of.always tender- 
ing wine or other liquor to his friends.who 
came to his residence to see him—a remnant 
of frontier hbospitality-that clung to him tor 
many years. 

Affection for Volunteers, 


His affection for and belief in the men who 
served with him during the warin the volun- 
teer forces was absolutely unbounded. Dur- 
ing ny service with him in Chicago I recol- 
lect that on one occasion as we were walking 
together he met and stopped to speak with ‘a 
citizen, an. old army friend of his who had 
made a fine record during the war. After we 
had left him he walked on some distance 
without speaking and then suddenly broke 
out: ‘“*I never pass a man whom know 
served in the volunteer forces during the war 
that I don’t feel like taking off my hat to 
him. Only think of it! Givmg up four of 
the best years of his life, risking everything 
for the sake of the country, and then coming 
back home again, picking up his work where 
he left it, and quietly taking his place as a 
citizen of the republic, satisfied with the 
simple fact that when the country needed 
him he did his duty. It’s really grand.” 
While be was in command of the Army of 
the Shenandoah in thesummer and: fall of 
1864 instructions had been given that each 
morning at daylight while the army was on 
the march one of the staff ofticers from each 
division should report at his headquarters the 
condition of the division, whether anything of 
importance had transpired within its lines 
during the night. As the whole command 
generally moved soon after dawn these offi- 
| cers were frequently invited to take pot-luck 
with some of us, and they would then move 
out with headquarters and rejoin their own 
commands as opportunity offered. While 
these officers were on the march with the staff 
I noticed that he frequently sent for them, 
and as they rode by his side he hud a few 
—— words to say and inquiries to make. 
t struck me that in that manner he became 
rather intimately acquainted with them and 
picked up many ideas regarding the person- 
nel of the various field officers serving in the 
divisions under him that otherwise he would 
not have been likely to acquire. This 
knowledge, I have no doubt, was put 
to good use on more than one 
occasion. He always insisted upon especial 
courtesy being shown to every one who visited

headquarters for any purpose whatsoever, 


and he was at all times accessible to any one, 
even enlisted men. His reception of the 
junior Second Lieutenant who had just 
Joined was as courteous and considerate as 
that given to one of his division command- 
ers. If an officer did his best and the General 
was satisfied that he had done so, even though 
he had failed in accomplishing his undertak- 
ing, he had only kind words for him. 


Taking the Sting from Failure. 


During a hotly contested engagement under 
his command one of the younger officers of 
the horse artillery fairly hurled his guns upon 
the enemy, who was stubbornly contesting 
every foot of ground over which he was re- 
earns. ae his ee he 

stripped support, foe perceivi 
it, and being reinforced, turned suddenly je 
attacked him savagely, driving him back, 
killing many of his horses, and after a des- 
perate struggle succeeding in capturing and 
carrying off one of his guns. Soon after the 
officer, who was rather a favorite with the: 
loss, his lips 


quivering, his voice broken, and his eyes filled 
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with tears of mingled rage and mortification. 
The General looked up smilingly and re- 
plied: ‘“ Blank, I’ never was 80 pleased nor 
so well satisfied with you as I am today. 
He would not tolerate laxness, but he ap- 
iated pluck and energy even in \disaster. 
e rarely, allowed himself to be unduly an- 
noyed by those little things so trying at times 
to one’s temper that are very sure to crop up 
in unexpected ways during an active cam- 
paign. A good instance of this occurred 
when the cavalry corps was rejoining the 
Army of the Potomac early in March, 1865. 
Sheridan had started up the Shenandoah 
Valiey from Winchester, fought and scattered 
the remnents of Gen. Early’s forces at 
Waynesboro, crossed the Blue Ridge Mount- 
ains, and moved down towards Richmond 
through the James River Valley, smashing up 
the canal and railroad on his way. We were 
now rejoining our old command preparatory 
to the final struggle that ended at Appo- 
mattox. iad 
The corps had been crossing the river on 
a pontoon bridge and the General, with his 
staff, had dismounted. We were standing 
around some camp fires on a hill overlooking 
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the head of the column. 

As the regiment passed on the General 
turned to the staff and said quietly: * They 
needed it more. than we did, gentlemen. 
They are bearing the heat and burden of the 
day. They are walking while we are riding. 
Mount.”’ And, swinging ourselves into the 
saddle, we moved up the valley. 


Toys for Fatherless Children. 


As the holidays were approaching in the 
year 1864 the Army of the’Shenandoah was 
encamped near Winchester, covering the town 
and holding the valley si‘ghtly in advance of 
that place. The General’s headquarters were 
in the town at the Logan residence, a fine 
house, but somewhat out of repair. A few 
days before Christmas most of ts gave the 
sutler a few commissinns for various articles 
that would help us to observe the holidays, 
and he filled them as best he could at Balti- 
more or Wushington. This was the winter 
following the fall when the valley from Har- 
risonburg down to Winchester had been dev- 


astated, *‘so that a crow flying over would 
have had to carry his own rations’’—a sad

the river and impatiently awaiting the arrival 
of our headquarters trainto go into camp. 
From some unexplained cause it was very 
much behind hand, and asthe day was a raw 
and chilly one, with a bhirsh wind that cut 
like a knife, we fairly longed for the shelter 
of our tents. Some good-natured friend had 
‘sent the General a barrel of oysters and all 
the lovers of that bivalve, the General in- 
cluded, were passing the time roasting a few 
for themselves in the camp fires which blazed 
fiercely in the wind. At this moment up gal- 
loped Capt. Hickey, our staff Quartermaster, 
who, with a look of annoyance, dismounted 
and, saluting, said: 

‘**T regret to report, General, that our head- 
quarters wagon broke down two hours ago, 
and despite all we can do the train will not be 
up for an hour.”’ 

** Ah, indeed,’’ was the General’s reply, and 
pausing to leisurely kick a roasted oyster out 
of the fire, he continued: ‘* How didit bustu- 
ate, Hickey?’ (This word bustuate was a 
favorite of his. I’ve often wondered where 
he picked it up). 

As the Captain proceeded to explain how 
the mishap occurred one of our staff, who had 
just rejoined us after a tour of duty with an- 
other General, stepped back of our chief, 
threw his hat into: the air, eaught it as it 
came down, and turning to me gaid, ‘Thank 
fortune, I’m home again.” 

‘**What do you mean?” gaid I, 

“If that had happened to Gen. Blank’’— 
—the officer with whom he had just been 
serving—"*he would have cussed till every- 
thing turned blue.” 

Now, Capt. Hickey was one of the best 
staff Quartermasters in the army and the Gen- 
eral knew it, and he knew also that in case of 
a mishap it would not be owing to any neg- 
ligence en Hickey’s part, consequently he 
was as placid as a May morning. 


Pleasant Words for His Men. 


When his command was encamped for any 
length of time it wasa frequent act on his 
part to ride along his front and flanks and in- 
spect his picket line in person, In doing this 
he was always especially cordial to the officers 
on duty, and I noticed that frequently he had 
a pleasant word for the videttes and non-com- 
missioned officers who were on post aside 
from any strictly military inquiries he had to 
make. 

The day after the battle of Fisher’s Hill, in 
the month of October, 1864, was an unusual- 
ly hot one. We were pushing the enemy 
steadily up the valley, the cavalry leading 
and the infantry pressing ahead as fast as 
possible up the hot and dusty pike 
road. About 2 o’clock in the afternoon 
Gen. Sheridan had halted and dismounted 
at a little hamlet directly upom the pike. In 
looking around the immediate vicinity some 
one bad found an old ice-house with some ice 
still remaining in it. A couple of buckets 
were tunted up, filled at the nearest spring— 
springs Are plentiful and the water invariably 
good in the Shenandoah Valley—and placing 
some ice in the water we all stood around 
eagerly looking forward to a drink of ice 
water. At this moment up came the head of 
the infantry column, with the hot sun pourin 
down upon it, travel-stained, covered wit 
dust, flushed with the heat, weary, and almost 
worn out with rapid and steady marching 
since daybreak. As the troops, loaded down 
with their blankets, rations, ammunition, and 
arms, passed by the two buckets filled with 
ice water, standing in plain sight by the edge 
of the road, many a longing glance was cast 
in their direction. 

nb po | a young fellow, footsore and hag- 
gard evidently sorely in need of a drink, 
aftera second glance at the General, who 
was standing near the buckets, in a brown 
study over something, said: ‘*General, may I 
have a drink of that water?’ 

_Glancing up and looking at him for the first 
time the General instantly took in the pale 
face and tired eyes, and the reply came, quick 
and cordial: ‘‘Certainly you may, my lad.

How the boy’s pale face lit up. I can see 
him now as he unslung his blanket to get at 
his cup. fastened un a strap around the roll. 

Instantly another man exclaimed: ‘* May I, 
too, General?’’ 

** Yes,"’ said the chief. 

** And I, and I?” 

** Yes,” came the half laughing reply, “ help 
yourselves, men.”’ 

Quicker than I can write it the buckets were 
surrounded, the water eagerly drained to the 
last drop by the thirsty, dusty, and weary sol- 
diers, and the few pieces of ice divided and

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but necessary war measure, cruel as it 
seemed. Consequently many of the inhab- 
itants living within a reasonable distance of 
our lines were supplied with guvernment 
rations. 

Just beyond and outside of this line lived 
the widow and family of an officer of one of the 
Confederate regiments, who had been killed 
in action during the summer campaign in the 
valley. He had borne a splendid reputation 
as a soldier and a man, and his neighbors had 
only kind words to say of the dead Colonel in 
all his various relations in life. His family 
consisted of his widow, several young chil- 
dren, and some older relatives. 

When our various packages came to the 
house for use during the, holidays the butler 
called my attention toa large box of children’s 
toys and told me the General had sent for 
them. Long afterwards I discovered their 
ultimate destination. In a roundabout way 
that their mother never suspected they reached 
and gladdened the hearts of the brave Col- 
onel’s fatherless children. . 

During the Shenandoah Valley campaign 
the headquarters escort consisted of a detail 
from the Sixth United States Cavalry under 
command of Capt. Clafflin,a quiet but relia- 
ble officer. 

Acknowledging an Error. 

If there was one thing that the General was 
particular about and prided himself upon ob- 
serving td the minute it was that the order of 
march should be strictly obeyed by everbody ; 
and he held himself as strictly to the letter of 
the order as he did any of his subordinates. 
This order is the keynote of the day and is 
generally made out by or before 9 o’clock of 
the preceding day and distributed to the corps 
and other independent commands under the 
direct supervision of the Chief of Staff, who 
uses the Aides-de-Camp for that purpose, and 
who is held responsible that the orders reach 
their destination. This order gives the hour 
of starting, the route, the order of march, the 
position of corps and divisions in line, in- 
structions regarding the artillery, ammuni- 
tion, and transportation, the position and 
probable destination of the cavalry, what 
formations in case of attack, where the com- 
manding’ General may ordinarily be found, 
and, if known, the place at or near which it is 
expected the army will encamp on the suc- 
ceeding day. 

On this particular morning of which I 
write, for some good reason, the hour ap- 
pointed to move.was earlier than usual, Four 
o’clock found the headquarter tents struck 
ano the General ‘and staff mounted ready to 
move out—but no escort. A moment or two 
later and amid the blare of bugles and roll of 


drums the troops started and the road was } 


filled with the marching army. Still no 


escort. : 

Turning impatiently to his Chief of Staff, 
Col. J. W. Forsyth, the General said: 

‘‘What does this mean? Where is the 
escort? Was the commanding officer noti- 
fied ?”’ 

‘* Certainly,”’ was the reply. 

‘Send an Aide and find out the trouble.” 

An officer dashed off to where the escort was 
encamped on a little stream a few hundred 
yards away, and returned saying that the 
escort was saddling in haste and would be 
there in a few moments. Shortly after the 
squadron dashed up at a gallop and, fronting 
into line almost on a run, Capt. Claflin 8a- 
luted, and, turning to the Chief of Staff, was 
about to speak when he was interrupted by 
Gen. Sheridau, who said: 

“Capt. Clafflin, when I issue an order to 
move at 4 o’clock it means sixty minutes past 
3, not nearly twenty minutes past 4. This 
must not occur again, sir.” 

‘But, General——””’ began the Captain. 

**No excuse, sir. We have lost time enough 


already. Move out.’’ And the General urged 
his horse into a trot to overtake the corps 
— which headquarters was to march during 
the day.

A Public Apology. 


Nothing more was said of the affair during 
the day to my knowledge, but I afterwards 
learned that the officer spoke to the Chief of 
Staff regarding his failure to deliver the order 
and apologize to Capt. Clafflin for the posi- 
tion he had unfortunately placed him in. 

The next morning, after the General and 
staff were mounted, he suddenly rode out 
towards the front of the escorting squadron 
as it stood in line awaiting orders, and facin 
Capt. Clafflin he leaned slightly forward an 


id: 
‘‘ Capt. Clafflin, yesterday morning I re- 
proved you sharply inthe presence of your 
command and of my staff for what I thought 
wasa neglect of duty. Ihave since ascer- 
tained that you were not at. all in fault in the 
matter, but that the fault was on the part of 
one of my staff, who neglected to deliver an 
order to you, and,” raising his cap and bow- 
ing courteously, ** I beg your pardon, sir.”’ 

** General,’ began the Captain, * I already 
knew——”’ but the General had replaced his 
cap, and touching it in answertothe Cap- 
tain’s salute turned quickly away and -gave 
the order, ** Move out.”’ 

I do not think that the officer in fault ever 
forgot the occasion and I know that Capt. 
Clafflin never did, for we talked the matter 
over in his camp in Northern Texas the year 
before he died. Turning to me at the close 
of our conversation he said: ‘ Only think of 
it! the commanding General of the army 
publicly apologizing to the Captain com- 
manding his escort for having mistakenly rep- 
rimanded him the day before. I could have 
died for him that day.” 


Regretted Leaving Chicago. 


In the month of February, 1884, Gen. W. 
T. Sherman, having reached the age of 64, 
was relieved by operation of law and Gen. 
Sheridan succeeded to the command of the 
army. Just before his departure to his new 
sphere of duty I happened to be in Chicago 
on leave and 1 ose to pay my respects and 
tender my congratulations to my old chief. 
We had a bright and pleasant half hour to- 
pees recalling old times, but I noticed that 

e spoke rather pathetically of his change of 
station. 

‘** Of course I am glad to get to the head of 
the army,’ said he. * Any man is naturally 
pleased to reach the top of his profession, but 
still there are some regrets for me connected 
with it. Chicago is, asa matter of fact, the 
euly home I have known since early boyhood.

Mrs. Ida A. Harper of Stanford University 
Tells a Strong Story. 

There never was a sadder story related of 
the human race than that which is telling it- 
selfin the thousands of wretched men who 
are crowding into the so-called Keeley Insti- 
tutes, as the last resort for the cure of a habit 
which they are utterly helpless to resist. In 
the face of this melancholy spectacle it seems 
the most terrible sacrilege to talk of educa- 
ting our children that moderate drinking is a 
good thing. Every one of those unfortunate 
victims began by moderate drinking. All 
drunkards begin in this way. ‘There is no 
more need of prescribing any daily moderate 
quantity of alcohol for healthy people than 
there is for advising an occasional duel be- 
cause warsare a part of civilized history,” 
says Dr. Keeley. From possibly the widest 
range of observation ever made by any man, 
he 3ays: 

ButI do not deny that there are moderate 
drinkers. I claim. howeyer, that these people are 
all moderate drinking inebriates if they drink 
habitually, or every day, or if they take alcohol 
regularly with meals. Ifa person begins taking 
one and one-halfounces of alcohol with daily 
meals and continues the practice a few months, 
he will notice the following results: If he omits 
the alcohol for a day he will miss it. He will 
feel a craving for something. His digestion and 
strength will be below normal. This means that 
the digestive organs and nervous system are edu- 
cated to digest food under the stimulus of so 
much alcohol. Ifthe alcohol is withdrawn, the 
digestive forces and general physiological meas- 
ure of force will be diminished accordingly. To 
this extent such a person: is an inebriate. His 
digestion may recover its normal condition in 
time if alcohol is not used; but until the craving 
for liquoris gone the man is an inebriate. 

One hates to bea fanatic. We would so 
much rather be able to say, “ It is all right 
for a man to take a glass of liquor occasion- 
ally if he does not take too much; but we 
are forced to a radical position when we be- 
hold the fatal consequences t follow the 
‘‘ounce anda half a day.”’ Only that wife, 
that mother, who has seen the appetite in- 
crease, day by day, until it has dominated 
the man’s whole life, can understand to its 
full extent the power that lies in that single 
giass. It reaches from heaven to hell, and it 
covers every form of vice and misery and an- 
— that is possible to humanity. Walter 
vage Landor says: 

Children are what their mothers are; 

No fondest father’s fondest care 

Can fashion so the infant heart. 
If itis right fora man to be a moderate 
drinker, it is right fora woman. In the low- 
est grades of society women are already mod- 
erate drinkers, and even drunkards. Dr. 
Keeley does not exaggerate when he says: 
It is true that if any person is positively limited 
to one and a half otinces of ~~ oy daily for a 7 
time no harm will come of it, but education will 
never bring such a result. Eight out of ten 
young persons who adopt the practice of taki 
this moderate quantit, will shortly be vietiang of 
inebriety. A craving for liquor will be set up, 
and more will be taken. In a few months 
more or less, these persons will be inebriates. 
In short, if the young people of a community 
adopt such a course, within a year nothing but 
imprisonment and surveillance will keep them 
from drinking alcohol as the drunkard drinks it. 

These are not the words of a theorist, of a 
fanatical enthusiast, or of one whose vision 
has been warped by bitter wrong. They are 
the testimony of one who speaks from the un- 
impeachable standpoint of scientifiz knowl- 
edge and practical experience. It is corrob. 
orated by the voice of the ages. We dare not 
tem porize with this question. The man who 
teaches the young that moderate drinking is 
beneficial, the woman who, without resistance, 
permits those whom she might influence to 
contract this daily habit, commits a crime. 
There is no middie ground which is absolute.

educators. 

Among the men, while football is in the 
lead, basebail, wrestling, boating, -sprinting, 
archery, and bicycling each have their enthu- 
siastic adherents. The baseball team of the 
university, which makes a tour of the Pacific 
coast each year, has won more victories and 
suffered fewer defeats than any amateur 
team in this part of the country.

MOUNT LOWE RAILWAY. 


The dynamo which furnishes the current 
for theentire system is an Edison bipolar 
generator, manufactured by the General Elec. 
tric company and is located in the company’s 
power house at the Altadena station and 
driven bytwo sixty-horse power (Otto gas en- 
gines, th&® gas being economically manu- 
factured onthe premises. 

An eight-inch pipe will soon be conveying 
an ample stream of water witha 1,400 foot 
heed to a power house a mile below the hotel 
and two large Pelton wheels will drive the 
dynamo at a nominal cost, represented by in- 
terest op cost of plant, wear of machinery, 
and superintendence of works. 

While this great dynamo furnishes power 
for the trolley road and cable incline, another 
supplies the electric current for an elaborate 
system of arc and incandescent lights to illu- 
minate the hotels, cafion and adjacent 
grounds. The arc lights stationed along the 
steep incline, high above the foothills, form a 
striking object of interest at night as they 
gleam out from the mountainside and throw 
their bright rays far over the landscape, and 
are particularly noticed by passengers in the 
overland trains threading their way through 
the distant valley after dark. 

The view from Eeho Mountain facing the 
south is oneof unsurpassed loveliness and 
immenseextent. It embraces the broad San 


Gabriel Valley, with its cities, hamlets, or- | 
ange groves, and cultivated fields, bordered | 
on the east by a serrated horizon of mountain | 
peaks, and on the south and west bya large | 
segment of the Pacific Ocean, dotted along 


sixty miles of coast with pearly islands. 
Excellent bridle roads, now leading from 
Echo Mountain to the summit of Mount 
Lowe, 6,000 feet above sea level, will be 
superseded by an electric trolley road, for 
which a suitable grade has been surveyed. 
[These woods traverse forests of pine and 
other varieties of trees, and press through 
grassy dales filled with many kinds of wild 
flowers. From this high view a vast expanse 
of mountain ranges and cafions can be seen, 
extending 100 miles east and west and thirty 
miles wide, where they descend on the north 
towards the great Mojave desert and Death 
Valley Lake.

Prof. T. S. C. Lowe, projector, builder, and 
President of this mountain road, has dis- 
tinguished himself in other fields of science, 
having invented the systern of water gas now 
in general use for gas illumination. Prof. 
Lowe was also the first to produce artificial 
icé ona commercial scale. For these and 
other inventions useful to humanity he has 
received from the Franklin Institute of Phil- 
adelphia three medals and a diploma, the 
highest award ever given to one man by that 
institution. 

Prof. Lowe now proposes to round out his 
series of honorable achievements by estab- 
lishing upon the summit of the Sierra -Madre 
range which has received his name an astro- 
nomical observatory, well equipped for doing

in that department of science. On account of 
the high altitude, the clear atmosphere, and 
the southern latitude, important scfantific 
results are anticipated by such distinguished 
astronomers as Prof. Lewis Swift and Dr. E.

The roof is profusely jutted with 
gables and pinnacles, giving an artistic effect. The building is lighted with an abundance of 
windows and there are four principal entrances. This was made necessary from the fact that 
on all sides of the public square are business houses, and each side desired to have a frontage. 
The entrances to the main floor are set in the corners of the building andare covered by a 
balcony of cut stone. At each side of the four sides of the building are entrances to the base- 
ment. ‘The style of the building throughout is that of English Gothic. The tower will have a 
eut-stone finial surmounted with a statue of Justice. A clock probably will be placed in the 
tower, where it may be seen from all sections of the city. 

The basement will contain two county offices, also steam heating and ventilating appa- 
ratus and numerous storage rooms., On the first floor will be offices for the County Treasurer 
and Sheriff, and back of both of these isthe rotunda. Qn the opposite side of the building 
are rooms for the County and Probate Courts, offices for the Couwty Judge and Master in 
Chancery. On either side of them are large vault-like offices to be occupied by the County and 
Circuit Court Clerks, with ample space for their records, The Circuit Court rooms are located 
on the second floor, where seats are provided for an audience of 600.
